The people of Texas have looked forward to the assembling 
of the present Legislature with much more than ordinary inter- 
est. Not only for the enactment of laws general and salutary 
in their character, but more particularly with the hope, and in- 
deed, with the expectation that at the present session of their 
State Legislature, the heavy debt left upon them by the old Re- 
public of Texas, is to be adjusted and settled, and thatin con- 
sequence of this, and wholesome collateral legislation, the State 
will receive an impetus in her onward march to greatness, which 
nothing will be able effectually to retard or prevent. Im this 
desire, so general, I heartily participate—and judging from the 
material of which this body is composed, I have no, hesitation 
in expressing the belief, that it will be fully consummated. F 
intreat you, gentlemen, to observe toward each other, in all the 
discussions which may arise during your deliberations here, 
that courtesy and forbearance which is so eminently character- 
istic of Texians in council; and I cheerfully pledge myself to 
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discharge impartially, and to the best of my ability, the vari. 
ous duties appertaining to the position of Speaker.

Your committee, to whom was referred the memorial of R. 
B. Goar, claiming the seat in the House of Representatives, 
now oceupied by Alexander Rossy, as the Poean elect 
from the 43rd Representative District, and the other docu- 
ments relating to the same matter, have had the same under 
consideration, and have instructed me to report thereon, as fol- 
lows: 

The testimony before your committee, clearly shows that Mr. 
Rossy received a large majority of the entire number of votes 
cast for Representative of that district, and were there not a 
barrier in the way, which to your committee seems insurmount- 
able, he would most certainly be entitled to hold his seat. But 
the 6th Section of the 3rd Article of the Constitution provides 
that no person can be a Representative, unless among other 
things, “he shall have been a citizen of the county,” etc., for 
which he shall be chosen, ad least one year next preceding. hig 
election.” 

In the case of Mr. Rossy, this requirement is not fulfilled. 
It appears from the testimony, and is in fact established be- 
yond doubt, that Mr. Rossy has not resided the required time 
next preceding his election, either in the county of Comal nor in 
the district which he has been chosen to represent. Your com- 
mitee, therefore, in view of the constitutional bar, are compell- 
ed to regard him as ineligible at the time of his election to 
the office of Representative. 
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If the rule of the law-were to'be applied with unqualified se- 
verity to the circuntstances of the case, perhaps in view of want 
of qualification on the part of Mr, Rossy, and the fact that Mr. 
Torry received the next highest number of votes, the latter 
might be entitled to claim the seat; but such a construction in 
view af the comparatively meagre vote in favor -of Mr. Torry, 
would, as your committee conceive, be manifestly unjust to the 
electors of the district, They are, upoñ any equitable or admis- 
sible construction, of the provisions of the Constitution applica- 
ble to the case, entitled to be represented by the person of their 
choice. The vote for Mr. Rossy, though his title to the seat be 
null, yet stands as the exponent of the wishes of the people; 
and to disregard this indication and assign the’ seat to another, 
would certainly, under the circumstances, be manifestly wrong. 


Tf his residence in the district has continued up to fhe pres- 
ent time, the objection indicated would not affect his title un- 
der a future election. : 

Your committe, therefore, in view of the premises, beg leave 
to recommend that the seat now occupied by Mr, Rossy be de- 
clared vacant, and that the election ofa Representative be again 
referred to the people of the district.

On motion of Mr. Jowers, Mr. Tarrant was added to the com-

p Pursuant to the invitation of the House, the Honorable Sen- 
ate now appeared, headed. by their President, who was invited 
to a seat on the right of the Speaker, and Senators to seats pre- 
pated-for them. - 

The rolls of the two Houses being called, and a quorum of 
each being present, the Speaker announced the biennial mes- 
sage of his Excellency, the Governor, with accompanying doc- 
uments, which was fead as follows : 


Execenve DErLRTMENT, Stats or Texas. 
Austin, November 10,1851. $ 
To thé Honorable the Senate 
and House of Representatives : 

In the discharge of my official duties, the task again devolves 
upon me of communicating with you as the immediate repre- 
sentatives of our common constituency, and of recommending 
such measures for your action, as in my judgment will best con- 
duce to their interest and welfare. 

I experience much satisfaction in the performance of this 
duty, from the reflection, that coming, as you have done, direct- 
ly Pon the midst of the people, you have brought with you a 
knowledge of their views and opinions in reference to many of 
the important subjects which will claim your attention during 
the present session of the Legislature, and with that knowledge, 
you will be able by your united efforts, to carry out those views 
in a manner that will be satisfactory to them; and at the same 
time maintain the honor and integrity of the State, and greatly 
advance its present and future prosperity. 

Tn these efforts, I need not say to you gentlemen, that you 
will receive my hearty co-operation and support; trusting, that 
by the harmonious exercise of a sincere determination on our 
part to do what is right, we shall attain that end; and that the 
result of our labors will be such, as not only to meet the appre- 
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bation of our own citizens, but command the approval of all 
just men, who may be interested in or affected by it.. j 

ee the many questions of importance which will be 
presented for your deliberation, there will be none, probably, so 
great in magnitude, and which have excited so large a share of 
interest in the public mind, as those which have grown out of 
the passage, by the general Congress, of what is termed the 
Texas Boundary Bill, and the acceptance of the provisions of 
that act by the people and Legislature of this State. 

It is unnecessary at this time torecur to the causes which gave 
rise to that bill, or to advert to the variety of opinions enter- 
tained by our own citizens in regard to the measure of justice 
extended to us by it, or the mode by which that justice was to 
be administered. The bill, doubtless, had its origin in a desire 
to settle, in a manner which would best reconcile conflicting 
views and interests, a question which had excited much angry 
feeling, and which at one time threatened to disturb the har- 
monious relations which should exist, and, which I sincerely 
trust will ever exist, between the States and the people of this 
Union; and although many of us, admiring as we did the princi- 
ple of Union with perfect equality, may have believed that 
neither the measure of redress, nor the mode of its adjustment 
was such as we had aright to expect, yet the people, falling 
back upon their devotion to our common country, and its 
institutions, chose, rather fo make a voluntary sacrifice of 
their own cherished views and preferences upon the altar of 
Peace, than to jeopardize the National Union, which hitherto 
had been the dispenser of so many blessings, in the guaran- 
tees it had afforded, in the security of religion which it had en- 
couraged and protected, and in the maintenance of that law 
and order of which it constituted the basis. It was in this view 
thatthe propositions offered by the bill were accepted with a 
nnanimity rarely found in political adjustments or in the heal- 
ing of party dissentions. 

‘This matter having been thus settled withthe Federal Go- 
verament, we have now nothing to do in respect to it, except, 
so to direct our legislation as to produce the best results to the 
State, which it affords ; and in that view, it becomes my du- 
ty, first, to call your attention to some of thë features of the 
bil; the attitude in which it places us in reference to the ulti- 
mate settlement of the questions growing out of its and the 
measures taken by the Executive, since the adjournment of the 
lagt extraordinary session of the Legislature, to place the mat- 
ter in such a position as would enable you to act efficiently and 
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effectually in reference to it; and also, to suggest to you such 
further measures, as, in my judgment, may be heeessary for its 
final consummation. 

The first proviso of the 5th article of the 2d section of the 
Boundary Bill, declares, that no more than five millions of the 
ten millions of stock, which by the 4th article of that section, 
was to be issued to the State of Fexas,in consideration of her 
relinquishment of territory, and her acceptance of the bound- 
aries prescribed by the bill, shall be issued, until the creditors 
of the State, holding bonds and ether certificates of stock of 
Texas, for which duties on imports were specially pledged, shall 
first file, at the Treasury Department of the United States, re- 
leases of all claim against the United States, for, or on account 
of said bonds or certificates, in such form as shall be preseribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, and approved by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The Republic of Texas having executed her bonds and other 
evidences of debt, in an exceedingly dark and gloomy period of 
her history, it became necessary to issue them for nominal 
amounts, bearing no sort of proportion to the amounts actually 
received ; and to pledge her resources, arising mainly, at that 
time, from her revenues, for their redemption. These securities, 
generally speaking, were concentrated at very low rates im the 

ands of monied speculators, who had contributed nothing to the 
achievement of her independence, or to the relief of her actuat 
necessities in the administration of the Government atthe time 
they were issued. This consideration, well understood and ap- 
preciated, induced an inquiry in respect to the mode of redeem- 
ing these securities ; as no one could entertain the opinion for 
a moment, that the Government was under any obligation, 
either in justice or morality, to redeem them by paying the 
amount expressed on their face; and that inquiry resulted ïn 
the passage of the act of the State Legislature of March 20ih, 
1848, “to provide for ascertaining the Debt of the late Repub- 
lic of Texas,” which act required the Auditor and Comptroller 
of the State to reduce all claims presented for Hquidation to 


the actual par value which was realized by the Republic, atthe ` 


time of their issue. The evident meaning and contemplation 
of that act was, that the holders of the claims should be paid 
in accordance with the amount thus ascertained by the Audi- 
torial Board, subject to the revision of the Lewislature ; and the 
amount so ascertained, were considered as all that was actually 
due from the State, to her several ereditors. That the legisla- 
ture had the right to pass this law, there can be no question; 
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and that the individuals holding the bonds or other evidences of 
debt against the late Republic, were bound by it, there can be as 
little. It occurred to me, therefore, after a careful examination 
of the proviso, that difficulties and embarrassments would be 
produced in the settlement of our outstanding liabilities, unless 
the Secretary of the Treasury should give such a construction 
to the law on the subject, as woukd enable the State of Texas to 
define, who were the creditors therein referred to, and also to 
ascertain the amount of the liabilities of the State, which this 
reserved five millions of dollars was intended to cover. By the 
phraseology of the act, the decision of the question as to who 
were the creditors of the State, holding claims for which duties 
on imports ‘were specially pledged,” and the amount of those 
claims was referred directly to the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the E, States, and as he could have no means of ascertainin 
these facts, except such as were derived from theState, ronek 
her proper officers, I deemed it my duty to dispatch an officer 
to the City of Washington, charged with instructions to ascer 
tain what course he intended to pursue in reference to this mat- 
ter, and also, tomake the necessary arrangements relative to 
the receipt of the five millions of stock, which by the terms of 
the bill were to be immediately issued to the State. The officer 
selected for this mission, was James B. Shaw, Esq., the present 
efficient Comptroller of the State, who understanding the sub- 
ject, probably, better than any other individual in it, was cho- 


‘sen with reference to his peculiar fitness and capacity for the 
T 


discharge of its duties. The instructions given to Mr. Shaw, 
and his subsequent correspondence with the Secretary òf the 
Treasury, and final report of the result of his mission, are here- 
with submitted, marked document A, No. 1 to 3, and to which 
pe e of the Honorable Legislature is most respectfully 

As the ea ees had made no provision for sending an 
agent to perform this duty, there was no appropriation from 
which the expenses of the mission could be drawn; but view-. 
ing the subject as of too much importance tà be neglected, the 
Exeeutive and Comptroller each advanced an equal amount 
from their private funds, sufficient to cover those expenses; and, 
therefore, if is mow respectfully asked that an appropriation be 
made to reimburse them in the sums thus advanced, and also 
to pay Mr. Shaw a reasonable compensation for the additional 
labors imposed npon him. A statement of the amount ad- 
vanced and expended in the performance of this duty is here- 
with submitted, marked document B, No. 1 


* 
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By ne to the letter of the Secretary ot the Treasury, 
under date of February 12th, 1851, contained in document A, 

it will be perceived that he has detided not to issue to the State, 

under awy circumatinces, stock for any portion of the retained 

five millions of dollars, until æl} the creditors holding obliga 

tions, for the payment of which duties on imports were spe- 

cially pledged, shall have relinquished to the United States 

their claims—notwithstanding, it may be ascertained prior 

to such relinguishment, that a very inconsiderable part of that 

five millions will be required to cover those claims; and that 

he has reserved to himself the right of deciding, from data to 

be furnished by the State, the amount of the claims now out- 

standing, for which duties on imports were specially pledged; - 
and, also, the individuals entitled to receive these amounts. 


From the opinion of the acting Attorney-General of the State, 
under date of September 8th, 1850, and herewith submitted, 
marked document C, No. 1,it would seem that the payment of g 
very small portion of the public debt now outstanding, was se- 
cured by a “special pledge” of import duties—probably not. 
exceeding six hundred thousand dollars; and yet, according to 
the decision of the Secretary of the Treasury, the whole five 
millions must be retained in the treasury of the United States 
until every individual creditor, owning any part of that six bun- 
dred thousand dollars, however small, shall have filed his relin- 
quishment to the United States, in the Treasury bepartment at 
Washington City. 

A decision which would lead to such consequences, cannot be 
in accordance with the spirit and intention of the compact be- 
tween the Federal Government and Texas, although it may be 
within the strict letter of the law; and it has occurred to me, 
that some further action by the General Congress is necessary, 
to place this subject in its proper light; and that it will be proper 
for the State Legislature to indicate, by resolution or otherwise, 
as it may deem best, what that action should be. 

If the decision of the Secretary of the Treasury remains un- 
changed, (and we have no reason to expect a change in it, with- 
out an alteration of the law,) the State may be kept for an 
indefinite, probably an interminable, period out of nearly one 
half of the pecuniary consideration for which she relinquished 
a large portion of her territory; and this result may be pro- 
duced by some obstinate and perverse ereditor who, holding an 
amount not sufficient in importance to embarrass his own ope- 
rations, may, by this means, seek to embarrass the interests of 


all others, by withholding a relinquishment of his claim to the 
United States. ik a 

This difficulty may perhaps he obviated inthe following man- 
ner: Ifthe General Congress will so modify the act of September 
9th, 1850, as to anthorize the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
stock te the State of Texas, for the whole amount of the retained 
five millions, upon the State, through her proper officers, filing 
at the Treasury Department, a release and full exoneration of 
the Federal Government from all liability, for any portion of 
the public debt of Texas, growing out of the transfer by the act 
of annexation, of the resources arising from “ duties on imports,” 
all difficulty would at once be removed, and the public debt 
could, without further delay, be placed in a train eo i and 
speedy adjustment, through the agency of our own ofiicers, “ by 
whom it must be ultimately settled.” 

To such a modification of the law, the Executive cannot. per- 
ceive that any well-founded objection could be urged. The ob- 
ligation to pay these debts, rests entirely upon the State; and 
althongh the creditors, at the time they were incurred; may 
have had a view to the supposed and probable resources of the 
Republic for their payment, still they did not anticipate that 
those resources were to be applied by any other than the Go- 
vernment with whom the contracts were made, and with whom 
necessarily remained the right to modify or change thém, as it 
might deem best. Had the Government, after these contracts 
were made, deemed that the interests of the citizens, or pros- 

erity of the country, required her to reduce her duties on_ 
imports to a mere nominal amount, or to have taken them off 
altogether and thrown her ports open to the free commerce of 
the world, no one would have questioned, for a moment, her 
right to have done so; and her creditors would have had no 
just cause to complain of such an act, because they made their 
contract with the full knowledge that such a right existed, and 
would, to some extent at least, be exercised. Indeed, it was 
exercised every year, in the various modifications of the tariff 
laws of the late Republie; and in 1842, upon thesadoption of 
‘what was known as the exchequer system, they underwent an 
almost radical change, (a change which reduced the duties laid 
upon imposts from a very large to a comparatively small 
amount;) and yet no one then asserted that this change in the 
amount of duties to be collected, was a violation of the previous 
econtraét entered into with thése creditors. ` > ’ 

The transfer, by Texas, of a portion of her sovereignty to the 
United States, and by which her right to collect duties on im- 
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porte was givén up, in its consequences, was nothing more than 
would have-resnlted from a repeal of her own laws imposing 
stieh ‘duties; and the: Federal Government, by receiving that 
transfer, incurred no other obligation in respect to the -debts 
of Texas, than an equitable one to give the State such an 
equivalent for the loss of her revenues arising from import du- 
ties, ag would enable her to carry out her. contraets with her 
creditors, as effectually as she might have done had her revenues 
from imports not been surrendered; but that government in- 
curred no other obligation whatever, to the creditors individu- 
ally-; and the assumption of such an obligationwas a gratuitous 
by which the State of Texas ought not, in any sense, to be 
bomnd. ‘The debt is one which Texas owes, and which Texas 
has to pay; and no power can rightfully interpose between her 
and-her creditors, and dictate the manner of its settlement. 

I therefore recommend to the Honorable Legislature, that 
our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives 
requested to use all proper exertions to procure such a modifiea- 
tion of the fith article of the second section of. the act of Sep- 
tember 9th, 1850, as will authorize and require the Secretary of 
the Treasury to issue to the State, all: the stock contemplated 
by the 4th article of the said act, upon fer filing such releas- 
es to the United States as.may be deemed necessary to exoner- 
ate the Federal Government from any liability for any portion 
or all of the debt of Texas. a4 : > 

I recommend this course, because it is the best which my 
mind suggests to relieve this subject from all difficulty ; but as 
it is possible that Congress may not coneur in the propriety of 
fnaking this modification, we should, in anticipation of such a 
contingency, prepare ourselves in the.best manner ‘we can, to 
meet it. I trust I have shown the necessity of placing this mat- 
ter upon a different footing from that on which it now stands, 
if we expect to close it within any reasonable period, or in“any 
manner which would be at all satisfactory to the State. Indeed, 
the difficulties which must be overcome in its adjustment, so 
long as it remains in its present condition, are so obvious that it 
requires noargument to prove that immediate steps should be 
taken to obviate them. Itherefore, further recommend to the 
Honorable Legislature, that a law be passed at its present ses- 
sion, limiting the time within which the creditors of the State, 
holding the class of claims referred to, shall file their releases to 
the United States; declaring, that in default of their doing 
so within the prescribed time, the claims shall be forever bar- 
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Tt has further occurred to me, as the President has decided 
that the revenues from imports were specially pledged, (in con- 
femplation of the boundary act) for an amount of onr publie 
debt, almost equal, (if it had: been all filed) to the reserved stock, 
that it might be advisable to appropriate the stock so, with- 
held to the payment of that portion of the debt for which, those 
imposts were pledged, and which wonld consequently come 
‘under this decision of the President; said stock, to be issued 
to the creditors holding’these pledges as soon as the United 
States will so amend the act of the general Congress as to give 
Texas control of the same. - 3 RE 

I also reeommend that a sufficient amount of the five millions 
stock within the present control of the State be appropriated to 
the payment of that class of debts not covered by a pledge of 
impost duties, under the decision of the President. This clar- 
acter ofthe indebtedness amounts to $985,422, and has been de- 
nominated the second class. It is due mainly te our own citi- 
zens for personal services rendered, and supplies furnished in 
the defence of the country. 

- From the report of the Comptroller, it is evident that the 
whole ten millions of dollars will not be required to discharge 
the outstanding liabilities of the State, according to the scale 
which has been adopted for ascertaining the actual amount of 
those liabilities. and from which I can see no just reason to de- 
part; and it will therefore become a subject of interesting in- 
quiry to you, as to the best mode of investing or disposing of 
thesurplus. Upon this subject, there seems to exist much di- 
versity of sentiment in the public mind. Some entertain the 
opinion that the whole amount of the surplus should be devoted 
to the internal improvement of the State ; others believe that a 
large portion should be applied to the purposes of education, in 
the establishment of free schools, and other institutions of learn- 
ing; while another class believe that it should be invested in 
some secure and profitable stock, the interest arising frem 
which would be sufficient to meet the ordinary expenses of the 
State Government, and thereby entirely release eee from 
taxation. - That these diverse views, entertained and freely dis- 
cussed by the citizens at large, should be brought by their im- 
mediate representatives into the legislative halls of the coun- 
try, bearing the stamp and hue originally derived from each par- 
ticular constituency, is not fo be wondered at; and it will therefore 
require a calm and deliberate investigation of these subjects on 
the part of each and all of you, and, perhaps, some patriotic 
sacrifices of preconceived opinions, to enable you to harmonize 
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in the adoption of a system that will be mutually beneficial to 
all; and the Executive entertains the confident, hope that such 
investigation will be, given, and such sacrifices made,,aa will 
lead to this most desirable result, . : 
That-all these views have weight and are entitled to respect- 
ful consideration, ig admitted; but to, carry-all into practical np- 
eration would be impossible. It is true that. after the payment 
is made, of every claim which now stands legitimately charged 
to this surplus fund, there will be a large amount left for your 
disposition, and it is in reference to that disposition that your 
attention-is now respectfully invited. l i 

„That a general system of internal improvements by the State, 
properly regulated, would eminently conduce to its prosperity 
there can he no doubt; but such a system would reqnire an ap- 
propriation of means, which (without a violation of the consti- 
tution) could not be made at this time; and the adoption ofa 
system, partial in its operations, would in ‘its details, be like- 
ly to present diffienlties, growing out of differences of opin 
ion, as to the subject upon which it should operate, and which 
difference might not be_easily reconciled—but. the anticipation 
of such difficulties, should not prevent the effort from being 
made; and I therefore’ suggest and respectfully recommend, - 
that adequate appropriations be made, to aid such enterprises 
as are already engaged in clearing out our principal rivers, or 
any other well calculated and practical system of internal ip- 
provement, ` in order that the facilities of transportation and 
commeree may be extended as far into the interior of the coun- 
try as the natural capacities will permit. 

- The practical utility which would result from the fostering aid 
and encouragement ofthe government, in works of this kind, 
would be immediately felt in every part of the land, and al- 
though the extent of these benefits mightnot be commensurate 
with the wishes, qr the necessities of all—yet as this would be 
going as far as the present resourees of the State will justify, 
when we regard the claims of other important interests, it is 
believed that it would give general satisfaction to the people at 
large, and add much to the prosperity of the country. i 

The last few years have spread abroad more-accurate know- 
ledge of the number and character of our population, and the 
true value of our immense territory is now better known and 
more appreciated—a consequent tide of immigration, uniform 
and steady in its movements, is continually flowing in upon us, 
and in a short period, we shall havethe satisfaction of seeing 
immense numbers of these hardy, enterprising immigrants de- 
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veloping the resources of the State in its tich productions; Ja- 
” bor, everywhere will be seeking employment, and eapital, a 
profitable investment. Our State government, in the mean 
time, relieved of its pecuniary embarassments, and ealculating 
with certainty its financial ability, will be enabled with greater 
safety, to Indicate her future policy, in the adoption and promo- 
tion of some general system of internal improvements, 
*Fhough new.in her position amongst the great family, Texas is 
fally alert to the nature and valueofthe testimony, to be deri- 
ved from the older members, inrespect to the practical results, 
increased wealth and enterprise, which are conferred upon a 
people who pursue a system of internal improvements, with 
wise, patriotic and energetic action. Already the enterpri- 
sing efforts directed by private capital, in clearing out some of 
our principal rivers; in connecting the Brazos river with the Gulf 
-by canal, the projection-of the San Antonio and Gulf Rail 
Road, and other improvements of less magnitude, have receiv- 
ed the favorable consideration of the ebuntry and elicited much 
anxiety for their completion. How far it will be judicious at 
this time to embark in works of intemal improvement, until a 
certain and ample fond shall have been provided for their spee- 
dy completion, is submitted to the wisdom of the Legislature. 
Amongst fhe many subjects of paramount importance and 
fhterest, demanding your present deliberation and action, but 
few can justly claim precedenceoverihat ofedueation. Itsimpor 
tance in the establishment and maintenance of the free and 
happy institutions under which we have so long lived, was 
warmly inculcated by the patriots who established them. We 
who have been the favored recipients of a rich inheritance, the 
result of sacrifices and labors of the wise and good, should never 
fail to appreciate the blessings it confers, nor ever forget that 
its transmission, unimpared to our successors, is'a sacred duty. 
Living in the middle of the nineteenth century, with the lamp 
of expertence before us, and boasting of an era marked by great 
hilosophical research and seientific discovery, we cannot safe- 
i incur the hazard of Ioosing, or impairing this boon, in neg- 
lecting the means by which, mainly, it is to be perpetuated — 
Those means are to be found in the universal extension of the 
benefits of education. From itwill result intelligence and virtue, 
the true basis of republican freedom. It is quite unnecessary 
for me to enumerate the advantages of a liberal and well con- 
ducted system of popular education—one that would be uniform 
and efficient in its practical bearings, dispensing full and equal 
benelits to all. The sentiment of the State is awakened, and is 
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restless upon this Interesting subject, demanding prompt and 
energetic aetion on the part of those entrusted with parental 
care, in all things that pertain to the promotion of this great 
cause, ‘ 

The framers of our State government were so deeply im- 
pressed with the belief that a general system for the education 
of the youth of the country, based upon broad and liberal prin- 
ciples, was of vital consequence, that they engrafted in the or- 

oe law this important injunction, that “a general diffusion of 

owledge being essential to the preservation of the rights and 
liberties of the people, it shall be the duty of the Legislature of 
this State to make suitable. provisions for the support and main- 
tenance of public schools.” The State has thus indicated her 
policy in this matter; shehas been the dispenser of a munificent 
bounty, and when madeavailable and properly applied, will ful- 
fill the beneficent intentions of the framers ofthe constitution, and 
an additional safeguard thrown, around that instrament by the 
intelligence and moral weight to be derived from the provisions 
contemplated by the section quoted above. 

There is no one who feels a deeper interest, or who more ar- 
dently desires to promote the cause of education than myself, 
and I will most cordially co-operate with you in any plan which 
will practically advance that object in such a way as to diffuse 
its benefits generally through the country; but after bestowing 
the best reflection I have been able to give the subject, J am not 
prepared to recommend the immediate adoption by your Honor- 
able body, of the system which has been provided for by the 
constitution and subsequent Legislative enactments under it— 
In considering this great and paramount interest, it is well to 
guard against a mere plausible theory, and in embracing any 
system, it were useless, unless that system, examined in all its 
bearings, shall be practical in its essential features, and simple 
inthe application of its principles. In order tọ make any plan 
operate equally, schools must be established in every county 
and neighborhood in the State, andto do this with the machine- 
ry hich would bè necessary to bring them into successful 
operation, would involve an expense greatly disproportioned to 
any benefits which could result from them in the present sparce 
population of most of the counties; qand I could not give my as- 
sent to any plan which would operate unequally, or which would 
confer benefits on one portion of the State, and which could nob | 
be felt or enjoyed in every other section. 

The fourth section of an act of the late Republic, approved 
January 26th, 1839, contemplates that two Universities shall be

created, and fifty leagues of Jand were then directed to be sur- 
veyed and set apart {or their endowment, Itmay now be a ques- 
tion whether or not this is the appropriate time for the commence- 
ment of these establishments ; and whether or not, if the means 
which the State can advance for the purpose of education, are 
applied to them, it would be the best application of those means. 
The subject is referred to the wisdom of the Honorable Legisla- 
ture, 

It has been suggested to me, and the suggestion has come from 
a source entitled to respect, that the best mode, at present, of © 
promoting the cause of education by the State, will be found 
in subscribing for a eertain number of scholarships in the 
several institutions already established, and which are about to 
be established by private individual enterprise; the extent of 
these subscriptions to be regulated by the character and impor- 
tance of those institutions respectively. It is alleged that by do- 
ing so, and paying the subscriptions in advance, the State will 
not only aid in perfecting those institutions, but will have an op- 
portunity of educating ateach one of them, (in proportion to 
the scholarships taken,) a number of the worthy youths of the 
country who are unable to educate themselves, and who, when 
thus educated, will be prepared to take charge of the common free 
schools which the State will, no doubt, at some future day, de- - 
sire to establish throughout the country. 

I have thought proper to submit this suggestion for the con- 
sideration of the Legislatnre, coming as it did, from a highly 
intelligent and respectable source. 


There are many other matters which will require your con- 
sideration in respect to the application of a portion of this sur- ` 
plus fund. Public buildings, of a permanent character—such as 
are necessary for properly conducting the affairs of the Govern- 
ment, and for supplying offices for its various departments, are 
now required to be erected, The Penitentiary system should be 
carried out and perfected. A State Library should be purchased. 
‘These are all important subjects, which Lam unwilling to be- 
Heve the Honorable Legislature will be disposed to overlook or 
pass by; and they will necessarily reqnire a considerable outlay 
of money. 

I would also recommend, that provision be made for a com- 
plete geological and mineralogical survey of the State by com- 
petent persons. It is believed by those best acquainted with such 
subjects, that much mineral wealth is contained in the north- 
western portions of the State, and especially in its mountainous 
regions; and that by a scientific explévation of those regions, 
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many important resources of the State will be developed and rep- 
dered available; but whether this be soor not, such @ survey 
ought to be made, It will be the means, and the only means, of 
making known to us the character and qualities of a large por- 
tion of our territory, which hitherto, for want of such knowledge, 
has attracted but little public attention. Such a survey might also 
-be connected with the necessary means of running our north- 
western line, which, although designated by the boundary Dill, 
has yet to be surveyed and marked. . > 

Although the Report of the State Treasurer for the last fiscal 
year, will exhibit a considerable balanee on hand in the 'Trea-. 
sury, still there will not be a sufficient amount to meet the cur- 
rent expenditures of the present session of the Legislature, and 
consequently the deficiency should be provided for. It origina 
ted mainly in the convention of the Legislature in extraordinary 
sessions, upon two different occasions,,&c., &c., since the adjourn- 
ment of itsdast regular session, and as both of these conventions 
were rendered necessary Ly circumstances, out of which the ten 
million fund originated, the expenses of them are justly charge- 
able to that fund. , ; 

The interest on the five millión- of stock already issued, and. 
which, on the first of January next, will amount to two hundred 
and fifty thousaud dollars, should be placed in the Treasury of 
the State as soon after it becomes due as practicable; and I 
therefore recommend that suitable provision be made for that pur- 
pose early in this. session, _ 

In compliance with the provisions of an act of the State Leg- 
islatute, approved January 7th, 1850, “relative to the payment 
of certain volunteer companies, for services rendered on the 
western frontier of the State of Texas.” Ll appointed General 
George T. Wood as agent for the State, to obtain from the Fed- 
eral Goverhment a settlement of ‘the accounts mentioned in that 
act; and that gentleman, after procuring the necessary vouchers 
and evidences of the claims, proceeded immediately to the city 
of Washington for that purpose. Upon his arrival, however, it 
was ascertained that nothing could be done in the matter until 
there was some action by the General Congress in reference to it, 
He ultimately succeeded. in getting an act passed at the close ofa 
protracted session, directing the officers of the United States 
‘Treasury to adit and settle the accounts of the companies (there- 
in reterred to,) and appropriating a sum not to exceed seventy-two 
thousand dollars for their payment. The officers of the United 
States Treasury construed this act to mean, that the money was 
to be paid dizectly to the eight companies; and asthe State had 
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previously assumed to pay these companies, and had, under that 
assumpsit, advanced a large amount, they declined making the 
payment to either the State or the companies until further legis- 
lative action had been takenon the subject by the General Con- 
gress ; consequently, another act was passed, and approved, on 
the 3d of March, 1851, by which the amount that had been paid 
by the State, was directed to be reimbursed to her; and the 
amount due to the officers, non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates, was directed to be paid to each of them respectively by the 
Pay Department of the United States Army, 

Upon the application of General Wood at the Treasury, after 
the passage of this last act, for that portion of the money which 
was directed to be paid to the State, his authority to receive it was 
denied, because the power of attorney with which he was fur- 
nished by the State Executive, was not drawn in strict accord- 
ance with the provisions of an act of the General Congress of 
July 29th, 1846. He then returned to Texas, and after receiving 
another power of attorney, (since admitted to be correct,) made 
his third application at the Treasury Department in Washington, 
and was again refused, because he was not prepared to exhibit 
the original vouchers and receipts given by the individual mem- 
bers of the two companies, which the State had paid. These 
original vouchers are filed in the office of the Comptroller of the 
State, and they constitute the evidences upon which his warrants 
were drawn upon the Treasurer, and therefore he could not per- 
mit them to go out of his office without being authorized to do so - 
by an act of the State Legislature ; consequently, all further ef- 
forts to obtain this money must be suspended until there is some 
additional legislation in reference toit. The correspondence and 
acts of Congress referred to, are herewith submitted; marked, 
“Dacument D, Nos. 1 to 10.” 

In presenting this subject to'the Legislature, I cannot forbear 
an expression of my surprise and regret at the very unnecessary 
obstacles which have been thrown in the way of its settlement, 
In order to delay the payment of this money, a construction was 
given to the act of Congress, of September, 1850, making the ap- 
propriation, which it would hardly bear, and which few persons, 
under the circumstances, would have placed upon it; and when 
this difficulty was removed by the act of March 3d, 1851, other 
objections were raised, which bad still less reason in them. My 
views on this point, as expressed to General Wood, will he found 
i my comano to him of March 29th, 1851, “Document 
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It is difficult to speak of the objection made tó the first power 
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of attorney with any degree of patience; because the slightest 
glance at the act of Congress of July, 1846, under which this 
objection was raised, will show that ıt had no sort of application 
to it, andethat the validity of this power could not, in any reason- 
able point of view, be tested by ıt. 

So far as regards the last objection, (the balanee of the original 
vouchers, ) | consider it as indicating a want of confidence in our 
State officers, wholly unauthorized, if we look to every previous 
transaction between our State and Federal Government. : 

At the request of the Second Auditor of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, a certified statement of the amount paid by the State, taken 
from those vouchers by the Comptroller, was forwarded to the 
Treasury Department ; and the demand of the original vouchers 
by the Third Auditor, after receiving the statement, would seem 
to imply that the certificate of the Comptroller in respect to mat- 
ters contained in the archives of his office, would obtain ro ere- 
dence at the Treasury Department in Washington ; but that the 
archives themselves would have to be transmitted, as the only 
evidence upon which they would act. If this prineiple be eor- 
rect, then all official transactions between the State and General 
Government, will ever be greatly embarrassed, if they do not en- 
titely cease. i 

We do our business through our officers, and if their certifi- 
eates and seals are disregarded or distrusted, we have no means 
at our command tor the purposes of authentication. 

In adverting to our Indian Relations, itis my duty to present 
to you the actual condition of the frontier ofthe State. The ob- 
ligation of the State, it oceurs to me, to protect the lives and 
property of its citizens, is not at all lessened by the obligation 
on the part of the General Government to perform the same du- 
y ; and the omissidn of the latter to do so. by no means relieves 

e former from any responsibility, whether we consider the 
constitution and laws of the country, or the ordinary dictates of 
humanity. The immediate government knows the particular 
interests and local wants ofits citizens, and when there is a fail- 
ure or direliction of the general government in affording secu- 
rity to our frontier citizens, it should be promptly remedied by 
the State, in the provision by her of ample means to ensure their 
peace and comfort, without reference to expenditure or respon- 
sibility. Itis not intended to charge the General Government 
with being indifferent in relation to this subject. The numeri 
cal military force at present stationed upon. the Texas frontier 
would seem, upon the first view, adequate to its protection—but 
since, experience has abundantly shown that the system of mil- 
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itary defence adopted by the General Government has failed to 
give peace and protection to the citizens resident on several por- 
tions of our border, it becomes necessary that the State should 
interpose, and supply the deficiency, no matter from what cause 
it may originate. It is certainly far better that the State should 
incur embarrassment (if necessary) in her financial affairs, than 
that the lives and property of her citizens should be in constant 
jeopardy in consequence of the inattention or neglect of either 
government. I feel much solicitude upon this subject, and I 
am satisfied that the Honorable Legislature will sustain any 
proper suggestion which may be made. 

he settlements along the northern portion of the frontier, 
have, for some time past, been comparitively exempt from In- 
dian incursions ; that is to say, from Red River to the Colo- 
rado; and, while much credit is due to the military commands, 
charged with the protection of this part, for their vigilance and 
efficiency, it should not be overlooked by you, when adopting 
any plan or providing means for the more permenant protec- 
tion of every other part, that Indian tribes, who have for years 
retarded the settlement and progress of that portion of the coun- 
try referred to, have only made a temporary diversion, in con- 
sequence of the superior inducements for rapine and plunder 
on our western line. It is true that this valuable district of 
country is increasing in population, but there is yet wanting 
that perfect confidence so necessary and consolatory to the pi- 
oneer in investing his limited means. : 
. Since the adjournment of the last regular session of the Leg- 
islature, depredations by Indians have been committed upon 
the upper settlements of the Colorado, and many of a serious 
character on the San Antonio and Nueces rivers, some of their. 
tributaries and the intermediate streams. From the upper set- 
tlements of the frontier and along both banks of the Nueces, 
even tothe bay and town of Corpus Christi, the Indians have 
not céased to alarm the inhabitants, and to carry off their prop- 
S even, to the banks of the Rio Grandè. - 

ẹ valley of the Rio Grande, from its great extent and fer- 
tility of soil, its peculiar geographieal situation, with sparse, 
though interesting settlements, scattered along its eastern banie 
exposed equally to the attacks of savage Indians, and the marau- 
ding enterprises of lawless and unrestrained Mexican freeboot- 
ers, appeals with more than ordinary interest tothe national 
honor for indemnity-for past sacrifices and losses. The worthy 
and enterprising citizens of that part of the State have a right 
to claim for their immediate government the necessary assis- 
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tance in presenting their claims for indemnity for past losses and 
for future security. ' 

During the period that the embarrassing question of bounda- 
ry was causing in every section the greatest solicitude, the civil 
organization of the north-western „counties was looked upon by 
the State as of vital importance in urging its claims upon the 
General Government. The inhabitants of El Paso and those 
contiguous, who have given intimation of a disposition, friend- 
ly to our institutions and laws, afforded us the only hope of a 
successful civil organization; and, but for the passage of the 
boundary bill, they would ultimately have been the nucleus 
around which the reluctant and disaffected of the adja- 
cent counties would have rallied in support of our jurisdiction 
and laws. 

It will be recollected that the Commissioner appointed to ex- 
tend the State’s jurisdiction over the north-western counties, 
was received at El Paso with respect and courtesy, and the pro- 
position which he bore from his government were cordially and 
promptly embraced. Since the full recognition of the laws of 
the State there, the people have exhibited characteristics 
that belonged to the older and more populous counties. They 
baye recently manifested their devotion to the constitution and 
laws of the State in the election of an upright and intelligent 
Judge; and they have not been less judicious in their selection 
of their delegation now constituting a part of your Honorable 
body. In the progress of a complete civil organization their 

rospects are indeed flattering ; but $ regret to announce tothe 
Honorable legislature that the recent withdrawal from that por- 
tion of the frontier of the entire military force of the. United 
States which occupied that position for the last two years, has 
left the inhabitants and their property exposed to the indiserim- 
inate attacks of bandits and hostile Indians. 

For the condition of that portion ofthe State in reference to 
its military wants, I respectfully invite your attention to doc- 
uments “marked E, Nos.1 to 4, herewith transmitted; and I 
most earnestly invoke from the Legislature such action as will 
be most likely to insure security to this isolated but interesting 
portion of the State. . 

If we trace the valley of the Rio Grande through the whole 
éxtent of its populated portion, we shall find in the record of the 
unhappy events which have transpired on that portion of our 
border, abundant cause for the parental interposition of the State 
gevernment. Notwithstanding a military force has been em- 
ployed at various points along the valley, we have been time 
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after time been called npon to mourn the loss of some relative 
or friend, or to sympathize with unfortunates beings who have 
been made the victims of want, in consequence of the destruc- 
tion of their means by the hands of the Indian savage. 

Experience has demonstrated that the present system of mil- 
itary defence upon the frontier of the State, is totally inade- 
quate to afford security to the inhabitants and their property ; 
and I sincerely trust that the Honorable Legislature at its pres- 
ent session, will give such direction to thismatter by addressin 
itself to the Federal Government, as will secure the persons an 
property of individuals resident on our borders, by calling u 
on the General Government, to afford immediate and ample 
military protection to every portion of our frontier, or by de- 
manding the removal, at once, of all the Indian tribes within 
the limits of the State; and thatin the event of a refusal, or fail- 
ure on the part of that government to do so, by authorizing the 
State Executive to employ such volunteer force from time to 
time as may be found sufficient for the attainment of the end. 

The commerce of the Rio Grande, now very considerable, 
would be greatly improved, if this great international stream 
was cleared of all obstructions. The inhabitants of the North- 
ern Mexican States are equally interested with our government, 
and it is suggested to the Legislature whether or not, this ob- 
ject cant be promoted by ess the subject to ee 
through our members, and also, by authorizing the State Exoc- 
utive to correspond with the Mexican States bordering on that 
river. This work is also important to the United Statesin a 
military point of view. 

1 have received no official report from the Attorney General 
relative to the suits pending in several of the courts, in which 
the State is a party. From information derived from other 
sources, it is believed that one of these suits is of such a charac- 
ter as to demand the attention of the Honorable Legislature. 

Under the authority of the Ordinance adopted by the conven- 
tion, which framed. the Constitution of theState, one of my pred- 
ecessors directed a suitto be commenced against the contractors 
of whatis known as “ Peters’ Colony,” to ascertain whether or 
not they had forfeited their right under their contract. That 
suit I am informed, is still pending, and that no progress has 
been made in it. No report has yet been received from the 
Commissioner appointed under the law passed at the last regu- 
Jar session of the Legislature, to secure to the settlers in that 
Colony, the lands to which they are entitled. That officer is at 
this time performing the duties required of him under the law, 
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and as soon as his report is réceived at this Department, it will 
be submitted tothe Honorable Legislature. Iam informed 
that. the law, in its practical operation, has been found defect- 
ive, and has faited, in some particulars, in effecting the objects 
for which it was intended. Shortly atter it was passed, an in- 
junction was granted by one of the Judges, at the instance of 
one af the Contractors, which has greatly restrained its opera- 
tion, and that suit, I am advised, is still pending, and may not 
be brought to a final decision for years. 

As the acf in its terms declares that nothing therein contain- 
ed, shall be so construed as to: prejudice the rights of the con- 
tractors, it would seem proper that some method should be 
adopted to ascertain their rights, atan early day, and, if possible, 
to obtain an amicable and satistactory arrangement of the 
whole matter. The immense litigation which will be invalved 
in this controversy, if permitted continne, will greatly retard 
the growth of one of the finest districts in the State, as nothing 
3s more detrimental to the permanent improvement and ad- 
vancement of a country, than uncertainty of tenure in its lands.. 
I would therefore recommend that this subject receive the early 
attention of the Legislatare. I have not sufficient data before 
me to recommend any distinct eourse, but” as soon as I receive 
the report from the Commissioner of thisand the other colonies, 
the subject will be more filly presented.to you. The report of 
the Commisioner of Fishers and Miller’s Colony has been re- 
ceived, and is herewith submitted, marked document F, No. 1. 

The Commissioners appoitted under the act of February 8th, 
1850, to investigate the land titles west of the Nuecesriver, have 
closed their investigations, and are at this time employed in pre- 

aring their report: when received it will be laid before your 
onorable body with a special communicatian from. me upon 
the subject. 

The report of the Honorable George W. Smyth, Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office, marked document G, Ne. 
1, is herewith submitted, and reeommended to the special con- 
sideration of the Legislature. It presents a brief bnt most com- 
prehensive statement relativeto the public lands of the country, 
and of all matters properly connected with that important de- 
partment of the State government. It will be found to contain 
much valuable information. 

There is nothing which so much retards the growth and pros- 
perity of a country, as the unsettled condition of its land titles. 
- Fhis is an evil from which our State has greatly suffered, and 

though it has been partially removed by time and the adjudi- 
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cation of our courts, it is still a serious obstacle to her rapid ad- 
vanee in prosperity. Whist i do not pretend to be conversant 
with the intricate system of our land law, or to be able fp de- 
vise any general plan for the quieting of land titles, I will ven- 
tare to suggest one enactment, at least, which, if made by the 
Legislature, would, in my opinion, be attended with the mest 
beneficial results. : 

Under the law, as it now exists, locations may be made upon 
any lands claimed to be held by prior grants, and the parties 
holding by, or under such prior grant may be forced into eonrt 
to defend the validity of their titles. 

The only restriction, known to me, upon this right of location 
is thatimposad by the act of February 5th, 1850, whieh prevents 
them from being made upon lands previously titled or sur- 
veyed within the limits of the colonies of Austin, DeWitt and 
DeLeon. These locations are usually made, and suit instituted 
upon them for some supposed defects in the prior grant or titles 
and if the locator fails to defeat the same, he can lift his certifi- 
cates, make new locations upon other lands, and test the validi- 
ty of the title under which they are held. This system of loca- 
tion may be carried on to an indefinite extent, and the evils re~ 
sulting from it are so obvious that I deem it unnecessary to men- 
tion them. The right of a person holding a genuine and valid 
certificate, to locate the same upon any of the vacant and un- 
approprided domain belonging to the State, will not be denied 
by me; but this right of location when extended to lands claim- 
ed to -be-owned by private individuals, should, in my judgment, 
be restricted, and guarded from abuse by legislative enactment. 

If itis our duty, as well as opr policy to discourage htigation, 
this object will certainly be effected to some extent, by restrict- 
ing the facilities now afforded to those who make locations upon 
titled lands, of contesting such titles. I respectfully suggest, 
therefore, for the consideration of the Legislature, the propriety 
of passing a Jaw which will prevent certificates, hereafter loca- 
ted upon lands which the records of the ape show had been. 
preyiously deeded or titled, from being removed or located else- 
where, in case such locations were not sustained by the judg- 
ment of a competent court; and I further suggest that the law 
should compel the locator, in such cases, within six or twelve 
months after making his locations, to bring suit upon the same 
against those claiming the ‘lands under a previous grant, in or- 
der that the question of title may be settled in a reasonable 
time. - t. 
Tt seems to me that those who seek to set aside prior titles, 
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for imagined defeets in the same, should rum some risk as well 
as those whose titles they contest. It would check Migation 
by making locators eautious, and prevent much of that wild 
spirit of speculation whieh is at war with the true interests of 
our country. I farther recommend that suit should be required 
to be brought upon all locations heretofore made upon titled 
lands, within a reasonable period, or that the right acquired 
by virtue of such locations shall be null and void. 

The law which now requires the Supreme court to be beld at 
three different plages in the State, subjects the Judges to an ex- 
pense of which, in my opinion they oughtto bereleived. Their 
travelling expenses to and from the different points where the 
court is held, are very considerable, and should not be taxed 
upon the meager salary now allowed to them. Although the 
amount of this salary is fixed by the constitution, and its increase 
for the present prohibited, it does not appear to me that this 
eould be prope adi as a constitutional objection to the al- 
lowance by the Legislature of a suitable amount to cover the 
necessary expenses incurred by the Judges in complying with 
the new law. [therefore recommend that a reasonable appro- 
priation be made for this purpose. 

The increased trouble and expense which will now attend the 
reporting of the decisions of the Supreme Court is also a subject 
worthy of your consideration. It will be necessary for the Re- 
porter to attend in person, at the different places where the 
court is held, to obtain copies of the decisions there rendered, 
or he must employ some one to do so for him. In either event 
his expenses will be serions. In consequence of this, and the 
want of any present appropriation, no efforts, I understand, has 
been made to report the decisions rendered since the passage of 
the law requiring the court to be held at three places. 

Tt is certainly a matter of gréat importance, not only fo the le- 
gal profession, but to ourcitizens generally, that the decisions af 
the highest jndicial tribunal in the State should be promptly re- 
ported and disseminated for public information. In view of the 
importance of this subject, E have given it some reflection, aad 
am convinced that the plan heretofore pursned by the § ate W re- 
fsrenco to ıt has not been the correctone. ustead of subscribing 
for a certain number of the volumes of reports, E would suggest 
that a suitable ‘appropriation be made aunually for printing, bind- 
ing, &c.; and a State Reporter be elected by joint hallot of the 
two ouses of the Legislature, with a competent salary provided 
for his payment—he giving bond for the faithful performance of 
his duties, The volames reported by him should be the exelu- 
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sive property of the State, and sold, for her benefit, at such price 

and in such manner as might be deemed most advisable. Itis- 
believed that the proceeds of such sales would go very far to- 

wards reimbursing the State for the expenses recurred. This is 

the system pursued in the Stateof New York, and some other 

States of the Union: and it has been found to answer well. J 

respectfully submit it for the consideration of the Legislature. 

I am happy to inform the Legislature that, since ifs Jast rega- 
lar session, a case Involving most important consequences to this 
State, has been decided, favorably to her interest, by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. I refer to the snit ef Leagne vs, De 
Young, Surveyor, &c., which was originally commenced in the 
District Court of Galveston county. >- 

It had for tts object the establishment of headright certificates 
which had never been rec mmended as genuine and legal by the 
hoard of commissioners appointed ander the act of the 29ih of 
January, 1840, to defect fraudnient land certificates, The vast 
amount of these cirtificates, a large portion of which had been Jo- 
cated upon the most valuable lands in the country, rendered 
this a case of deep interest to our eilizens. T 

Jobn W. Harris, Esq., the former Attorney General of the State, 
was employed ‘by my predecessor, Governor Wood, to attend to 
it on hehalfof the State; and he accordingly repaired to Wash- 
ington City, where he remained during the lasf wivter until the 
cause had been argued and finally disposed of. The zeal and 
ability with which Mr. Harris discharged this most important, 
trust is sufficieutly attested by the result of his Jabors. 

Herewith I enclose, for your inspection, the report of Mr. 
Harris to myself, and a printed copy of the decision rerdeyed by 
the Supreme Court of the United Statesin the case~ marked doc- 
ument H, Nos. l and 2. 


Iso fully concur with the recommendations contained ‘in the 
very able report of the Hou, James Webb, late Secretary of State, 
relative to the State Department, that I deem it unnecessary to 
express my views on the subjects therein embraced. The reports 
are herewith transmitted, marged documents I, Nos. 1 and 2; and 
1 have mnch pl astre in commending them to the favorable no- 
tice of the Legislature. ` ' 

The report of the Adjutant General of the State relative to his 
office, is also transmitted herewith, marked dccument K, No. 1; 
and I also take pleasure in recommending the details and sug- 
gestions therein contained to the attention of your Honorable 
body.

reports of the Comptroller, the Auditor and the Treasurer of the . 
State, has prevented their completion at present. Asséon as they 
are received at the Department, they will, accompanied by a spe- 
cial message, be laid before your Honorable body. 

The report of the Superintendent of the State Penitentiary has 
not yet Leen received, But I have reason to believe that the ad- 
ministration of that institution, during the two past years, has 
been in a high degree judicious and successfil—both -as regards 
its peettniary transactions, and the system of internal arrangement 
and discipline which has been adopted, 

The 5th section of the Vth article of the constitution, which 
provides that the compensation of the Governor shall not be in- 
creased nor diminished during the term for which he shalf have 
been elected, entirety relieves me from any feeling of ‘delicacy, 
which otherwise would exist, im recommending, as t now do, an 
increase of the salaries of all the officers and their clerks, connect- 
ed with the Executive Department of the State government. My 
personal connection with the various offices for the last two years 
has enabled me to ascertaiu clearly the inadequacy of the exist- 
ing salaries, aud the consequent embarrassment, if not injustice, 
which resnits to the very intel-igent and efficient individuals em- 
ployed ın them. 1 do not forget that it is my duty to regard, and 
as far as it is in my;pewer to encourage, a just system of econo- 
my in every department of this Government; vor can I forget 
the reciprocal obligation that always exists between the cou petent 
officer or agent employed in cartying on the government and the 
government itself; and Ido not admit that it is a just, but consi- 
der it asa false economy on the part of a government-which, with 
the capacity to da so, fails to protect its, honest and capable pub- 
lic servants by providing such salaries and fees as will not only 
meet their necessary annual expenditure, but as will enable those 
who ate provident and economical to guard against the ordinary 
accidents and vicissitudes of hfe. 

Our State in its present position possessesan ample field, and 
stands in need of all the talent and energy that can be brought 
to her assistance in the conduct of: her affairs, to ensure her 
successful ‘progress and continued’ prosperity ; and no means 
will prove ‘more conducive to the-furtherance of this great.end, - 
than the establishment of such.a system of remuneration, which, 
while at the same time just and equitable to the State and her 
ofticers and agents, will induce and secure the services of those 
who possess the largest share of energy and capability. The 
policy pursued by the older States in reference to this matter, 
and which uniformly ensures a just and liberal equivalent for 
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, the services of faithful publie servants, it appears to me, eom- 


firms the opinion I have expressed, and induces me to draw the 
favorable attention of your Honorable body te the subject. . 

I cannot, gentlemen, elose this communication, without offer- 
ing you my sincere congratulation on the prospect ef peace and 
harmony, which now, with a single exception, pervade thig 
Union. Thestorm which lowered so portentously but a short 
time since, over the political horizon, has, for the ‘present, been 
dissipated by what is known as the Compromise measures of the 
last Congress, and as we cannot doubt that those measures 
were founded on patriotism, and a desire to preserve our 
beloved country from disruption and discord, we may hope 
that the feeling in which they originated, may continue to ani- 
mate the people of every portion of it, and that the blessings 
which have heretofore so abundantly flowed from our united 
condition will be increased and perpetuated by this healing of 
past differences, and the promise it affords, that future troubles, 
should any such unfortunately arise, will again be met upon 
the broad basis of mutual concession. 

But while we indulge this cheering hope, let it not be forgot- 
ten that it devolves upon us as a State, and upon every State of 
the Union, to keep a vigilant guard over that sacred palladijam 
of our rights—ruz consitrc'rion—and to see that its provisions 
and guarantees are respected, and carried out in the spirit in 
which they were formed by the Patriots, from whose hands it 
came. This isthe only lasting bond of our Union. Let it be 
once trenched upon—except in the manner designated for its 
amendment—and we have no security. Encroaehment after 
encroachment will follow as the interest or prejudices of ma- 
jorities may dictate, until it will ultimately be an insult to refer 
to itas a shield. If it be not now perfect—if by an honest con- 
struction of it, it has failed to afford that protection to all parts 
and interests of the Union which was intended to be given, let 
it be so amended as to obviate the difficulties, but let it not be 
touched, except by those who have aright to amend it. 

That honest minds should differ in the true construction of 
this instrument, in the present condition of the country, is not 
to be wondered at. It was framed af atime when it conld 
scarcely have been anticipated that its folds were to extend 
over an empire almost illimitable, and that they would have to 
eover and guard rights as diversified as human pursuits can 
render them; but because it is susceptible of such variant con- 
structions, reasons are presented why it should be so amended 
as to prevent them, and avoid the difficulties which experience 
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has shown, and reason togehes us willinevitadly arise from that 
cause; and in my judgment, now is the auspicious time to pro- 
pose such.amendments. Parties, interests and feelings in the 
various portions of the United States, are now more nearly. 
equipoised than they will be afew years hence, and that cir- 
cumstance, combined with the disposition lately manifested to 
preserve the Union, may now secure to all its part such gear- 
antees as will bind them together in one indiséoluble bond. 

I am well aware of the apprehensions entertained by many, 
that if the constitution of the United States is interfered with 
atall, evils instead of benefits may result from it, and their 
consequent indisposition te propose amendment, even to such 
parts of it as are admitted to require them. If, however, it is 
apparent, that the perpetuity of the Union demands them, does. 
not patriotism, interest, self preservation, and every other pub- 
lic consideration, dictate to us the propriety of meeting that de- 
mand at the earliest period, and while its objects are attainable? 
And ean we confemplate things as they are now presented to 
us, and say thatthe Union, for all time to come, will be preserv- 
ed with na other guarantees than those we already possess, 
frittered down as they have been by loose and latitudimous eon- 
struction? Does not the history of the past twenty years pre- 
sent to us an ominous warning of future events? And may I not 
ask, if the present attitude of one of our sister States, does Rot 
give to that warning an aspest fearful to contemplate? 

South Carolina, giving a construction to the guarantees of the 
Constitution, different trom that given to it by a majority im Con- 
gress, entertains the opinion that its preservative qualities have 
been destroyed; that her interests, as well as those of the other 
southern States, in that destruction, have been contemned and 
degraded ; and that unless she falls back on her natural and 
reserved rights, and avails herself of her own means of protec- 
tion and defence, she has none; and acting upon this impress- 
ion, (whether right or wrung, it is now needless to discuss,) she is 
preparing measures for a state of things which, if carried ont, 
must, will, inevitably, and beyond the contingency of hope, 
result in a dismemberment of this once, and I trust still, glorious 
Union. And shall we, gentlemen, sit still, and look calmly and 
supinely on, at tlie brewing of a coming storm, so portentous 
of evil to us and to the would, without making an effort to avert 
it? Are we not admonished by our love for the country and 
all its parts, to make that effort? Do you believe for a mo- 
ment, that if a conflict of arms should unfortunately arise þe- 
tween the Federal Government and South Carolina, that we 
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can look quietly on, undisturbed by that conflict, and await its 
issue? Could we see the blood of patriot brothers and friends 
of South Carolina flow in a cause which had its origin in a de- 
sire to protect our rights as well as theirown, without affording 
them our sympathy and aid? Or could we see the torch of a 
domestic and servile war lighted up at the doors of the sons and 
daughters of those patriots of South Carolina who aided so much 
in conferring upon us the inestimable birthright of freemen, 
without rushing to their rescue? Ifso, I have greatly misun- 
derstood the character of my countrymen. It is true, that we 
may hope that such an issue will not be presented; but should 
it be, (and we have cause to fear it,) it requires no prophetic 
spirit to predict its result, and to tell where the whole south 
will be found. 

Then, cannot Texas do something towards averting such a ca- 
lamity? Isincerely trust she can. Let her instruct her sena- 
tors and representatives in Congress to introduce into their 
respective branches, propositions for amending the Constitution 
of the United States, in such particulars as will give to the south 
security for the future, in her domestic institutions, and which 
will be beyond cavil or construction. Let her address South 
Carolina in the langnage of kindness, friendship and affection ; 
and admonish her, that although secession may be a remedy to 
which a State may be ultimately driven, that it is a remedy of 
dernier resort, and to be looked to, only, when all others have 
been tried and failed. Let her send a conymissioner to South 
Carolina, to consult with her politicians, and to urge them by 
all the ties of brotherly love and a conan country, to defer 
action (which may not be recalled) until! other remedies and 
means of redress have been exhausted; and let her understand 
that if this catastrophe is forced upon her, she will have the 
sympathies and aid of Texas on her side. | South Carolina, in a. 
crisis as alarming as the present, listened tothe voice of Vir- 
ginia in 1833,’and by it the Union wy saved; why may she 
not listen to the voice of Texas (though one of her youngest sis- 
ters) in 1851, when that voice is raised for the same beneficent 
purpose? 

We may hope that she will do so; and if she should not, we, 
at least, will have the consolation of knowing that we have en- 
deavored, by casting oil upon the troubled waters, to save the 
Sp of state from ruin and destruction, f 

have, gentlemen, doubtless tailed in this communication 
(already too extended) to make suggestions, and to recommend 
measures, which, with proper legislative action in reference ta 
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them, would advance the State in some of her substantial in- 
terests; but I am assured that the wisdom and foresight of 
your collective body will supply my deficiencies ; and you have 
my sincere pledge that I will heartily co-operate with you in 
your efforts te promote, by all legal and constitutional means, 
the general interests of the State, andthe particular interests of 
your constituency, withoutregard to seetlonal feeling or geogra- 
phical distinction. With the same determination on your part, 
a guarantee will be afforded, that when the legislative labors of 
your present session shall have closed, you can offer to each 
other, congratulations for the harmony, good feeling and effi- 
ciency which have characterized them; and returning to your 
eonstituents, with the consolation of having discharged your 
duty, you will receive from them the plaudit of “ well done, 
thow good and faithful servant.” 

. Yau have assembled at an important period in the history of 
eur State, with universal health pervading it ; her citizens are 
enjoying the rewards of their labors in the abundance of its 
rich productions, and every where we have indications of pros- 

rity.

It appearing by the report, that the anditorial board have 
submitted in an accompanying statement marked O, a list of- 
cases of individual oe ae which are commended to the fa- 
vorable consideration of your Honorable body, I feel assured 
that your action thereon, Will afford such relief as in your col- 
lective wisdom shall be deemed necessary to meet the just 
claims of the parties concerned, in an equitable manner. 

The especial notice of your Honorable body, is also drawn, 
to that portion of the report relative to the third class claims, by 
which it would appear that legislative action will be necessary 
to place that class upon such a footing, as will ensure the equit- 
able adjustment of the claims comprised in it.

With the Legislature rests the provision of such means as 
may be deemed advisable, to meet contingencies presented by 
parties having filed statements of elaims within the term of 
limitation unaccompanied by thenecessary proof, from not be- 
ing able to procure it before the expiration of the limit. 

tt affords me much pleasure to lay before your Honorable: 
body the report of the Comptroller for thetwo fiscal years end- 
ing October 31st, 1851, not only on account of the valuable sta- 
tistical information whith it contains relative to the rapidly in- 
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roe resources Of our growing State, but also for the very 

satisfactory results which have followed the present system of 
fiscal arrangements to meet the expenses of the Government; 
which, notwithstanding the heavy drawback upon the revenue 
by the reduction of the rate of taxation under the act of the 
State Legislature of February 11th, 1850, and the large andun- 
avoidable draft apon the Treasury to meet the expenses of the 
two extra sessions of that Legislature ;shows a balance on hand 
in the Treasury, which, with the assistance of your Honorable 
body can be readily increased to such 4n amount as will amply 
meet the anticipated demand. - 

A careful examination of this report has impressed me strong- 
jy with the importance of the subjects embraced in it, and the 
Lighly indicious recommendations which the Comptroller has 
submitted to your Honorable body tur qonsideration and action: 
the great labor that has evidently been bestowed on its compi- 
lation. and the care with which the various details have been 
arranged, reflect the highest credit on the efficiency of that ot- 
ficer in the discharge of his publie daties. 

The suggestions of that gentleman in relation to the assess- 
ment of real estate, appear rto me admirably calculated to an- 
swer the desired end, in the facilities it will afford and the cor- 
rectness it will ensure inthe complete assessment of landed

Under existing circumstances, when the institution of slavery 
is assailed at every point from within, as well as without, this 
species of property cannot be too well recognized and protected 
by our statutes. In legislating, we should never loose sight of 
the fact, that the negro in the eye oft the law, is property—as

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yanch the property of the owner as‘his-cow, or his horse. A 


steady adherence to this principle by slaveholders, is one of the 
surest safeguards against insurrection at home, and aggression 
from abroad. It will make the owner secure in his property, 
and public opinion right as to the relations of master and slave. 
It will encourage the master cheerfilly to yield up the offend- 
ing slave to the State, and the State will carry out the spirit of 
that provision of the constitution that reads, “no person’s pro- 
perty shall betaken or applied to public use, without adequate 
compensation being made, unless by the consent of such person. 
-The negro is punished for the benefit of society, the benefi- 

ciary then should ineur the cost—equal rights are secured to 
all—equal taxation is the constitutional law. It would be wrong 
then in principle as well as manifestly unjust, to require one 
- eitizen to bear a pecuniary burthen, that should be borne by all. 
All the inbabitants of the State are interested in the execution 
of the law. Its infraction on Red River is an infraction of the 
same law that protects the citizens of the coast. Each unpunish- 
ed violation of the law, weakens the tenure of property, and 
safety of life. Under the same law, each section contributes its , 
proportion of substance to the support of the government, and 
supply of thetreasury. If the large slaveholding counties pay 
more than thé smaller ones, they murmur not, for like all other 
counties they pay the price of protection, that protection which 
{ander our constitution) like the dews from Heaven, is dispensed 
equally to all. 

Your committee might say more, but they deem it unneces- 
sary, for the right is manifest, and the duty of the House plain. 
With an earnest recommendation for the passage of the bill,

of peace. 

t is considered a duty incumbent upon us, by every patriotic 
tie and obligation, to award relief to the aged and helpless pe- 
titioner, not as an act of charity but of justice, the just com- 
pensation and reward of his meritorious services and disabling 
wounds. 

__ The testimony of Judge Rains and Mr. Wm. O. Edwards, . 
before this committee, show most conclusively to their minds, 
if any thing was needed in addition to the petition and certifi- 
cates before them, the pitiable condition and helplessness of Mr.

ing out of this petition, their most deliberate consideration. 

y cannot for a moment believe that Mr. Hubert occupies 
any other position than that which he represents, to wit: that 
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of a bona fide and innocent purchaser; but in their delibera- 
tions they have come to the conclusion that the correet pélicy 
of the country, has been sufficiently indicated upon our statute 
books, and re-indicated and declared in the constitution of our 
State; that a liberal, even a generous and paternal extension of 
time has been given, and a sufficient mode appointed for all 
persons having claims, not recommended, to establish the same ; 
and thence they do not feel authorized to depart from a wise 
and well established rule. a 

A law opening the courts to the parties whose claims were 
not recommended, was enaeted, and took effect upon the 4th 
day of February, 1841. And again, the framers of the consti- 
tution, regarding the probability of Just claims having been re- 
jected by the investigating board of land commissioners, and 
desiring to afford to them every opportunity, as well as notice, 
to establish their claims, entered a special clause in the consti- 
tution, which under the publicity attendant upon its adoption, 
could searcely have escaped the notice of any one having unre- 
commended claims. 

In support of their conclusions, the provision of the consti- 
tution affecting land claims, not recommended for patent, ig 
given, to wit: “The District Courts shall be opened until 
the first day of July, 1847, for the establishment of certificates, 
for headrights, not recommended by the commissioners appoint- 
ed under the act, to detect fraudulent land certificates, ahd ta 
provide for issuing patents to legal claimants; and the parties 
suing shall produce the like proof, and be subjected to the re 
quisitions that were necessary, and were prescribed by law to 
sustain the original application, for the said certificate; and all 
certificates above referred to, not established, or sued upon be- 
fore the period limited, shall be barred; and the said certifi- 
cites, and all locations, and surveys thereon, shall be forever 
null and void.” Const. Art. 11, Sec. 2.

The action of the last Legislature has in the 
opinión of your committee, in a great degree relieved the pres: 
ent Legislature from the responsibility and the country from 
the necessity for such a revision as contemplated by the bill 
befure us. The last Legislature purchased 1500 copies of Hart- 
lev’s Digest of the Laws of Texas, a work not excelled in the 
United States for its neat topographical execution and. its lucid 
and simple arrangement. This work has been very generally 
distributed over the State, and affords not oply to the profes- 
sion of the law but to the citizens generally, a valuable compi- 
lation of our laws. ` 

Section 16 of the general provisions of the constitution re- 
quires that within five years after the adoption of the constitn- 
tion, the laws, civil and criminal, shall be revised, digested, ar- 
ranged and published, and that a like revision, ete., shall be 
made every ten years thereafter. 

The five years first alluded to, expired on the fapt Monday 
in November, 1850; and unless the Digest first aforesaid is a 
compliance with the constitution, it is now out of the power of 
this or succeeding Legislatures to do so. We are, therefore, in 
the opinion of the committee, relieved of any constitutional ob- 
ligation to act at all in this matter until the next constitutional 
period of ten years has elapsed. 

Believing that the bill referred to, is at the present injudi- 
cious, the committee have instructed me to report the same back * 
to the House and recommend its indefinite -postponement.

meritorious. ‘The interests of the State cannot be prejudiced by 
the passage af the substitute, as it does no more than justice re- 
quires for the benefit of the settlers in Mercer’s colony. 

The passage of the substitute cannot affect any controversy 
heretofore existing, or which may hereafter grow up between the 
State of Texas and the contractar for said colony. ‘Fhe substi- 
tute neither changes nor impairs the rights of the State as be- 
tween it and tbe original contractor. There is no reason appa- 
rent to the‘cofamittee why the State should not act with her usa- 
al liberality in this instance, and relieve the settlers aforesaid of 
the difficulties in which they have been immersed by- the bad 
faith of the contractor alone, without any agency of their own.

Petitioners represent 
themselves to have emigrated to the country with the intention 
of becoming colonists of Peters’ Colony, but that they were un- 
able to reach the colony in due time to secure their privileges as 
colonists, 


Committee upon reference to the act securing land to Peters’ 


Colonists, Hartley’s Digest, articles 2229, and 2235, do not find 
that these petitioners are entitled to the relief asked for; that act 
requires persons claiming lands as colonists of Peters, to have 
settled in this colony previous to the Lst day of July, 1848: and 
to have resided there continuously up tothe time they applied 
for their land, It is to be considered that all concessions of land 
to emigrants ended upon the Ist day of January, 1842, and ‘that 
a later period was extended to settlers in Peters’ Colony, solely 
that the faith of the Government might be maintained to those 
emigrant settlers in his colony, who were induced to remove 
thither by the inducements held ont to them under the contract. 
These petitioners never were settlers in Peters’ colony, and your 
committee do not feel themselves called upon, or that it is a part 
of their duty, to decide upon the merit of the intentions of the 
parties, Their claims,in the opinion of the committee, do not 
Stand upon any bigher ground than those of any other emigrant, 
who has arrived in Texas since the year 1842; and as it has 
not been the policy of the Government to grant land to emigrants 
arriving since that period, your committee have instructed me to 
report unfavorably to the prayer of the petitioners.

The act of January 2ist, 1850, ( vide Hartley’s Digest, articles 
2229 and 2235, ) contemp'‘ates relief, only to acfual setilers of 
the colony, and establish as the principles, or merits upon which 
the grants of land tothem shall be founded, that they should 
have settled within the jimits of the colony previons to the Ist 
day of July, 1848, and that they have since remained in the col- 
ony. Your committee would have considered the prayer of pe- 
titioners of some merit, if in addition to their first removal into 
the colony they had shown that they had retarned, and were 
now residents therein; bnt could not take the oath required, nor 
receive land, because they had not been continnous residents of 
the colony. It is presumed by your committee that the Legis- 
lature of 1850, in granting relief to persons claiming to be col- 
onists of Peters’ or Mercers’ colony, considered that such persons 
removed from their former place of residence, upon solicitations 
or inducements offered by the empressurios of those colonies, and 
that such relief was in equity due to the actual settlers of the 
colonies. Petitioners do not, in the view of your comnaittee, oc-

The committee on Enumeration have proceeded to make out 
a table of the census for the year 1851, showing the number of 
electors, and total amount of white population of each county, 
of ali the returns that have been made to the State Department, 
being sixty-eight in number, and there are twenty-two counties 
for which their are no returns; the committee have instructed 
me to report the attached table for the use of the House, and 
the committee on apportionment ; all of which is respectfully 
submitted.

To the Hon. D. C. Dicrson, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

The Judiciary committee, to whom was referred a bill to bo 
entitled an act to authorize and require the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office to issue patents to those who have purchas- 
ed, or may hereafter purchase, headright certificates at admin- 
istrators, executors or sheriffs sales, have given to its provisions 
a careful examination; and have also fully considered the pro- 
priety of the passage of sume act, embracing the object of the 
bill. 

A majority of your committee are fully impressed with the 
belief, that justice to the purchasers of certificates, sold by 
order of a probate court, or under execution, as also, the inter- 
ests of the estates of decedents and of debtors would be pro- 
moted by such a law. 

Heretufure, the Commissioners of the’ General Land Office 
have refused to issue patents to such purchasers, except in the 
name of the heirs or the defendant in execution, as the case 
might be. This isı. | advantage to the party purchaser, but re- 
ally places the title turther from him, and compels him to resort 
to an equitable proc2eding to divest title out of patentee, and 
vest it in himself. ‘The laws have allowed land certificates to be 
administered as a pert of the assets of the estates of decedents, 
they have corsequently been sold whenever the necessity, or 
the interests of estates have been supposed to require it. Ex- 
perience has fully proved, that the known “fact, that patents 
could not be procured in the name of the purchaser, prevents a 
sale at any thing likean adequate price-The same result attends 
a sale of certificates under execution, hence it is that injury in 
every case is inflicted upon the heirs of estates or the debtor, as 
the case may be, by refusing to the purchaser a patent. 
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If for thé evils mentioned, there could be found any corre- 
sponding benefit or advantage, your committee would not per- 
haps be go well satisfied ofthe necessity of such a law; but when 
it is so manifest that the interest of all parties to such sales will 
be advanced by allowing a title to eminate from the State to the 
purchaser—and to which by the terms of the sale he has a 


right—it would be difficult to divine the reason which would op- 


pose it. Unless it should be considered policy to prevent a sale 
of certificates, belonging to the estates of decedents, and to ex- 
empt them from forced sales in satisfaction of just debts, ample 
provision should be made by law, for securing to the parties to 
such sales, and those interested in them, the greatest good that 
could result from them; they should sither be prohibited, or 
provision made by which the estate, and the debtor on the one 
hand, may not have their property sacrificed, and the purchaser 
on the other hand denied the rights and benefits incident to his 
purchase. 

It is believed that there is no danger of frauds being practiced 
upon estates, under the provisions of the substitute, which a 
majority of the committee have instructed me to report, which 
may not be detected, with as much facility as frauds upon any 
rights, which are known to the laws of the State. 

The substitute proposed, provides for furnishing the Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office with a transcript, properly certified tu 
by the clerk, and under the seal of the court, where such action 
was had, which must show affirmatively that every fact neces- 
sary to authorize such sale, did exist. at the time of the sale— 
this is going as far as legislation can go, to prevent fraud. 

When ample provision is made for its detection, the powers 
of the Legislature in that respect, are exhausted ; the remedy 
will be found in the judicial tribunals of the country, in which 
will be declared null and void every thing cuncerned in or ob- 
tained by fraud. 

With these views, a majority of your committee have instruct- 
ed me to report the accompanying substitute, and recommend 


its passage.

Speaker of the House of Representatives : 


The undersigned, a minority ofthe committee, on the Jadi- 
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ciary, to whom was referred a bill to be entitled an act to pro- 
vide for issuing patents to the purchasers of land certificates at 
executors, administrators and sheriffs sales, are constrained to 
dissent from the report ofa majority of the committee, recom- 
mending the passage of the bill. At present the patent issues 
in the name of the heirs, and in any contest between the pur- 
chaser at any such sale and the heirs, the latter occupy the ad- 
vantageous position : the position ofthe party in possession, 
which is said to be nine points of the law. The effect of the bill 
under consideration, will be to transpose the position of the 
heirs and the purchasers; giving tothe latter the advantage which 
has been heretofore enjoyed by the former. As the law now 
stands, the burden of proving the validity of the sale, in a con- 
test with the heir rests upon the purchaser ; if this bill become 
a law the burden of proving the invalidity of the sale will be 
cast upon the heir. In answer to this view of the case, it has 
been replied that certificates now sell for little or nothing, and 
that the effect of the bill willl be to cause them to bring their 
full value. The force of this argument is admitted for what it 
is worth, in favor of a bill which would authorize the issue of 
the patent to the purchaser, at sales, hereafter to be made only. 
But the bill under consideration, is retroactive in its operation, 
and authorizes the issue of patents to purchasers, at sales here- 
tofore made. In this respect it gives a great advantage to the 
purchaser, without afturding any corresponding benctit to the 
heir. The undersigned respectfully recommend that the bill 


be indefinitely postponed.

What good results from the 
mock musters to be seen generally at the farsical militia train- 
ings, where the system is really put in practice?. None, cerfain- 
ly! The American people need no drilling, they are soldiers 
by birth, by interest, and by love of country. Tap the drum, 
and hoist their national banner, and the great difficulty is to re- 
press the military spirit, to keep too many from going to the bat- 
tle field ; this has been sufficiently manifested during the Mexican 
war, and will be again when any dare attempt to trample upon 
the stars and stripes.

edit the safest policy forthe government to require in such cases, 
due advertisement’ of the loss of the claim before a duplicate 
should be granted. It isa rule which should be applied in all 
cases of the kind, and it is now strictly by Jaw inforced in all 
cases of the loss of headright certificates, land warrants, and 
discharges. 

There may be many instances of the loss of this species of 
land claims; and therefore in the opinion of your committee a 
general bill is expedient, as it will save to the government the 
heavy expenses attendant on special legislation. A law of this 
kind was once in force, but it was repealed in 1846, ( vide Hart. 
2066 and 2164,) because it allowed of, and embraced the du- 
plication of audited drafts, against the improper application 
fur which latter claims there was no security to the govern- 
ment after the loss by fire, in 1844, of the records of the Treas- 
ay Department.

The undersigned beg leave to dissent from a majority of the 
House, in the passage of the bill entitled an act to indemnify 
owners for the loss of slaves executed for capital offences, for : 
the following reasons : 

ist. Because the practical operations of the bill, should it 
become the law of the land, would be to afford extraordinary 
protection to the owners of one species of property at the ex- 
pense of all others, while justice (as conceived by the under- 
signed) requires that the protection of the law should be equal 
towards every species ot’ property, and that if any special pro- 
tection is to be extended to any particular species, or its owners, 
that a corresponding increase of the burthens of the govern- 
ment should be levied upon the same. 

2nd. To indemnify the owners of slayes executed for capital 
offences without a corresponding increase of taxes upon that 
particular species of property, would be to encourage the intro- 
duction into this State of slaves of doubtful character, which 
isan object in the opinion of the undersigned much to be guar- 
ded against. The arguments used in favor of the bill, that 
unless the owners of slaves accused of capital offences are as- 
sured of indemnity against loss in ease such slaves are capital- 
ly punished, that they will be tempted to run them beyond the 
reach of the law, does not warrant the departure from the gen- 
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eral principle laid down above. Nor has it at any time been 
the policy of this, or any other well regulated government, to 
effect obediance to its laws by premiums from its Treasury, but 
by punishment upon the transgressor, either by fine or other- 
wise, according to the nature and magnitude of the offence 
committed, It is admitted by the undersigned that a code of 
laws regulating the proper decipline among slaves, holding the 
master responsible for the conduct of his slaves, by imposing 
upon him such a fine as would indemnify the State for all eost 
in prosecutions against such slaves, also to make him respon- 
sible for all damages sustained by any citizen in consequence 
of the failure of such master to enforce such proper decipline, 
would obviate many of the objections to the above bill; but 
one without the other is wrong in principle and not to be re- 
conciled with the boasted principle of equal law so earnestly 
eontended for. 

For these reasons, with many othersnot necessary here to 
enumerate, we feel ourselves called upon in the name of those 
whose interest we are here to represent, to enter this our solemn 
protest against the passage of said bill.

lands there took out certificates eisewhere—that premium lands 
have been granted them for the number only of colonists who 
received tities to their lands by the commissioners of that com- 
tract.

A majority of your committee are of opinion that great hard- 
ship would be done unless the relief prayed for be granted;

The committee on Claims and Accounts, to whom was re- 
ferred the memorial of Gen. Memucan Hunt, asking payment 
of an amount claimed to be due him, have given the subjeet 
their most deliberate consideration, and I am instructed to re- 

rt, that being fully sensible of the valuable aid afforded by 
Ben Hant, af a time when Texas needed the assistance of all 
who had the means and the will to lend a helping hand, as that 
gentleman did, the committee entered upon the investigation of 
his accounts with a desire to do him ample justice, and award 
him not only what might appear fo be due him in money, but 
that credit to which he is entitled for his sacrifices and services 
in behalf of his adopted State. 

That Gen. Hunt used great exertions and liberally expended 
his own means to advance the cause of Texas at the most trying 
period of her history, when every hope was frail, and the most 
enthusiastic must have had their donbts as to final success, is a 
matter of history. He not only furnished the amount shown 
by this report to have been advanced by him, but the sum of 
five thousand dollars also, which does not appear in the follow- 
ing statement of his accounts, becanse the Congress of Texas 
afterwards assumed and settled it, 


The committee carefully examined the books in the office of 
of the Comptroller, that they might show precisely the entire 
amounts due Gen. Hunt at any time and for any purpose, since 
the organization of the government, and alse the whole amount

By reference to dates it will be seen that the entire amount 
paid him for salary, was paid during the year 1838, when Tex- 
as notes were but little if at all below pary but even if depre- 
ciated, the committee could not recommend that the losses upon 
the same be made good.

the regions where our western boundary line will terminate, 
the discovery and successful working of which would add 
largely to the wealth, resources and population of the State, 
as well as form proverbial inducements to railroad companies 
in extending a line of railroads through Texas in the direc- 
tion of the Pacific ocean, and, 

Whereas, the additional expenses attendant on a minerological 
exploration of that section of country through which our 
boundary line will pass, will be comparatively small when 
made in connection with the boundary line survey, and the 
information to be thereby gained very important, witha view 
of determining the benefit to be derived from a succeeding 
complete survey of the mineral regions of Texas; and, 

Whereas, the commission of survey on the part of the United 
States, wll, in all probability, as in other instances, be sc- 
cumpanved by minerologists and geologists, and by having 
scientific men on our part to accumpany the expedition, we 
will, to a certain extent, be enabled to secure a knowledge ot 
the discoveries made, and information pained by the agents 
of the United States, as well as secure a more thorough in- 
vestigation of our mineral resources along or near the lines 
of survey. 
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Therefore, be it resowed, That the committee upon State Af- 
fairs, be requested, while considering the resolution offered by 
Mr. , on yesterday, touching the subject of establishing 
the boundary line between the State of Texas and the territory 
of the United States, to take into consideration the utility ac- 
cruing, and benefit to be derived from combining with such 

rovision as may be made for that purpose, a provision for ma- 
fing a minerological exploration, to ascertain as far as may be 
practicable and compatible with the objects of the resolution, 
the mineral wealth and resources of that region of the State. 

Preamble and resolution adopted.

Committee are informed that Mr. Creth emigrated to Texas 
between the 2d of May, 1835, and 20th March, 1836, as a set- 
tler, and with the intention of making Texas his permanent 
home; but that previous to the 2d of March, 1836, and while on 
his way to the abode of his relatives, citizens of Texas, he was 
unfortunately killed by the Indians. It also appears that an ad- 
niinistration was opened upon his estate, and that a third league 
certificate was obtained for his heirs, who were resident citizens 
of ‘Texas at the date of the declaration of independence, but that 
the same was not recommended for patent ; that suit was brought

to establish said headright eertificate, and finally the case taken 
to the supreme court, where it was decided that there wasno law 
in foree granting lands to emigrants from the 2d day of May, 


1835, up to the date of the declaration of independence; that — 


deceased dying within that period, was not entitled to land. 

It does not appear to your committee that the deceased was of 
age at the time of his death, which seems to be the principle es- 
tablished or qualification required by the land law of December 
44th, 1837, unless the claimant had received an honorable dis- 
charge.— Digest, Article 1858. Nor does it appear that there is 
any record evidence that the deceased intended to have resided 
permanently in the country. Itis hardly to be supposed that ca- 
ses of like character have not been brought before, or that they 
have escaped the consideration of the previous legislative autho- 
tities of the country, And so your committee do not feel them- 
selves authorized to establish, at this late. period, a preeedent in 
favor of claims which have not been provided for in the previous 
legislation had in relation to claims and rights to lands,

The committee on Finance have unanimously instructed me 
to report the bill attached, as a substitute for the accompanying 
joint resolution, and ask the adoption of the former. The pill 
provides ‘for the relinquishment to the counties of the State tax 
for the years 1852 and 1853 for county purposes, such as pay- 
ment of just debts of the counties, establish jails, jury fund, etc. 
We will not here stop to discuss the great advantages that 
would result from the adoption of this measure. They are too 
apparent to need a passing notice in this report to recommen. 
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them to the House. Pass this bill and vice will be punished, 
credit will be restored to counties now almost bankrupt, and 
the jurvman will return from the court room to his home satis- 
fied that the county hus discharged her obligations tu society, 
and that he has done his duty as a member of the same. Do 
this and a healthy impulse will be given to the social and finan- 
cial condition of each and every county, that will rapidly push 
forward our State to that high position which awaits her. The 
State, in the meantime, can draw for her support for the next 
two years upon the interest already due and accruing upon the 
first five millions of the indemnity. 

The intererest due on said $5,000.000 on the first day of Jan- 
uary next is $250,000; for two years on $2,000,000, surplus, 

200,000. 
: This will leave, to meet the current expenses of the State for 
the next two years, $450,000. 

The anntial current expenses of the State (including the ex- 
penses of the Legislature, etc.,) is about $105,000. 

The interest, then, which is now due, and that which will fall 
due during the two following years, will be more than sufi- 
cient to meet the current expenses of the State and erect the 
public buildings required atthe capital. 

The pill has been framed in reference tothe present financial 
system of the State, which will remain unimpaired, still direct- 
ed by our accomplished Comptroller ; and when the two years | 
shall have expired for which the tax has been relinquished, the 
fiscal machinery of the State will move smoothly around as be- 
fore, without ajar to disturb its harmonious action from the 
passage of this bill, which is now respectfully submitted.

Your committee on Private Land Claims here submit a bill 
for the relief of W. R. Smith, Edenton Thompson, A. M.

It appears that these petitioners have never applied for their * 


land, and are now applicants to the legislature for relief, þe- 
cause the boards of land commissioners are restricted from is- 
suing conditional certilicates now, under the law pre requisite, 
tu the obtaining of unconditional certificates. From the fourth 
day of February, 1842, to the Ist day of March, 1848, (vide 
Hartley’s Digest, 2084, 219¢,) it was not necessary that the 
emigrants, who had come to the country after the Declaration 
of Independence, and previous to the Ist day of January 1842, 
constituting the 2nd, 8dand 4th classes of emigrants, (those 
permanent resident citizens of Texas, who had arrived at the 
age of seventeen years previ zs to the Ist day of January. 
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1842.) should obtain conditional certificates, previous to proving 
out their unconditional certificates. During that period it was 
only necessary to prove their rights, and compliance with the 


‘provisions of the law, to obtain their unconditional certificates. 


But the law of March Ist, 1848, (Hart. Dig., 2196,) prohibit- 
ing the issuayce of unconditional certificates, excepting to those 
persons who had previously received conditional ones, by tak- 
ing immediate effect, cut off these petitioners, and probably 
many others who had neglected to apply, from obtaining the 
lands to which they are entitled. Itis presumed that the rea- 
sons which influenced the legislature of 1848, to repeal the law 
authorising conditional certificates to be issued, still exist; and 
therefore it is inexpedient to remove that barrier in order to af 
ford generally the relief by which these petitioners, and others 
similarly situated, may obtain their rights. Your committee 
have therefore, first, duly examined into each petitioner's case. 
and believing from the showing made by them, that they may 
be entitled to land, founded a bill which includes all of the ap- 
plicants before your committee, and allows them the privilege 
of going before the board of land commissioners of their coun- 
ty, and proving up their rights. This course, as a general pol- 
icy. is considered by vour committee preferable and safer for 
the State than the mode generally adopted, of authorising the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office to issue the certificate, 
and which, from the great number of applicants, in some de- 
gree converts the legislature into a buard of land commission- 
ers; bucause it subjects these applicants to a tribunal whose 
proof can be better and more deliberately heard and examin- 
ed. than it ean be here done, amidst the haste, bustle and varied 
occupations of the legislature. Besides, the security resulting 
irom requiring personal evidence or proof in each case, and it 
is to be presumed that this mode will be equally acceptable to 
the parties; for if they are entitled to the land claimed by them, 
there can be no difficulty or inconvenience attendant upon their 
inaking thenecessary proof. In addition to the oath and proof 
now required by law, the parties are further required to make 
oath, that he believes himself justly entitled under the law to 
the quantity of land for which he now applies; that he has nev- 
er received or sued for a headright, or intends to apply for or 
claim any other land, as a colonist or settler under any provis- 
ions of law. 

The claims considered in this bill are those solely of the 2nd, 
3d and 4th classes, and regard 640. acre and 320 acre head 
rights. Committee suggest the probability of the existence of 
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many claims of the like character, with those specially provi- 
ded for in the bill, to whem it would be just to afford legislative 
relief, because they cannot attain it through any other me- 
dium, and because there has been no provision of law limiti 
the time in which they were to apply. If then, the bill offered 
should be found one of practical utility and. application in the 
cases which it seeks to provide for, its provisions may be made 
applicable to those cases of like character now before, or which 
may hereafter come before the legislature; considered entitled 
to relief; all of which is respectfully submitted.

To the Hon. D. C. Dickson, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

Your committee on Private Land Claims, have had before 
them, and duly examined the petition of Sterret D. Smith, pray- 
ing for a certificate for one league and labor of land. 

‘Petitioner represents that he was eighteen years old in 1835; 
a permanent citizen since that time; that he served at various 
times in the defence of the country; that he married before the 
14th day of December, 1838, and that he received a ledgue and 
labor land certificate from the board of land commissioners of 
Washington county, which was rejected by the travelling board, 
ete. ‘ 
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Committee do not find any reason given why petitioner did 
not sue to establish his claim within the time allowed by the 
constitution in like cases. Neither does it appear that he did 
not sue and failed to establish his claim. When relief is pray- 
ed for on a rejected certificate, good reasons should be given 
why the party did not avail himself of the provisions of the 
law in his favor, or if he failed to establish his claims before 
the tribunals of his country, what particular merit or hardship 
attends his case to entitle him to legislative relief from the de- 
cision of his fellow-citizens. 

Petitioner was not twenty-one years of age at the date of the 
declaration of Independence, a disability which was, however. 
removed, should “the individual bave volunteered in the ser- 
ice of the country and received an honorable discharge.” 

By the land law of December 14th, 1887, section 22, Hartly 
1858; in this case the service was rendered by a substitute, and 
it is a question with the committee whether volunteering by 


substitute could secure to the petitioner the benefits of the law - 


above cited. 

The law affords to the individual under the age of seventeen 
years, the same rights with those of 21 years of age; provided 
he shall have volunteered in the service of the country, and re- 
ceived an honorable discharge." The language of the statute 
seems to regard the merit of personal service of the individual, 
and upon that service awards to him the rights due to one of 
full age. Ifit be held that the services required by the law, 
can be rendered by substitute, Mr. Smith was thence entitled 
to one third league of land as a headright. 

Upon the solution of this question, in his favor, depends Mr- 
Smith’s claim as a married man, to an augmentation of two-thirds 
of a league and labor under the provisions ot the 23d section of 
the land law of 1837, Hartly 1859. 

It appears, that to entitle an individual to the rights due to 
one of full age, he should have rendered service in the army.— 
It is a particular merit which secures the right. Does this mer- 
it still extend to him, to secure the benefits of the provisions of 
the section or provision previously referredto? Does his ser- 
vice in the army give to him the same rights upon marrying, 
which he would have enjoyed if he had been a resident citizen 
of the age of twenty-one years at the date of the declaration of 
of Independence? Committee do not come to any conclusion 
favorable to the petitioner, but they desire that he shall have 
ample justice, and that every consideration may be given to 
the merits of his case. They report the same back to the House 
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for its action, and ask leave to be discharged from further con- 


sideration of the same.

In obedience to a resolution of your Honorable body, adopt- 
ed on the 15th inst., calling upon the Auditor and Comptroller 
for information concerning the claims of Gen. Memucan Hunt, 
I beg leave to submit an abstract of the advances made in 
1836, which shows the amount advanced, to whom, and for 
what purpose. This claim was audited on the 18th of Febru- 
ary, 1839, for $16,468 84 in aecordance with a decree of the 
auditorial board, dated 11th February, 1839. There is no evi- 
dence showing when this claim was paid. The law prohibiting 
the farther issue of interest notes was passed on the 19th of 
January, 1839 ; itis therefore evident that General Hunt must 
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have been paidin Red Back Treasury Notes. According to 
the report of the Auditor and Compiroller, these notes when 
first issued, (the spring of 1839) were worth 374 cents" on the 
dollar, and depreciated to 12 or 15 cents. 

Gen. Hunt was appointed minister to the United States on 
the 1st day of January, 1837, and resigned on the 5th of June, 
1838, making 1 year 5 months and 5 days that he served, at

The $470 received of Allen, was in par funds. The remain- 
der was paid in the 2nd issue of interest notes, which the Aud- 
itor and Comptroller averaged as worth to the Government 50 
cents on the dollar, At the first issue of them, however, (in 
the spring of 1838,) they passed generally at 70 ar 75 cents, 
and depreciated to about 40 cents. 

On the 25th of January, 1850, an act for the relief Gen. Hunt 
was approved, which directed the Auditor and Comptroller] to 
issue to Gen. Hunt, a certificate for $16,257 86, which law 
has been complied with, and the certificate has been liquidated 
by the issuance of land script, at 50 cents per acre. 

What portion of this amount was intended to cover his sala- 

as minister, and to make up the deficiency in the value of 
the currency with which he was reimbursed for his advances, is 
not shown by this office. 

I am unable to state the causes of delay in the auditing of 
Gen. Hunt’s claims. Indeed the records of the office do not 
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show that there were any delays, as the claims appear to have 
been audited at the time when the demand was made. These- 
remarks apply to the auditing of his claims, and not the pay- 
ment, as the dates when his audited drafts were cashed does 
not appear. Jt may be proper, however, to remark that the 
outfit and first quarter's salary were due onthe day of his ap- 
pointment. 

The Treasury notes in which Gen. Hunt was paid for his ser- 
vices as minister, bore 10 per cent. interest, and the Red Backs 
paid him for his advances were issued without interest.

The committee on Public Debt, to whom was referred a bill 
entitled an act for the liquidation and parmeht of certain claims, 
bonds. ard liabilities of the late Republic of Texas, have had the 
same under consideration, and have instructed me to report, that 
the bil is objectionable, inasmuch as Ly its provisions it con- 
templates that all the claimants shall look to the reserved five 
milions for ultimate payment of their claims against the late 
Republic. This your comnittee cannot fur a moment believe is 
either in consonance wth the wish of the legislature, or the 
sound policy of the State. 

The domestic debt of the late Republic was created in the 
dark hour of her trial, by the personal services of her citizens 
in the army and navy. and for supplics furnished to that army 
andnary. Toenact a law which would place this species oflia- 
bility on the same rooting with those of our creditors who have 
obtained our Jiabilities by speculaticn, would, in the opinion of 
your committee, Le an act of injustice. 

Were the five millions sought to be appropriated by the bill 
in question available, there could be no objection to the pay- 
ment of all claims and liabilities azainst the late Republie ont 
cf it, but such is net the fact; ard to say to our citizens who 
have waited long and patiently for thesmall pittance so justly 
due them, that they must look fo the reserved five millions, 
locked up as it is, by the decision of the President of the Uni- 
ted States, and which in all probability will so remain, will be 
but the creation of ahope to deier it. 

The bill is also objectionable, inasmuch as it seeks to take 
from cour own State the disbursement of our own public funds, 

at ourireasury. Weresuch a proposition feasible, it would be de-

rogating from our pride of sovereignty, and placing to a certain 
extent, our fiscal operations in the hands of officers nòt known 
toour laws, and who are not responsible to the State either for 
a’prompét or correct action on their part, and would require of 
the Co of the United States the passage of a law prescri- 
bing such duties for said officer. 

It is farther objectionable, inasmuch as it proposes to allow 
interest for a saat of at least six months, es and aiter its 
passage, and by the last clause, or section, repeals all laws and 

of laws contravening the provisionsof the act in question. 

e passage of such a provision would, itis thought by your 
commi virtually re-enact the laws heretofore enacted on the 
subject of allowing interest, but which have been repealed, a 
proposition to which your committee are unequivocally op- 
posed.

The Select committee, to whom was referred the memorial of 
Gen. Memucan Hunt, instruct me to report the following facts, 
ascertained after a strict and deliberate investigation of his ac- 
count, and the evidence upon which it is based : 

Jn 1836, Gen. Hunt advanced the late Republic in cash, $16,- 
468 80. In 1839 he received what is known as Red Backs, 
treasury notes, to the amount of $16,468 80, in payment of the 
above advances. The Auditor and Comptroller assigned a val- 
ne ot naw five cents to the notes so paid to Gen. Hunt. (See 
Auditor and Compiroller’s Report, Nov. 12, 1851, ps. 6 and 7.) 
It, therefore, appears that he received but a fourth of the amount 
he advanced. 

We find that on the 25th January, 1850, the legislature pass- 
ed a bill for the relief Gen. Hunt, allowing him fifty cents on 
the dollar additional to the twenty-five cents, the report above 

alluded to scaled the Red Backs to, say $8,234 40, and allow- 
ed interest at 8 per cent. from Feb. 18, 1839, amounting to $7,- 
081 58, (See the Report of the Committee, House ji ournal, 
1850, page 440.) 

The committee find that there is still due Gen. Hunt, twenty- 
five cents on the dollar, and the interest thereon, before he will 
have received the amount of cash he advanced the Government 
in 1886. They also think he was entitled to ten per cent. inte- 
rest, as all others who made advances of money at the time he 
did received that interest, while in some instances bonuses of 
land were added. 

The bill for the relief of Gen. Hunt, passed at the preceding 


legislature, allowed him to receive land serip, at 50 cents per ° 


re in lieu of his certificates. (See House Journal, 1850, page

e committee farther find that Gen. Hunt’s advances, as

An error of $1 88 is thus shown against the State, arising 
from a clerical mistake. (See House Journal, 1850, pages 439 
and 440.) There appears another error in Gen. Hunt’s account 
as furnished the legislature, arising from his giving the State 
credit for interest on $1000, when it should haye been but $500 
as shown above, making a difference against himself of $95 12. 

The committee-will now, after examining carefully each item, 
recapitulate the advances made by Gen. Hunt, the amounts 
which have been refunded to him, also, the interest which has 
been paid to him, and the interest due to him up to Dec. 5th,

In reviewing this claim, the committee will add, that no one 
came forward more disinterestedly and liberally to aid Texas, in 
the most critical days of her struggle for liberty, than Gen. 
Hunt; he advanced over $28,000 in cash, without owning any 
pecuniary interest in Texas at the time; he not only advanced 
this money, but he gave his services to the country, and the ar- 
chives of the Republic will show that very few engaged in the 
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revolution, performed more important and useful services than , 


he did—his losses by the neglect of his private affairs, in devo- 
ting himself to the service of his adopted country, are known 
to have been large. The original amounts due to Gen. Hunt 
were advanced by him with the assurance of the Government 
that they would be speedily refanded—he made no contracts 
for forfeitures, bonuses or interest—others did, and have receiv- 
ed them. All thathe now asks is to realize the principal he 
advanced, and the interest universally allowed for all advances 
of money made to the Republic up to 1840. A compliance 
with this request in no way interferes or conflicts with the seal- 
ing system which has been adopted ; on the contrary, it carries 
out that system; he asks that the State pay him the amount 
that they realized from him, with the usual interest—a justrule 
should work both ways. 

The committee consider the claim of Gen. Hunt as just and 
meritorions, and unanimously instruct me to report the accom- 
panying bill for his relief, and recommend its passage.

The Governor and Lientenant-Governor elect, then appear- 
ed, escorted by a joint committee of the two Houses, and were 
announced at the door of the Hall, and invited by the Speaker 
to seats on his right. m 

The roll of the two Honses were then successivety called by 
the Secretary of the Senate and the chief clerk of the House, 
and a quorum of each found to be present. 
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Mr. Baggerly, chaplain of the day, then opened the ceremo- 
nies of the occasion with an appropriate prayer. 

When the Hon. Ð. ©, Dickson, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, arose and presented to the two Houses, P. 
Hansbrough Bell, the Governor elect, to whom he administered 
the oath of office required by the constitution. r 

His excellency then delivered the following address; 


GENTLEMEN oF THE LEGISLATURE, 
i AND FeLpow-CIrzeys : 


By the generous confidence of the people of Texas, I am 
called upon. to renew, to-day, in the presence of this enlightened 
assembly, the constitutional oath which two years ago was ad- 
ministered to me within this capitol. The exalted compliment 
which that confidence conveys, and the flattering manner In 
which it has been indicated, very naturally excites in me feel- 
ings of pride and satisfaction; which, to mdulge, is both grate- 
ful and consolatory. The honor conferred has created a debt 
of gratitude which, I fear, neither services nor sacrifices on my 

t will ever enable me to repav; and there is no language 
which will adequately express to my feliow-citizens at large, 
the high appreciation I have placed upon their approval of my 
public acts, during the eventful period that I have had the ho- 
nor to preside at the head of the State Government. 

Jn again assuming the position of Chief Magistrate of the 
State, I am sensible of the weight of responsibility resting upon. 
me, and of the elevated character of the duties it devolves. My 
notice is first directed to that Supreme Being whose aid ang 
comfort I have ever sought, in every vicissitude and trial; and 
who has so often vouchsafed his guardian care te our beloved 
country, by relieving her throngh his providentlal assistance 
from the perils and snares with which she has been encom- 
passed, in her efforts to achieve and preserve social, political, 
and religious freedom. I now invoke His blessings upon our 
young State, and His aid in the consecration of the glorious in- 
stitutions of our common country to Liberty and Independence 
forever. 

Since my connection with the civil department, it has been 
impressively realized to me, that if there is one thing more than. 
any other calculated to sustain the public servant, in his efforts 
faithfully to discharge his duties, it is the well-defined appioba- 
tion of those whose agant he is. To the mind directed by ho- 


nest impulses, it comes as a balm and a healing, to soothe and | 


puq up the: wounds which envy, malice, or ambition, some- 
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times seeks to inflict. Although as exempt, perhaps, as many 
others more meritorious than myself, oceupying a similar po- 
tition, from the poisoned arrows of vituperation, yet, 1 have not 
been entirely free from the noxious mists which error and migrep- 
resentation have attempted to throw around the humble, ardent 
and honest exertions which I have devoted to the relief of our 
promising young State, in her comparatively new experiment 
of State organization. Of this, I do not complain; for it isa 
distinguishing characteristic of this glorious country of ours, 
guarantied by the constitutional charter under which our so- 
eial and political rights are maintained, that individuals, mea- 
gares, and parties, are equally the legitimate subjects of com- 
ment and criticism. It reflects much honor upon our citizens, 
that the “liberty of speech and of the press” seldom, if ever, 
are so far abused as to require an appeal to the statutory pro- 
visions of the Jand; the cause being traceable to that high-toned 
moral sentiment pervading our community, which sooner or 
later applies a mueh more potent and salutary check, than is 
to be found in the restraining penalties of the law; and if, as 
is declared in the political axiom, that “error ceases to be dan- 
gerous when truth is left free to combat it,” it is far better to 
leave the privilege referred to unrestrained, in order to reveal 
useful and important facts, than attempt to close up the chan- 
nels of intelligence; which, if left open and unimpeded, will 
often prove the medium of throwing off disguises, and of ex- 
posing to general view, the motives and acts of public agents, 
should they at any time manifest a desire to sacrifice the public 
weal to purposes of self-agerandizement. 

The events of the past two years associated with the opera- 
tions of our State Government have been marked by more than 
ordinary interest. Many of the questions to be met and decided, 
contained from their very nature the elements of high excite- 
ment and disagreement, if not of discord. The people, the Legis- 
lature and the Executive, respectively, have had their own parts 
assigned them to act, in full view of these new and most im- 
portant measures prior to their consummation; subjecting the 
country thereby tothe severe ordeal of conflicting opinions, 
through which it could not safely pass but by a patriotic sur- 
render of all sectional and selfish views to the one great and 
common, object—that of preserving the interest of our State 
free from injury, and her integrity withouta blemish. Amidst 
these conflicts of opinion, there has really been no diversity of 
interests, and it will now, as all passion has subsided, and rea- 
aon is again permitted to resume her just prerogatives, be allow- 
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ed that all desired the attainment of the sameend, but by very 
different channels, and with antagonistic views in reference to 
its accomplishment. ` . 

Differing, as I have done as your Executive, with another 
important branch of the Government, and many of my fellow- 
citizens, in reference to several measures of vital importance, I 
can find no occasion more appropriate than the present to de- 
clare in great sincerity, that whatever diversity of opinion may 
exist in the legislative counsels, or amongst my fellow-vitizens 
generally in relation to my official acts, or how various soever 
may be the estimates placed npon them, I have on all occasions 
been governed only by a strong, wncompromising conviction of 
what I considered to bemy duty, coupled with a firm determi- 
nation to perform it no matter what the inconvenience or hazard 
tomyself; repudiating at all times, as far as it was in the pow- 
er of weak humanity, that prejudice and passion so naturally 
springing from the speculations and conflicting theories touch- 
ing the operations of Government so freely indulged, and which 
if not resisted, remain a stumbling block to the attainment of 
public justice, and are utterly subversive of good order, good 
feeling, and that harmony whieh should always distinguish pub- 
lic agents entrusted with important and sacred duties. 

I have been careful freely to accord to others the same hones- 
ty of purpose and devotion to the best interests of the country 
that I claim for inyself; I embrace this occasion further to re- 
mark, that to those of my fellow-citizens who have sustained 
me with a generous confidence and noble advocacy im the 
measures I have recommended, and the views which I have 
thonght it my duty to promulgate, I now return my sincere 
thanks, the best tribute of a grateful heart. For those whose 
opinions have been adverse to my own, with an opposition 
characterized by manly independence, I entertain no feelings 
but those of respect and kindness. For others, who opposed 
my public course (with too much acrimony perhaps,) I have no 
censure, and nothing tourge, butrespectfully request that they 
will carefully revise, and if consistent with a liberal and inge- 
nuous consideration of the error which inseparably attaches to 
us all, reverse the decision, originating no doubt in the purest 
intentions, but amidst excitement too strong for sound conelu- 
sions. - 

With these remarks, fellow-citizens, explanatory of the mo 
tives and feelings that have actuated me during my official 
term just expired, I throw myself upon the magnanimity and 
Justice of a constituency, who, by their Kberal sanction and 
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distinguished support. have imparted to me increased incentives 
to fidelity in re-commencing my labors. 

Discarding, then, the recollection of past dissensions, and 
looking forward only to the best measures of conducting our 
publie affairs to a successful termination, [ enter upon the new 
administration with a determination to meet, as tar as I can, the 
just expectations of a people who have done me signal honor, 
and whom I ean best repay by exerting whatever of qualitica- 
tion J may be able to command in the promotion of their best 
interests. This qualification I shall endeavor to seek in a 
proper intelligence to discern, discretion to execute, and indus 
try to fultill every duty intrusted. 

Having already, in mv late message to the Legislature and 
in other previous communications, given my views in relation 
to what I conceived to be the most impurtant subjects connect- 
ed with the general policy of the State. and having made such 
suggestions touching the same as my judgment approved, it is 
therefore unnecessary, and would perhaps be deemed out of 
place tur me again to advert to them on this occasion. 

Let it be sufficient fur me torepeat that, with the constitution 
and laws as my guide, it will be my constant aim to preserve, 
as far as my agency will allow, all the great fundamental priv- 
ciples which the framers of our State charter intended to secure 
and perpetuate. Entertaining a profuund reverence for the con 
stitution ot the Unted States, con-tituting—as it was intended 
to do by those who framed it—the foundation of our national 
peace and strength, I shall consider it my duty, as if will be 
my pleasure. to support it, “as well in its limitations as in ite- 
authorities,” and at the same time to respect the rights and at 
thorities reserved to the States and to ihe people “as essential 
to the sucecss of the general system.” 

I cannot conclude this address without expressing to vou who 
are now present, and tu my fellouw-citizens generally, my heart- 
feit congratulations upin the prosperous concition of our young 
State. To we, the coutrast between what Texas now is and 
what she was in 135, is Indeed most siriking: it is diffieult te 
realize the great and happy change which has taken place.— 
Sixiven years age, with aseul died with the wild ardor and as 
pirations of buyil, Leit my weill-remeubered and much-loved 
native hills ty make my bome in this distant land. to ald her pea 
ple in their patrivtic struggle for freedom. I landed with ne 
exiles feeiiugs on the shores that were henceforward, and for 
weal or woe, to be my abiding place, for I dwelt with delight 
upon the kind recollections of the hume I left behind me and 
ali the endearments of family associations, 
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A dark cloud then hung lowering over this fairiand. > The 
Lone Star shone fitful through the gloom—now beaming with 
the light of peace and hope—now almost quenched in. biodd, 
yet ever with a halo of glory encircling it. We bave lived to 
see that lost Pleiad. restored to its proper place among its sisters. 
no longer obscured by doubt or ditheulty, but shining far abroad 
to the nations of the earth, 4 beacon, which every day grows 
brighter and more glorious. Hers was no meteor light spring- 
ing trom the mists of Ignorance and Superstition, such as faint- 
ly shines at intervals over the benighted lands of Mexico and 

uba, which gleam but for a moment- only to lead the unwary 
to disappointment and destruction, but steady and pure like 
the north star, a guide to every wanderer who seeks an asylum 
from oppression or inexorable misfortune. Honor. eternal hon- 
or to the brave dead who offered up their lives to make Texas 
what she now is. Let us never forget that to them we are 
mainly indebted for the proud inheritance we this dav enjoy. 

Though the days of the Republic were “the days of our gło- 
ry,” that deeds of devoted patriotism and daring chivalry were 


then performed which would have graced the heroie pages of 


Greece and Rome, it cannot be denied that she held an wnen- 
viable place amongst the nations of the world. With a spasre 
population, exhausted by war, it could not be otherwise. 

I cannot better convey to vou my feelings than by adopting 
the sentiment so beautifnily expressed by that distinguished anc 
highly talented patriot, the lagt President of the Republic, apen 
the solemn occasion when he pronounced, “the Republie of Texas 
ig no more.” 

“The Lone Star of Texas, which, ten years since, arese amidst 
elouds and fields of carnage, and obscurely shone tor awhile, 
has culminated, and, tellowing an inserutable destiny, has pass- 
ed on and become fixed forever in that glorious constellation 
which all freemen and lovers of Freedom in the world must love 
and adore—the American Union. Blending its rays with its 
sister States, long may it continue toshine: and may a gracious 
Heaven smile upon this consummation of the wishes of the twa 
Republics, now joined together in one! Mav the union be pet 
petual! And may it be the means of conferring benefits and 
blessings upon the people of all the States!” 

t was not until Texas took her place as one of the States 
afthe great American Union that she oceupied the position which 
nature designed tor her. From that period to the present, her 
onward march to power and improvement has been nnexampled. 
Nations behold the fruition of our hopes. From every land efai- 
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grants are flocking, in welcome crowds, to partake of out pros- 
rity. Frem the vine-clad hills of France and Germany, from 
land’s green shores and England’s smiling fields, and from 
our own sister States, they swell the living tide—until the soli- 
tary plains have been made to rejoice and the wilderness to 
blossom as the rose. A land more fair and happy névér sun 
viewed in his wide career; salubrious, mild, its hills are gre 
its woods and prospects fair, prairies fertile; and, to crown the 
whole, itis our home—the land of Liberty and all its sweets!

Senators and Representatives: : 

Having been chosen by the free and voluntary suffrages of 
the people of this State, to fill a responsible office under the 
Gonstitution; and haying now performed the first duty imposed 
upon me, by taking the oath of office, I deem this an appropri- 
ate occasion to express to the Senators and Representatives of 
this State, and to my fellow-citizens here assembled, those feel- 
ings of proivund gratitude with which I am so deeply impressed ; 
arising from the confidence implied by the vote which I have 
received, and which has elevated me to an office, requiring in 
the performance of its duties, talent, ability and wise experi- 
ence. ; 

For this assurance of their approbation and confidence, I re- 
tum to you, their Senators and Representatives, and through 
you to the people of this State, my heartfelt thanks forthe hon- 
or conferred upon me. 

Distrusting my ability to perform at all times, the various du- 
ties impose! upon the presiding officer of the Senate, in such a 
manner as will give entire satisfaction to all, I shall enter upon 
the discharge of these duties with extreme caution and diffi- 
dence; knowing as I do, that theoffice has been filled with dis- 
tinguished ability and experience by my predecessor. Yet, I 
may hope with the aid and co-operation of experienced Sena 
tors, to observe and enforce the rales whieh that body may 
adopt for its government. Should I be able to perform this 
with promptitude, impartiality and satisfaction to the Senate, I 
shail have accomplished all that I conld reasonably desire. 

No matter how deeply I may be committed to any given pol- 
icy, the nature of the office I hold, and its duties prescribed by 
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the Constitution, would admonish me, that it is nosparė of my 
duty, nor would it become me on this occasion, for express my 
views in relation to the various subjects recently digeussed be- 
fore the oe of this State, and now presented to the Legisla- 
ture by.his.Excellency, the Governor, I must be allowed there- 
fore to pass them tntil such time as I may have an occasion to 
express my Opinions with the sanction of the Constitution and 
in the discharge of my official duties. s 

Nevertheless, I may be permitted to offer to the Senators and 
Representatives of Texas, and to my fellow-citizens, mysincere 
congratulations upon the happy and prosperous condition of all 
the States of this now glorious Union. 

May that Union, the pride and boast of every American citi- 
zen, continue to command the admiration of the civilized world. 
May it stand forever as an imperishable monument, perpetua- 
ting the wisdom, valor and patriotism of those great and good 
men who brought it into existence. 

Allow me also to congratulate yeu upon the positive assuran- 
ces every where given by the American people, to maintain the 
integrity of the Union, and to preserve, sacred and imriolate, 
their Federal Constitution ; showing upon alkoccasions their 
resolute determination to bear aloft through all time the fag 
of the Union—that proud emblem of American grcatness— 
and to transmit it to posterity, with all its glorious associations ; 
unimpaired by time; unsullied by dishonor; unstained by dis- 
anion. 

Whilst these prospects are gratitying to us as citizens of the 
great Republic, we have, as citizens of Texas, equal cause to 
rejoice in the vast improvements which are every where pre- 
sented throughout the broad limits of onr own State. When 
we contrast our present condition, social, moral and political, 
with that of a few years past, we are astonished at our rapid ad- 
vancement; and look back with the deepest interest to the time 
when Texas, without organization and without means, yet im- 
pelied by a strong samse of the value and blessings of liberty. 
dissolved her political connection with Mexico, and established 
an independent Republican Government, under the most try- 
ing and discouraging circumstances that ever befel an oppress- 
ed and resisting people. 

Yes! at a time when Texas, without a dollar in her military 
ehest, not a bayonet bristling in her ranks; with the hopes of her 
people depressed by the atrocities committed upon her citizens 
and soldiers; wheu the homes of her citizens were in flames; 
when her soldiers lay butchered upon the ill-fated plains of Goli- 
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ad, and around the desolated walis of the Alarno—nay, at a 
time when the progress of desolation and hostility marked the 
track of the invader, as visibly as if the besom of destruction 
had swept over the land; the hearts of the people failed not; 
and they met in convention to deliberate upon the affairs of 
Texas. 

Their deliberations soon ripened into action; and they de 
ciared to the world that Texas was free, sovereign and indepen- 
dent. 

To sustain these resolves, her patriotic sons repaired to her 
army, then but a handful—the bold issues were soon met by the 
invader—and on the plains of San Jacinto, the gallant men of 
Texas redeemed the pledge of their country. 

The gallantry and patriotism of that little army won the plau- 
dits of their countrymen, the blessings of their conntry-women 
and the admiration of the civilized world ; and for their country 
a name and renown which has not been tarnished by her subse 
quent career. « 

Since that day the prosperity of Texas has been steadily ad- 
yancing ; her march has been onward, until we now behold 
her happy and prosperous, and rejoicing in the bountiful bless- 
ings of a kind and bentficent providence. 

ith a population not less intelligent, energetic and patriot- 
ic than those of the oldest States of the coniederacy: with a 
territury almost boundless in extent; with a soil and climate 
unsurpassed by any country on this continent: blest with arich 
and varied soil, watered by innumerable streams, serving for 
the delight and accommodation of her inhabitants: and produ- 
cimz with but little labor all the necessaries and luxuries of life; 
almost encireled by navigable waters, forming a kind of chain 
around her borders as if to bind together an Empire State: and 
ith noble rivers running at convenient distances through her 
entire limits; susceptible of becoming highways for the cheap. 
easy and convenient communication of her citizens, and for the 
trauspurtion of her surplus produce to herkister States, or to the 
great industrial emporiums of commercial Europe. 

Possessing these natural advantages, if true to herself, it re- 

ee no prophetie ken to foresee, that the future career of 
exas will be as rapid in developing her vast resources, as her 
past history has been successful and brilliant. 

The many fiery trials thruugh which she has passed, has resul- 
ted in achieving her independence; and has indicated her pres- 
ent enviable position in the grand galaxy of the Federal Un- 
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Trusting that she wilk continue to putsue that policy, which 

will eventually develope her great natural resources and advan- 

es; which will maintain her proud position as‘ one of the 
States of the Federal Union; gtiard and protect the interest of 
those, who, in her early stru oe es periled their allin her behalf; 
redeem her revolutionary obligations upon the most exalted 
principles of equity, anddo ample and full justice to all those 
who aided her in her dark and perilous days of adversity; main- 
taining through all time to come, a character for justice, hon- 
or and liberality towards those pure and exalted patriots who 
were ever ready to lay their lives upon the altar of liberty; am- 
bitious only to perpetuate the sacred principles of equality and 
freedom, and transmit to their country a name worthy of their 
exalted patriotism and disinterested sacrifices. 

Entertaining a firm belief, that the great interests of the 
State will be watched with a sleepless vigilance by those whom 
a common constituency have chosen, in the person of the chief 
Executive and the Honorable senators and representatives of 
the present legislature; I pledge them a hearty co operation in 
all things connected with the limited sphere in which it is my 
duty toact, as Lieutenant-Governor of the State.

Barnes, whose certificate had not been recommended for patent 
by the investigating board of land commissioners. Subsequent- 
ly Mr. Barnes established his certificate in the manner provi- 
ded by law, which under the 2d section. of article i1th of the 
constitution of the State of Texas, secures to him the league sur- 
veyed under his certificate, and excludes or avoids Mr. Jobn- 
son’s claim to the land patented to him. It is now sought to 
have his patent cancelled, so that he or his heirs may take in 
another placethe quantity oflandto which they are entitled un- 
der his headright.

My attention has recently been called to a discrepancy be- 
tween. the contract price for the purchase of the Steamer Zava- 
la and the amount allowed by the Auditor and comptroller for 
that vessel. According to the original contract, the cost of this 
steamer was $90,014 84. The government promised to pay double 
this amount for said vessel, and sterling bonds to the amount of 
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$180,029 68 were accordingly delivered to James Holford, and 
his associates. 

Under the act of 20th March, 1848, the bonds calling for 
£40,476 13 s. & 4 d. were filed with the Auditor and Comptrol- 
ler. They, in reducing the sterling to Federal currency, were 
governed by the law of the United States, of 27th July, 1842, 
which declares the pound sterling to be worth $£ 84 cents, 
According to this calculation the bonds amount to $195,907, 
which was allowed at 50 cents onthe dollar, making the par 
value $97,953 50, showing an excess of $15,877 32 in the os 
tensible amount, and $7,938 66 in the par value (exclusive of 
interest, ) above the contract price.

Mr. HAMILTON, of Travis, then rose and announced to the 
House of Representatives the death of General Edward Burle- 
son, late Senator from the 21st Senatorial district, in the follow- 
ing appropriate manner, to-wit: 

T. SPEAKER: Another pillar ofthe former Republic has fall- 
en. It becomes my duty, and one, too, more painful than any 
which I have hitherto performed in a publie capacity, to an- 
nounce to this Hotse, that at the hour of twenty minutes past 
seven this morning, General. Edfard Burleson, late a member 
of the Senate from the 21st district, departed this life. 

The shortness of the time allowed me to prepare for announ- 
eing this melancholy event, will preclude any thing like an at- 
tempt at an eulogy pee the name and character of the deceas- 
ed: and I shall therefore but briefly allude to him in his con- 
nection with the history of Texas, before 1 offer the resolutions 
which I deem proper to the occasion. 

More than twenty years ago he lett his native land and came 
to Texas, then a province of the Government of Mexico. The 
origin of the difficulties which eventuated in the severance of 
Texas from Mexico, and the erection of the former into a sepa- 
rate and independent Republic, is a matter of history, and so 
too is the part which was‘acted in that memorable struggle b 
him whose earthly career has just terminated—so well an 
widely known, that little is left for the future historian to record, 
not already known and appreciated by the people of Texas. 

Indeed the history of Texas from the moment when she be- 
came—irom the moment in which she aspired to become—a 
separate and independent government, is emphatically the his- 
tory of the man whose death it has been my solemn duty to an- 
nounce. His fortunes have since that period been blended 
with hers—he pledged to his adopted country at the commence- 
ment of her revolution a patriot’s heart and soldier’s hand, and 
the pledge was nobly redeemed. 

There was a period when his name was synonymous with vic- 
tory—when perils surrounded the country on every hand, and 
the dark clouds of war gathered thick and lowering over her 
devoted citizens—when even the hope of the stoutest and most 
trusting heart could scarce pierce the gloom which obscured 
the future, his name alone would inspire new energy and swell 
with emotion the saldier’s bosom—for his was a name associa- 
ted with all that was noble, chivalrous and daring. 

In 1835, the first great battle of the Texian revolution was 
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fought. The enemy: were met at San Antonio by handful of 
Texiane tader the command of General Burleson, and the 
achievement of the victory which resulted, was sufficient to 
enroll Ris ame among the illustrious of every land, who have 
battled in the cause of liberty—thenceforth it was inscribed on 
the scroll which floats from the highest niche in the temple of 
fame—a name, the brilliancy of which has never in the course 
of subsequent events, been obscured or dimmed by an un- 
worthy act. 

Throughout the protracted struggle of his country for inde- 

ndence, on almost every field bis voice was heard above the 
dino battle, and his manly form towered in the thickest of the 

t. 

a every relation of life his memory must be respected and 
cherished. As a civilian he was characterised by wisdom, man- 
ly independence, firmness of purpose and forbearance and kind- 
ness to friends and opponents. fis whole life, including his 
privateas well as public acts, has been such as to entitle his 
name to the proud distinction of having illustrated the truth 
that “ an honest man is the noblest work of God.” 

But, sir, with all his excellencies, with the remembrance of 
his many services to his country clustering around us, he is cold 
and lifeless in our midst. He has heen taken from us at a pe- 
riod and under circumstances which shonld admonish us that 
the ways of providence are inscrutable. This severe visitation 
is not only at a time when the ability, patriotism and experi- 
ence of the deceased were being relied on to aid us in the con- 
summation of measures of great public interest; but as if to 
make more manifest the hand of omnipotence. the blow is struck 
in the midst of the festivities incident to the season. Thus are 
we admonished that we are not to select for ourselves or others 
the period when the fatal messengeris to be sent—that he steals 
forth like a thief in the night and strikes down the aged and 
the young, the humble and the great without regard to human 


The event is full of warning to us who are here to-day, and I 
trust the solemn lesson will not be lost upon us. Sincerely do I 
kope that each member of this House will realize, that while he 
is engaged in public duties and-social pleasures, he has a high- 
er, nobler and more sacred duty, the non-performance of which 
will entail momentous consequences hereafter if not now. 

It is our duty, sorrowful though it be, to demonstrate our aÈ 
fectionate remembrance of him, who was recently a member 
of this Legislature. It will be the duty of the whole eountry

to hold in grateful remembrance his name. It is not likely to 
be forgotton by those, or the descendants of those, who stood by 
his as in the hour of his country’s extremity. j 

No, sir, his memory will not perish. No monument is neces- 
gary to perpetuate it—the country’s honor, its glory and its 
public history, are the repositories of his name; a monument 
does exist ; while the Alamo stands there willbe a monumentto 
his memory—while San Jacinto is remembered, his name will 
not be forgotten—while there is left one page of the history of 
our revolution, or one heart to warm at the recollection of its 
scenes, the name of Edward Burleson will be cherished. 

As the Father, the Husband, the Friend, the Soldier and the 
faithful Public Servant he has performed his duty well, And 
now at an advanced age, rich in the love and veneration of his 
country, he has fallen, like a worn-war horse, in the harness of 
his country. 

My emotions upon this occasion, will not permit me to add 
more. I respectfully submit the resolutions I hold in my 
hand : i

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SPEECH OF MR. BEE. 


Mr. BEE, in rising to seeond the adoption of the preamble and 
resolutions, made the following remarks: 


Mr. SPEAKER : A great and good man is no more: Burleson 
is dead ; and Texas mourns hig fall !! 

I claim the melancholy privilege of mingling my sorrow for 
his loss, with the constituency of the gentleman from Travis— 
but the memory of Burleson, and the solemn privilege of weep- 
ing over his ashes, belongs not to one county, but to the whole 

tate. 

Tt has been my good fortune to have known the deceased since 
my boyhood. I have known bim inthe Council Chamber ofthe 
Nation, and have stood by his side upon the field of battle, and 
at all times, and in all places, whether as a statesman, a war- 
rior, or in the private walks of his life, he has evinced the same 
unwavering integrity of purpose, and the same unflinching de 
votion to the interests of Texas. 

From the storming of Bexar to the heights of Monterey, he 
has made his mark upon the enemies of lis country, and when 
time shall have embalmed the memory of those who won this 
empire, and a grateful people shall have gathered together the 
deeds of the past, and placed upon a durable record their a 
preciation of those who suffered that they might-be free, the 
name of Edward Burleson will be found brightest, amid that 
glorious galaxy of patriot names, written in characters to which 
the revolving eycles of time will add increasing lustre. 

In every situation which marked his eventful career in life, 
General Burleson won the esteem of all with whom he was as- 
sociated. Possessing but a limited education, yet he held and 
discharged with distinguished ability the highest offices in the 

ift of the people, and no man ever enjoved m a more eminent 
egree thé confidence of his fellow-citizens—in the hour of dan- 
ger and peril, he above all others could rally at a moment's war- 
ning to the standard of his country the hardy sons of the west. 

But he is gone! we shall see no more forever, his venerable 
and noble form rise in the Senate chamber to defend with hon- 
est zeal the honor and interests of his beloved Texas—but we 
have the memory of his virtues, and it will be imperishable ;— 
we have his noble example asapatriot and a statesman, and wa 
will revere and cherish it. 

May, he who tempers the wind to the afflicted, calm and com- 
fort the widow of our friend in her sorrow, and may his memo- 
ry be ever bright and green in the hearts of his countrymen, 
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furnishing to the latest posterity a model for those to emulate 
who would live as he has lived—without stain or blemish, and 
die as he has died, universally loved, lamented and regretted.

Mr. TARVER rose and made the following remarks: 

I had intended, Mr. Speaker, when these resolutions were 
first introduced, to have said something to the House, but the 
truth is, I was then overpowered ; so overpowered by my emo- 
tions that I could not obtain sufficient mastery over myself to 
proceed as I had desired, and I must plead this as my apology 
to the House for detaining them for a few moments at this late 
hour. s 

I wasborn, Mr. Speaker, within a stone’s throw of him whose 
late decease we now mourn. I have known him from my boy- 
hood, and during all that period I have been as intimate with 
him as a boy couldbe with one so much his superior in every 
respect. For more than thirty years he has been an intimate 
and cherished friend cf my father’s ; and I felt that I should be 
doing injustice to myself and him, and to those who I have been 
taught to regard from my earliest years with a filial reverence, ` 
should I suffer this occasion to pass without adding my tribute 
of respect, humble as it might be, to those elicited by this 
mournful event. 

Sir, this is an occasion where anything like a studied ef 
fort—any thing like an attempt to make a display, would be 
deemed out of place in this House. 

Theseare the departing days of the present year; thisis the time 
when most reflecting minds are disposed to takea general ret- 
rospect of the evenis of the outgoing year; and I imagine that 
the latter days of this will be remembered as the most gloomy 
which have fallen upon the land for many years. To-day, na- 
ture herself seems shrouded in mourning. All is blackness, 
darkness and desolation, as though she herself participated in 
our national sorrow and sympathised with usin our bereave 
ment: 7 

‘ There is a tear for all who die, 

A mourner o'er the humblest grave, 
But nations swell the funeral ery, 
And triumph weeps above the brave.” 
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The deceased has filled for many years a prominent place 
among the citizens of Texas, and of Western Texas in particu- 
lar. 

In relation to her history and its soul-stirring events, he might 
truly say, “cujus pars magna fui.” He discharged the du- 
ties of the many important stations which he was chosen to fill 
in the councils of his country with a singleness of heart and pu- 
rity of purpose that did honor alike to him and his country.— 
Sir, I know his history from the beginning. His life has been 
one continued scene of peril, of suffering and of the most trying 
vicissitudes, Yet he has passed through all with a stainless 
and blameless reputation, unsullied by the imputation of wrong 
either in his public or private capacity. 

In contemplating his character, we are at a loss which most 
toadmire, the childlike simplicity and unmixed goodness of 
the man, or the undaunted bravery of the soldier. every re- 
lation. of social life, there were none whose purposes and mo- 
tives were so entirely unsullied by selfishness. 

He has been the prop and the stay of the western frontier.— 
In every expedition against the common foe, his name has been 
arallying ery, around which the bold frontiersmen have gath- 
ered and girded on their armor for the strife. 

This event bas come so suddenly upon us, that, although for 
days past, we haye been taught to believe that he must die, 
for one, had still held ont, hoping against hope; and not until 1 
heard the funeral knell of this morning, could I bring myself 
to realize the sad fact that General Edward Burleson is no more. 
He had been standing for days, l 

“Where nature makes that melancholy pause, 
Her breathing moment, on the bridge where time, 
Of light and darkness, forms an arch sublime.” 

He who had gone unharmed and unhurt through dangers so 
many; who has come the unscathed victor from so many hard 
fought battles, has at last shared the common lot and yielded to 
the King‘of Terrors. Ile met death with that calmness and 
fortitude which become a soldier and a christian. 

He was so much loved and respected by all, that we had 
fondly hoped that his life might have heen spared ‘for years to 
come; that he might have many years of quiet enjoyment in 
the country whose prosperity and independence he contributed 
sọ much to establish. But Providence has willed it otherwise, 
and we must bow in humble submission to his decree. 


Of Edward Burleson there is nothing left us but the memory 
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of his services and the remembrance of his virtues. Let such 
recollections be ever cherished.

Mr. Hamilton then informed the House that it was requested 
by the committee representing the Austin Masonic Lodge, that 
owing to the inclemency of the weather, etc., the interment of 
the remains of the late General Edward Burleson be postponed 
until to-morrow; and that after the Honorable the Legislature - 
had performed the ceremonies indicated by their committee of 
arrangements, that fraternity would take charge of the body 
of the deceased. 

Which request was, on motion of Mr. Tankersly, granted. 

On motion of Mr. Grinsted, a committee was raised to in- 
form the Honorable Senate of the action of the House in re- 
gard to the request of the Masonic Lodge. i 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Grinsted, Hamilton and Jow- 
ers to compose the committee, who retired, and after a short 
absence, returned and reported duty performed. 

Mr. Scott then moved the appointment of a committee to 
wait upon the Honorable Senate, and invite that body to meet 
the House of Representatives in their Hall, in view of perform- 
ing the last ceremonies in honor of the lamented deceased. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Scott, Runnels and Sims to 
compose the committee, who retired, and after a short absence, 
returned and reported duty performed. 

A message was received from the Senate, informing the 
House, that the Senate were now ready to meet the House of 
Representatives in joint session, preparatory to removing 
the remains of the deceased to the Capitol, and that that body 
had granted the request of the Masonic Fraternity to 
postpone the enterment of hisremains until to-morrow. 

Mr. Crockett then moved the appointment of a committee to 
wait upon His Excellency, the Governor, and extend to him an 
invitation to join thetwo Houses, during the performance of 
the ceremonies of the occasion. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Crockett, Johnson and Coles 
to compose the committee, who retired, and after a short time, 
returned, accompanied by His Excellency, the Governor, and 
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geuite, who were announced at the door of the Hall, and invited 
to seats within the bar of the same. 

The Honorable Senate now appeared, headed by their Pres- 
ident, who was invitedto a seat on the right of the Speaker, 
and Senators to seats prepared for them. 

The roll of the two Houses were then successively called, 
and a pa of each found to be present. 

The Speaker of the House then arose and announced the ob 
ject of the joint session; and directed the Marshal’s to form 
the procession in accordance with the programme. : 

The procession having been formed, repaired to the house of 
N. C. Raymond, Esq., where they received the remains of the 
late General Edward Burleson, with which they returned to the 
Hail of the House of Representatives. The body being arranged 
in an appropriate pe in front of the Speaker’s stand, 


The Chaplain of the day, by request, offered up an ap- 
propriate fe 
After which, the Honorable Guy M. Bryan, who had been 


chosen Orator of the Day, arose and delivered the following ad- 


dress: 
EULOGIUM OF MR. BRYAN. 

The two Houses being in joint session, Mr. Guy M. Bryan 
delivered the following eulogium upon the character and ser- 
vices of the deceased: 

Mr. President and Mr. Speaker, 
Senators and Representatives: 


Itis right when a benefactor dies that his country should 
mourn him; that his memory should be honored, his good 
deeds recounted, and his virtues cherished by the living. One 
of the links to the great and glorious past history of the Re- 
public of Texas is broken. The chivalrous soldier, the honest 
statesman, and the coop max, 7s no more. The grave will soon 
shroud from our view forever, the mortal remains of Gen. Eb- 
WARD Beriesox., But his good deeds, his virtues, and his char- 
acter are immortal, they cannot die; they live with us, will 
live with our children’s children, and future ages will love to 
cherish them, and point to the pages on hich they shall be 
registered as a the brightestin the history of our country— 
the protecting shield to his name on earth, as they have been 
his credentials to Heaven. 


In consequence of the very brief time that I have had to 


prepare these remarks, I have been able to collect but few facts 
in relation to General Burleson’s early life. ` 
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General Burleson was borne in Buncombe county, North Car. 
clina; he was married at the early age of sixteen, emigrated 
trom Tipton county, Tennessee, in May, 1831, to Texas. He 
died on vesterday, (26th December. ) thirty minutes past sey- 
en o'clock, a. m. aged ftty-three years. 

Shortly after his arrival in Texas, he removed near the Col- 

rado river, onike frentier of Austin’s colony, where for ma- 
uy years he was the rallying point for the scattered settlers 
wneu attacked by tue merciless savage. His name not only 
inspired contidence in the minds of the hardy pioneer, but wes 
a sound of terror to the Indian; always ready to seize his rifle 
and rush te the-aid of the heipless, he became among those 
hardy sens of the forest, the chosen chieftain in their many 
bloody battles. i: was here that he obtained that experience 
in command whieh fitted him afterwards to lead and direct the 
armies of Texas during her eventful revolution. In the fall of 
1835, he was among the trst to ubey the call of the people of 
Gonzales, after thev had beaten back the advance of Cos, and 
made their town forever memorable, as the Lexington of Texas. 
He earnestly commenced organizing the assembling volunteers 
as they came in at this point; this ‘he found no easy task, on 
account of the reluctance on the part of the men to subiait to 
any kind of military restraint. Through his exertions and the 
efforts of others, sumething like deseipline was being establish- 
ed, when all his eflorts were near being frustrated, by dissen- 
tions springing up in the midst of the camp, as to who 
should commana. 

In this crisis, entirely forgetful of himself, and mindful on- 
lv of the interest of his country, he, in conjunction with others, 
dispatched an express to San Felipe de Austin, with an earnest 
appeal to Stephen F. Austin, (who was then chairman of the 
Central Conmmittee of Safety,) to hasten to camp and take com- 
mand of the army. Though worne down with disease, contract- 
ed in the dungeons of Mexico, Austin obeyed the eall. Upon 
‘his arrival at camp, he was chosen by acclamation to the chief 
command, and Burleson was elected senoir Colonel. Austin and 
Burleson were now the chief pillars of that little army, upon 
which the hopes of freedom and the destiny of Texas were sus- 
pended, each entertaining the fullest confidence in the other— 
they determined in council to march with their four hundred 
men, illy provided with the necessaries of life, undisciplined, 
and without artillery, upon a force four times’ their number, 
strongly fortified within a walled town and strong fort, with all 
the paraphernalia of war. They first met the enemy at the Sa- 
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lado, where after a brief, but triumphant struggle, they beat 
them back. Again and again they met the enemy, and with the 
same result, and finally, drove them within the very walls of 
the Alamo and San Antonio. In the absence of artillery, they 
were compelled to encamp beneath the walls and await the pro- 
gress_of events. Each week produced aseries of brilliant feats 
at arms, worthy of the best days of chivalry,in which Burleson 
bore a conspicious part; among the most prominent of these, is 
the “Grass Fight,” where Mexicans never fought better, and 
balls never fell thicker. Burleson, by his rank, commanded, 
and was seen everywhere in the hottest of the fight, cheering 
on his men, reminding them of their past deeds, and the great 
prize for which they were fighting—the freedom of Teras. 

The consultation inthe mean time had met at San Felipe; 
they looked around them and trembled for Texas, in the absence 
of all the resources essential for theprosecution of war. They 
must have a Franklin to send to their fatherland; all eyes were 
turned upon Austin; he was entreated by that body to leave 
the field of glory forthe more peaceful, but important one of com- 
missioner to the United States, to procure men, money, provis- 
ions and munitions of war. Hver willing to serve where he 
could do most good, he obeyed the call, satisfied that the ip- 
terests of his country were safe in the hands of his old friend 
and fellow-soldier, Col. Burleson. “The command thus devolved 
upon Burleson, placing him in the most painfully responsible 
position. He continued the seige until a favorable opportunity 
offered for storming the town. Entering into the views of the 
gallant and lamented Milam, it was agreed that Milam should 
beat up for volunteers to storm, while he with the remainin 
force would act as a corps of weserve, protect Milam’s rear, an 
furnish such aid as cireumstances should require. The town 
was stormed and taken—the fort surrendered, and Cos, with his 
whole force, was captured. With that clemency and benevo- 
lence which characterized his every act, General Burleson con- 
sented to parole Cos and his men, furnishing them with means 
toreturn to Mexico. Inthe spring of the following year, he 
was again called to the field to meet Santa Anna. Gen. Hous- 
ton, in the mean time had been appointed tothe chief command. 
They met at Gonzales, arid commenced the organization of that 
spartan band, who had there agreed to dispute the passage 
with the conqueror of Mexico. The Alamahadfalien. Travis 
and his noble band had there built the funeral pile of Mexican 
tyrranny in Texas, and upon it had offered up their lives as a 
sacrifice to the freedom of their country. This dreadful blow 
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struck terror into the stoutesthearts. Al Texas was in mourning; 
and with the fall of Fannin. for a time, hope almost fled the 
country. It was then that Houston and Burleson, and their 
worthy associates, experienced that deep sickness of soul which 
Washington felt when retreating with his handfull of rag- 
ged soldiers before superior numbers of the enemy, through 
the State of New Jersey. That black nightof reverse was but 
the darkest hour before dav—for the sun of Texian vietory had 
not set, but only for a brief time waned. It rose triumphant 
over all clonds. and on the plains of San Jacinto. lighted Bur- 
leson and Texas to freedom and renown. 

After the battle of San Jacinto and capture of Santa Anna, 
General Houston dispatehec Burleson with part of his regiment 
to watch the retreat of the enemy ont of the country. From 
this time until he was elected Vice President, he was constant 
lw inthe field. He was in command of the regular army in the 
Cherokee war, where his usual good sense. experience and val- 
or made him conspicuous among the chosen men of Texas.— 
When Vasques and Wall invaded the country, he was among 
the first to hasten to the frontier. When the Comanches, like 
an avalanche rnshed down from their mountain homes, sweep- 
ingevorything before them. even burning the very towns upon 
our coast. Genera: Burleson was the first to raise the alarm, and 
rush tothe recue. He met and defeated the Indians in a 
pitched battle at Plum Creek. 

During the Mexican war, when General Taylor called upon 
Texas for volunteers, Burleson was among the first to respond. 
And the Rio Grande and the heights of Monterey attest his 
patriotism and valer. 

‘t The hero of thirty battles, he was never known to retreat.” 
Brave without rashness, cautious without timidity, benevolent 
without weakness, he was the friend uf the vanquished, as he 
was the terror of the enemy. But, it was not only asa soldier 
that General Burleson was conspicuous; he shone in the more 
peaceful walks of life. Asa statesman, he long held a promi- 
nent position in Texas. As the Vice President of Texas, as s 
candidate for the Presidency, asa Senator of the Legislature 
of the State since annexation, in ail these positions he has been 
remarkable for his good sense, his honesty, his purity and his 
humility. No one who had so filled the public eye, could have 
worn honors more meekly than General Burleson. He was 4 
man of softness and delicacy of feeling. He was as kind and 
gentle in his family, and in his intercourse w:th his fellow-men, 
as the most modest, benevolent and humane man could be.— 
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He was a Free Mason and a Christian, and carried indo his pri- 
vate and public lite the practical exemplitications of the pure 
and ennobling doctrines therein taught. Ile was a good man, 
and as such we revere him. Ie was a patriot, and as such we 
Jove him. He was a benefactor, and for this we praise him.— 
He died as he had lived, in the aruice of his coun- 
try. Ile has gone to his Creator who will reward him—that 
mighty Gud, who by this act admonishes us of our frailty— 
“what shadows we are, and what shadows we pursue.” A few 
days since and he was amongst us, strong and in robust 
health, Behold himnow! There he is, coid end Hteless, with 
no ear to hear, no mouth to speak'to the loved ones who throng 
around him. Old friend of my uncle—my own friend—the 
friend of ‘Texas, fare-thee-well! “ Your body is buried in 
peace, but your name liveth evermore.” 

Associates, Senators and Representatives, let this practical 
lesson teach us what we are; that though 

/ “We sit within the Halls of State, 

Or mount the Monarch’s throne ; 
Our names are lauded to the skies, 
Yet earth is not our home; 
We soon must leave the joys of earth 
To wither, droop, and die ; 
Our grandeur, titles, wealth and power, 
Must in the cold grave lie.” ; 

A committee, representing the Austin Masonic Lodge, then 
took charge of the body of the deceased. 

The honorable Senate retired to their Chamber. 

On motion of Mr. Hartly, the printing one thousand copies 
of the proceedings of yesterday and to-day, in pamphlet form, 
including the several addresses delivered on the occasion, was 
ordered. a 

On motion, the House adjourned until 9 o'cloek, Monday 
morning.

That the said Denjamin R. Milam, in his lifetime, in virtue 
of the colonization law of the 24th March, 1825, and a special 
orant of? the Executive of Coahuila and Texas, dated 12th of 
January, 1826, became invested with all the rights of an Em- 
presario; and while thus acting, did introduce as settlers, with- 


in the limits of his colony, forty-one families and twelve single 
men, all of whom obtained titles to land; 

That in virtue of a special grant from the Supreme Executive 
of Mexico, dated March th, 1826, Gen. Arthur G. Wavel be- 
came Ukewise invested with the rights ofan Empresario within 
the rescreed tienty border leaqucs on Red River, commencing

Your committee on Private Land Claims have duly consid- 
ered the petition of Walter Barclay and bill for his relief. Tt 
appesrs from the statementof the Honorable N. B. Chariton 
of Tyler county, that Mr. Barclay received a patent for his 
headright upon land which was at the time supposed to be va- 
cant, and which the Commissioner of the General Land Office 
also supposed to be vacant, or he would not have issued: to him 
a patent. Ata date subsequent to his patent, an older grantee 
caine and established his right before the judicial tribunals of 
the State to the land patented to Mr. Barclay. 

They have also considered the petitition of J. D. Cordova, 
who labors under the seme inconvenience with regard to a 
tract of land patented to him upon a previous grant made to 
Jobn A. Veatch. 

The relief asked for, your committee consider justly due to 
the petitioners; becauseit is evident to them that the petition- 
ers believed they were taking land entirely vacant; they are, 
moreover, by the character of their claims, entitled to satisfy 
them upon public domain. : 

The principle being clearly established, (both in the coloniza- 
tion law of the 24th March, 1823, and in 38th seetion of the 
land law of December 14th, 1837, Hartly’s digest, art. 1874,). 
that whentwo titles are granted for the same piece of land; of 
when the boundary of different titled surveys conflict with each 
other, that the party wha has his title of subsequent date, may 
upon proper showing, etc., have his former title canceled, and’ 
a new order issued for his quantum of land; and only requir-.

To the Hon. D. C. Dicxsoy, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

The select joint committee to whom was referred the report 
of William E Bourland and James B. Miller, commissioners un- 
der the act of the Honorable Legislature, approved Sth Febru- 
ary, 1850, entitled an act to provide for the investigation of 
land titles in certain counties therein mentioned,” beg leave 
to submit the following report: 

They have been assiduously engaged up to the present time 
in a careful examination of the report of said Commissioners, 
together with the original title papers, or their copies; also the 
Sey and evidence SCY ne respective claims.— - 

hese claims appear to be of various kinds, a succinctstatement 
of the nature of which will herein be made. The committee 
would remark at the outset that the Commissioners do. not ap- 
pear.to have always held theiz sessions together, nor always at 
the time prescribed by Jaw, but they do not deem thig depar- 
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ture from the law as important so far as the facts are concern- 
ed, as ali the testimony in each case was taken before one dr 
other Commissioner, and strictly examined by your committee. 
All of the lands presented, are situated if that région, which, 
under the government of Spain, was called the “colony of New 
Santander.” ‘This subsequently fell into the State of Tamanli- 
pas, and still more recently that part which falls east of the Rio 
Grande, became a part of the State of Texas: The most an- 
cient titles which have come under our consideration are the 
“ porcion ” grants. Several years prior to the year 1767, the 
colony of New Santander had been planted. At that time, the 
Viceroy then governing New Spain, sent to the colony two 
Commissioners with powers to divide the same into convenient 
districts or jurisdictions,» assign them limits and bounds, to 
cause the lands to besurveyed and apportioned, to adjudicate 
to each settler his porcion or headright, and generally to orgari- 
ize said towns and jurisdictions. Inthe same year the Gommis- 
sioners carried their powers into effect, causing the different 
towns to elect, among other officers, two surveyors to acb in 
conjunction with two others appointed on part of the Crown; 
and these surveyors according to instructions, immediately pro- 
ceeded to survey as many porcions as there were colonists en- 
titled to headrights. The porciones have a narrow front upon 
gome water course and run back for quantity. They contain 
one league anda fraction. Upon the return of the field notes, 
an adjudication or assignment was made to each colonist of his 
particular porcion, and a decree to that effect entered upon re- 
cord. A copy of the proceedings thus far was sent to the Vice- 
roy for his approval, and in the following year (1768) he ap- 
proved the same. Each colonist was then put in judicial pos- 
session. of his porcion, and a decree to that effect entered upon 
record. Notitleseems ever to have been issued or déemeil 
necessary by the Spanish or Mexican Governmmets or the par- 
ties. These porcions lie contiguous upon the Rio Grande and 
appear generally to be well populated. 


Of another class.of titles, are those issued by Spain upon the ` 


application of the party. These are situated back of, and on 
the Rio Grande, sometimes embracing a few leagues and some- 
times many. The largest claim under consideration amounted. 
to one hundred and six and one balf leagues. The mode of ac- 
quiring this kind of title was in the first place by application or 
denouncement, whereupon the land was ordered to be and was 
inspected as to quality, surveyed, appraised andsold at public 
auction, and having regularly passed through the appropriate 
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departments of the colony, and also of the Intendency of San 
Lonis Potosi, and declared in due form. The Intendent of 
that province would issnea title to the applicant, and alsoa 
commission to some person in authority to put him im judicial 
possession of the same. This act of possession made the title 
perfect, excepi as to subsequent conditions. Many titles were 
so perfected, but others had not advanced to that state at the 
time of the overthrow of the dominion of Spain. Some of these, 
however, were confirmed by the State of Tamanlipa, and others 
reapplied for under the new government. The third class of 
titles coming under our notice, are those issued by the State of 
Tamaulipas. The form and manner of proceeding to get these 
out, is similar to that of the foregoing class. The ownership of 
the soil had passed trom the Crown to the State, the Guvernor 
issued the titles, and the Alcalde of that jurisdiction wherein 
the tract iay was invariably commissioned to put the party in 
judicial possession. These, like the preceaing, were at the 
breaking out of the Texan revolution, some completed and some 
not. The second day of March, 1536, found some of them 
passed throngh every formula but the last of possession, while 
others were but begun. It is true that the parties carried their 
titles through the regular process in Tamaulipas. 

The committee has endeavored in the forexoing. to make a 
concise statement and classification of all the various kinds of 
titles brought under its consideration. It will be perceived 
that these tities may be formed into two grand divisions, the 
perfect and the imperfect. And the imperfect class may be 
again. into the pertectable and those net so. By perfectalle, it 
is to be understood those “which would have been perfected 
undee the laws, usages and customs of the government under 
which they originated, had its suvereiznty over the same not 

ssed to aud been vested in the Repullic of Texas.” In ma- 

cing, their report, the Com nittee Lave been compelled to 
decide for themselves the following questions: Was there an 
oa grant or title foundedin good faith? Was it perfect. 
and if so, were its conditions subsequently complied with‘— 
if imperfect, was it perfectable/ Has the party claiming, con- 
tinued to possess the same, except when forced to abandon for 
good cause? (Such as incursion of Indians, etc.) Did theap- 
plicant erect fixed improvements, such as houses or jacals, fen- 
ces, ete. t 

Some cases came before the committee upon which they 
vould not decide affirmatively, according to the rules as laid 
down, these, the committee have passed over, not wishing to 
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prejudice the right of any citizen before the courts of the coun- 


There are, also, other cases which were presented upom the 
merits of the title alone. Without any testimony, they ‘appear 
tobe genuine [eile > but as they not did comply with the requisi- 
tions as laid down by the committee or the law, they too are 
passed without any expressionof opinion. But where the com- 
mittee have been able to decide cach of these questions affirma- 
tively, they have reported the claim favorably. Therefore, 
bearing in mind, the law of the 8th of February, 1850, consti- 
tuting said board; endeavoring to carry it into effect in letter and 
spirit: believing, moreover, that theState will be doing sheer 
justice to thousands of her citizens, ardund whom, heretofore, 
she has been unable to cast the arm of protection, we report 
the accompanying bill to confirm certain titles therein set forth, 
- and urgently recommend its passage. i

Your cummittee on Private Land Claims have had before 
them the petition of Elizabeth Flack. Eliza McMahan and Wm. 
S, [fendrick, claiming as the heirs of W. S. Hendrick, deceased, 
of Brazoria county, the league and labor of land to which their 
father was entitled as a resident citizen of Texas at the date of 
the declaration of independence, and by his continual residence 
in Texas up tu the date of his death, which occurred in 1838, 
in Brazoria county. ° 

Tt appears, by reference to the list of head-rights granted in 
Brazoria county, and recommended by the Investigating Board 
vf Land Commissioners, that Sarah Hendrick, the wife or widuw 
of said W.S. Hendrick, received a certificate for a league and 
jabor of land. It is suggested to your committee that Mrs. 
Hendrick was a widow, and the head of a family resident citi- 
zens of Texas at the time Mr. Hendrick was married to her; and 
that the certificate for one league and labor of land which was 
issued to her as Sarah Hendrick, was issued to her in her own 
right, or in the right of her former husband, whom it stated was 
a resident citizen—with her, citizens of Texas at the date of the 
declaration of independence. 

No sufficient evidence of these facts is placed before your 
committee, to enable them to act conclusively upon the prayer 
of petitioners, and it cannot be had in season for this Legi 
lature. 

Your committee deeming it highly probable that such is the 
condition of the claims of Hendriek’s heirs; for if Hendricks 
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martied a widow who was the head of'a family, he was never- 
theless, it is believed, entitled under the 22d séctidn of the Jand 
law of December 14th, 1837, (Hart. Dig. 1859,) tò a league and 
labor as the head of a family, proyided he should have contri- 
buted to the support and defence ofthe country; the provision, 
that the additional quantity of two-thirds ofa league should not 
be allowed to any whose wife had previously received a league 
of land, applying only in cases where the league of land to 
which the husband was entitled ag the head of a family, or as 
a colonist of some colony, had been granted to the wife in place 
of the true head of the fantily—at least such being the construc- 
tion placed upon the law; and your‘committee, being desirous 
of affording relief to the parties earlier than it could be obtained 
from the next Legislature, have framed the accompanying bill, 
giving them the right to bring suit in the District Court of Bra- 
zoria county; where, if they have the rights they assert, it is 
presumed they will be able to obtain them.

The joint committee to whom were referred that part of the 
Governor's annual message and his special message, transmitting 
the report of the Attorney-General and accompanying docu- 
ments which relate to the difficulties in Peters’ colony; and also 
the memorial of the trustees of the Texas Emigration and land 
company, who represent the interest acquired by the several 
contracts made with W. S. Peters and others, have given the 
subject the fullest consideration, and the undersigned have been 
instructed to submit to both branches of the Legislature, the fol- 
lowing report : 

The first law upon the subject was approved 4th February, 
1841, (Hartly’s Digest, Article 2005) the second on the 16th 
January, 1843, (ib. art. 2103.) The contracts bear date respect- 
ively the 30th August, 1841, Novermber 9th, 1841, the 26th 
July, 1842, and January, 1843. 

The subsequent laws on the subject were passed at the third 
session of the Legislature of the State of Texas, Vol. 3d, chapter 
51, part 1, page d1; part 2d, chapter 38, page 38; part 3d, chap- 
ter 16, page 16, Harily’s Digest, article 2229, et seq. for the first 

aw. 

Your committee do not feel called upon to express an opinion 
as to the legal construction of these several acts and contracts, 
or of the legal and equitable rigi#® of the contractors, the colo- 
* nists, or the State, growing out of them. They refer to the re- 
port of the Attorney-General for the history of the litigation 
which is already involved, and which they are advised must ne- 
cessarily be protracted many years unless some amicable adjust- 
ment of the difficulties can be made. 

The facts and proofs ascertained from the office of the Seere- 
tary of State, and from the trustees agent of the contractors, 
and from the special commissioner appointed under the act of 
1850, Col. The’s. Wm. Ward, are as follows : ae 
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First. The several contracts hereinbefore referred to, a copy 
of which accompanies this report, marked (A ). ; 

Secondly. In proof that the sentractors had tully complied 
with every condition of their contracts, they submitted to the 
strictest examination of your committee, the various books, 
certificates, papers, maps,"plats, field nates of surveys, and other 
evidences. ‘These are most systematically arranged and extend- 
ing ene the several years of their colonial labors, The great 
mass of their evidence cannot be detailed in a report. The 
principle facts are as follows: ; 

' First. As to the number introduced during the colonial years 
1844 and 1845. These proofs are: 

First. Exhibits, properly authenticated by the oaths of the 
agent or agents of the contractors, to the effect, that previous to 

‘the Ist day of July, 1844, there were introduced and settled 
within the limits of said colony, 197 families, 184 single men, 
482 children and 29 slaves, and that 305 cabins were built; also 
that the emigrants had 286 rifles, 35 muskets and shot guns, 2544 
pounds of powder and 566 pounds of lead ; that between the Ist 
day July, 1844, and the 1st day of July, 1845, there were intro- 
duced and settled within said colony, 221 families, 221 single 
men and 609 children, and that 367 cabins were erected. 

These exhibits are accompanied by a certificate, to which are 
attached the originalysignatures of 400 emigrants, certifying 
that they, each individually emigrated to the Republic'of Texas, 
and settled within said colony, between the first days of July, 
1844, and 1845; that they emigrated to said Republic and were 
introduced into said colony under the auspices and inducements 
of the grantees of said colony, or their assigns; that they had 
each built a comfortable log cabin, had a good rifle, yauger or 
musket, and that they were bona settlers, and desired by a 
strict compliance on their part with the law in that behalf, made 
and provided, to secure all and singular the benefits accruing 
from the same, which certificate is attested by the oaths of two 
witnesses. 

These various proofs were all filed in the State Department 
and certificates of the principle facts therein contained were fur- 
nished by the Secretary of State to the agents of the contractors, 
and were by*them exhibited to your committee, 

These evidences of the fulfilment of the contracts for the years 
1844 and 1845, are further supported by corroborating testimo- 
ny. : : 

First. By a certificate containing the original signatures of 
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142 emigrants, to the same purport as the certificates of the 400 
colonists before referred to. > -~ oS 

Secondly. By seven certifigates under the oaths of citizens of 
Texas, and containing together the names of 400 persons, includ- 
ing all, or nearly all of the families and single men settled and 
returned as aforesaid, for the year 1844; and declaring under 
the oaths of the snbscribing witnesses, that the persons whose 
names appear thereon had, under the auspices and inducements 
of the grantees of said colony, emigrated to the Republic of 
Texas, and were settled within the limits of said colony prior to 
the first day of July," A. D, 1844. 

Thirdly. By other certificates made and authenticated in the 
manner and form required by the Government of Texas, which 
is particularly described in detail in the fourth contract, namely, 
viz: by certificates made under oaths, and certified by some 
person qualified by the laws of Texas to adininister an oath. See 
copy, of the contracts marked (A 1) p. 18, line 7, et seq. 

These certificates are made by persons, citizens of the State of 

Texas, residing in said colony, and known to the officer certify- 
ingthereto, who, under oath declare, that they were enabled and 
qualified to make the same by aetual observation, and having 
personally witnessed, seen and known the facts and matters 
‘and things therein, set forth. By these certificates the families 
and single men whose names are returned to the Secretary of 
State as aforesaid, are again proven to have been introduced 
and settled in said colony, asin said returns set forth, 

Fourthly. By various books or schedules containing the names 
of the colonists, the discription of the land they settled upon, 
or claimed by virtue of k emigration to, and settlement 
within said colony ; the number of their cabins, children, slaves, 
guns and ammunition, time of their settlement in the colony, 
and the name of the State or county from which they ee 
are sworn to in the most positive manner, by persons who declare 
that they had witnessed, seen and known the facts stated by 
them, and had personally visited the residences of the colonists 
named in said schedules, which oaths are certified to by the 
proper authorities of Texas, stating that the affiants were well 
known to them. e 

Second. Asto the number introduced since the first of July, 
1844, other than those returned to the Secretary Of State. 

The proofs for the years 1846, 1847 and 1848, are in about 
seventy certificates and gehedales of the same tenor and pur 
port as those last mentioned and described, all sworn to and sub- 
scribed by two witnesses and officially certified by proper officers. 
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These certificates and schedules show that for the year 1845, 
there were proven in addition ‘to the number of emigrants 
returned to the Seeretary of State, for that colonial year, 120 
families and:48 single men, 122 children and 61 slaves; the 
erection of 117 cabins, and that the colonists had 361 guns and 
87,250 rounds of ammunition. 

_ That for the colonial year ending July, 1846, there were set- 
tled in the colony, 415 families, 263 single men, 1,099 children 
and 66 slaves; that 564 cabins were built, and the settlers had 
593 guns and 62,355 rounds of amunition, . 

That during the year ending 1st July, 1847, there were intro- 
duced 228 families, 191 single men, 527 children and 34 slaves; 
and ereeted 267 cabins,and that the emigrants had 299 guns and 
28,150‘rounds of amunition. 

That during the year ending Ist July, 1848, at which time 
the contract expired, there were settled and introduced 230 
families, 215 single men, 455 children and 16 slaves; and 
erected 447 cabins; and the emigrants had 382 guns and 35,480 
rounds of amunition. Thus making the whole number of emi- 
grants introduced and settled between the dates of the first con- 
tract, and the first day of July, 1848, equal to 1,936 families. 

Thé Commissioner, Thomas Wm. Ward, appointed under the 
act of January, 1850, has proven that a number of families and 
single men equal to about 1,500, settled in the country as colo- 
nists, and were residing within the colony at the date of the 
assage of this act. These, of course, were exclusive of all who 
had been introduced into the colony and left it; and of all who 
had died and had no legal representatives residing in the coun- 
try; and of a number who, as stated by Col. Ward, from vari- 
ous motives refused to make their proofs before him. 

' By comparing the books of the special commissioner, with 
the books of the contractors, their appears to have been proven 
prior to the first day of last April, by Col. Ward, 179 families 
and 180 single men, equal to 269 families not found upon the 
books of the contractors. Tf these families be added to the num- 
ber proven by the contractors themselves, it will appear that 
the contractors claim that there actually were introduced and 
settled within the limits of Peters’ colony, between’ the fourth 
day of February, 1841, and the first day of July, 1848, no less 
than 2,205 families. : 

The annexed schedule will show that during the same time 
they had introduced 3,294 children and 206 slaves, and the co- 
lonists had 1,956 puns, 163,235 rounds of amunition, 2544 
pounds of powder and’ 566 pounds of lead. By this schedule 
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is also shown, that during the time before specified, the con- 
traciors claim to have introduced not less than eight thousand 
souls, a number little less than one fourteenth of the whole po- 
pulation of the State of Texas at the time these contracts termi- 
nated. 

Maultifarious and extensive as these proofs are, and embracing 
in their details, repetition and affidavits of many persons, fre- 
quently relating to but one colonist, it might be supposed that 
they were entangled together, and little better than a confused 
mass of facts ad testimony, but this is not the case. By the 
arrangement which is introduced throughout this business, we 
are enabled to trace each and every colonist through the various 
kinds of proof which has been collected concerning him. In 
their books the names of the colonists are alphabetically ar- 
ranged: the land claimed or settled upon by the colonist is 
shown opposite his name, also the cabins he has built, the num- 
ber of his children, male and female, his slaves, gnns and amu- 
nitiun, the time he settled in the colony and upon his section, 
the State he emigrated from, and the names of persons, who 
iz various certificates have testified to his introduction and set- 
flement. ‘Tu these are added, references to the various pa 
&¢., containing more particularly the proofs relating to the 
immigrants and their colonizatiun. Indeed so perfect is the dis- 
position of every thing connected with this colonial evidence, 
that it seems the contractors have nothing to hide, but trust en- 
tirerv and alone to a full and perfect expose of their affairs. 

Of the survers, maps, plats, &c., we have made but a cursory 
uxataination, vet enongh to show that the efforts have been 
made in sufficient time and quantity to settle the colonists as - 
ther were introduced. The surveys show to have been made 
upon the plan adopted by the United States in surveying her 
public lands, Ly forming ranges of townships, six miles square, 
and dividing them into 36 sections, 640 acres each. The field 
nutes are made out in accordance with the same system, and all 
the estimates are expressed in them by both chains and varras. 
The maps show by their minute details evidences of great acet- 
racy in the field and remarkable care and precision in the sur- 
veyors and assistants. 

The great expenses incurred by the contractors in carrying 
at their enterprize. may be rom dane by examining their 
maps of surveys, and their many books of the corresponding field 
notes, and were anything wanting to show their industry and 
prodigality of means, they might point to the vast array of tes- 
timony and proofs in their possession, and which in this report 
we have but feebly described. 
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It is but justice to say that in the examination of these cer- 
tificates, hooks, papers, maps, &c., &¢., We were promptly met 
by the agent of the contractors, Mr. Henry O. Hedeooxe, and 
readily furnished by him with every document in his possession, 
and all the information we required relative to his colonial busi- 
ness. 

If these proofs be deemed sufficient by the legislature to es- 
tablish a fullfilment on the part of the contractors and their 
assigns with the conditions of their contracts, which it is not for 
your committee to decide, justice requires a performance of 
the obligations imposed upon the State. A liberal compliance 
with the contracts and laws under the present circumstances, 
would be attended with great difficulty and tedious litigation. 

The contracts, and the laws upon which they are based, com- 
template, that the contractors should receive a patent for a sec- 
tion of land, for every family introduced and settled within the 
colony, to include the colonists’ improvements; out of which, 
they should convey to the colonists not less than half a section 
under the first contract, and a quarter of a section under the 
second, and that the contractors should receive ten sections as 
premiums for every hundred families introduced. 

To any voluntary donation made by the State to the colonist, 
of a greater quantity of land than they were authorised to re- 
ceive by the terms of their immigration, the contractors have no 
just right to complain, provided such grants do not interfere 
with what they claim as previously vested rights. But the act 
of 21st January, 1850, provides for giving these identical lands 
to the colonists, and the.amendatory acts only increase the 
amount of litigation which must grow out of these controver- 
sies. The contractors admit that the first class of immigrants 
to the number of 289 families have a claim ow them for an en- 
tire section each family, under the terms of their immigration, 
but they promised no more than half a section to each family 
under the last contract. 

As the act of 1850 expressly reserves the rights of the con- 
tractors, even should the injunction obtained by the trustees, 
and mentioned by the Attorney General in his report, be dis- 
solved, it is manifest that every colonist who should obtain his 
patent would be subject to harrassing litigation. 

Whether such patents would come within the decision of the 
Supreme Court in regard to Galveston Island, is a matter about 
which eyery member of the legislature can as well judge as 
your committee. Itis enough that the subject involves tedious 
and expensive law suits; that it leaves every man’s tenure with- 
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in the limits of a large district of country unsettled, and that im- 
provements in this-country are consequently retarded. It 3s also 
certain that the eolenists and the contractors are alike azxious 
for a compromise, amd final adjustment of this matter; and 
every branch of the government which has spoken on the sub- 
ject has expressed a similar anxiety. 

The representatives of the contractors, although Sain a 
strict compliance on the part of the State, and insisting that 
they are entitled to the identical Jands covenanted to be given 
them upon their giving proper assurances to observe their stip- 
ulations with the colonists, have, nevertheless, expressed a will- 
ingness to relinquish all claims in favor of the State and the 
n and to receive in Jieu thereof an equivalent in other 

ands. 

The contracts stipulated for the survey by the contractors of 
the alternate sections, and the reservation thereof, for the use 
of the government. If these sections were at this time vacant, 
the diftculty of adjusting the matter would be lessened, as they 
might be taken by the contractors in lieu of those they may re- 
linguish. But the sapplementary act of 6th September, 1850, 
t chap. 38, p. 38, ) declares, “that the certiticates issued by the 
commissioner of Peters’ colony may be located on any vacant 
land within the limits of said colony, not otherwise appropri- 
ated.as other headright certificates are located. And the same 
laws relating thereto shall govern the surveyors and other ofh- 
cers in the discharge of their official duties in relation to the 
surveying, recording and patenting the same.” 

Under the authority of this act, your committee are advised 
that many of the colonists have located, disregarding the reser- 
vation of the alternate sections, and the premium sections se- 
lected by the contractors, and disregarding the surveys of the 
contractors. 

To wholly avoid these difficulties, and remove all impedi- 
ments out of the way of the colonists, and the State; to finally 
obtain patents for the colonists, and secure them in the peace- 
able possession of the lands they claim, and upon which they 
have made their homes, and to save them effectually from any 
further collision with the contractors, is the wish and desire of 
your committee. To do this, it is necessary for the contractors 
to dismiss the suit against the commissioner of the General Land 
Office, and dissolve that injunction, and generally to suspend 
their claims until the colonists have selected their lands, besides 
relinquishing to the colonists a large amount due and owing to 
said contractors from the colonists for surveying and other fees. 
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-This must 'bẹ attended with great delay and expense to the 
contractors, and would leave them but the refuse lands in the 


bd 


colony, out of whieh to make their selections; and believing that- 


the lands they will relinquish, and the debt they will release 

to the colonists will be of far greater value than the lands they 

must. necessarily be forced to take in lien thereof, it is thought 

oo. ble tq grant to them a larger quantity in acres than they 

wo i oare under strict fulfilment of the contraets. The bill 

herewith reported proyides for a compromise tending to these 
objects. It has been submitted to the agent of the contractors, 
and the 2000 sections of land proposed upon the terms pre- 
scribed in the bill’ have been fom satisfactory to them, pro- 
vided the bill, without material alteration in its details, shall ob- 
tain the sanction of the legislature. After the most mature 
deliberation, your committee are unable to discover how else 
they could obtain the objects they desire. 

In the opinion of your committee, this is not entirely a ques- 
tion of fulfilment on the part of the contractors, desirable as 
it might be to ascertain how far their contracts have been ful- 
filed. Under all the circumstances of the case, this is in fact 
but a secondary consideration, for examine it as we ay, the 
whole subject resolves itself into one point, and the gist of the 
enquiry is this: whether or not these colonists shall be relieved 
from the grevious embarrassment urder which they are so un- 
fortunately placed? and whether they shall be quieted in their 
land titles, and secured in the peaceable possession of their 

“homes and property ? 

The fulfilment of the contracts is a question which might cer- 
tainly be left to the tribunals of the country, but the expense 
and delay consequent npon such a course would be t» these per- 
sons desastrous and ruinous in the extreme; the subject there- 
fore urges itself upon us as a measure of wise State policy, and 
one in which the principles of conciliation and compromise 
should freely enter. The colonists are miserably situated; they 
cannot improve their lands, nor sell them to advantage; they 
are confined to a country they love, but dare not improve.— 
The taxes are unpaid; their county treasuries are impoverished, 
and the State herself is in this respect no small sufferer. In 
short, an extensive and important district of rich and beautiful 
country, settled upon by a hardy, industrious and virtuous po- 
pulation, must inevitably languish for many vears under the 
baneful and withering influences of delayed litigation, unless 
relieved by some measure of adjustment and compromise. 

Under the impression that such a plan can be adopted as will 
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secure to these colonists all that they desire, and at the same 
time render to the State and the contractors equal justice, 
The undersigned, in compliance with the request of your com- 
mittee, have drawn up the accompanying bill, for which they 
ask the favorable consideration of your Honorable body.

Neither justice or 
sound policy requires that jurors should not, as well as other 
public servants. receive an adequate compensation for their ser- 
vices. Their labors and co-operation are as necessary to the 
administration of justice as thatof judges, or district attorneys, 
and they are bound under severe penalties to perform this duty 
whenever legally required; are they not then entitled to com- 
pensation ? 

The committee have not ventured to do more than recom- 
mend a bill which will secure to jurorsa rate of pay equal to 
their actual expenditures. The loss of time which must still 
fall upon them, is a sufficient tax for them to bear.

Your committee, No. 1, on Private Land Claims, to whom 
was referred the petition of the guardian of Maria Louisa and 
Henry Bartleson, the heirs of Peter K. Bartleson, deceased, 
have duly examined into the merit of the several claimsto land 
setup forthem. Itis claimed that they are entitled to one 
league and labor of land as the heirs of Peter K. Bartleson, and 
to another league and labor of land as heirs through their moth- 
er, daughter of Geo. B. Bellows. The petition and testimony 
show that George B. Bellows died in Texas in the year 1831 or 
1832, and also that his daughter died about the same time. His 
widow survived, and afterward, but before the declaration of in- 
dependence, intermarried with Peter K. Bartleson, who being 
on said date the head ofa family, anda resident citizen of Texas, 
was under the Constitution of the Republic of Texas entitled to 
a league and labor of land. These claimants are the children of 
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the latter marriage, and they are, as heirs of Peter K. Bartle- 
son, entitled to his headright league and labor of land. 

The 10th section of the Constitution of the Republic of Tex- 
as is referred to in support of their claims through their moth- 
er, to the league and labor, to which, it is implied, Geo. 
B. Bellows was entitled. It does not, however, appear 
that anyrights to land descended to them through this channel, 
for there is no evidence that Mr. Bellows ever attached him- 
self to any colony, obtained an order of survey, or took any of 
the necessary steps to secure a right to land as a colonist or set- 
tler under the provisions of the colonization laws of Mexico or 
Coahnila and Texas, aud they cannot be entitled to land under 
their mother, for she was not the head of a family at the date 
of the declaration of independence, but, onthe contrary, for on 
that date she constituted the family of their father, through 
whom they derived their right to the land prayed for. Com-

thesame, are not restricted by the 11th article of the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Texas, from having relief afforded to them 
through the Judicial Department of the Government. From 
the showing made by petitioners, though informal, commiuit- 
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tee are inclined to the belief that there is sufficient merit or jus- 
tice in their claims, to entitle them to some provision of law, 
whereby they may be enabled, if they have the rights claimed, 
to ascertain and secure them. Your committee have all along 
entertained the opinion that where the relief sought for, by clai- 
mants for land, could be afforded through any other competent 
channel, it should not be directly granted by the Legislature; 
for amidst the baste, complications and delays of legislation, 
we are equally as liable to do injustice to the State as to indi- 
viduals: but were it expedient that the legislature should grant 
the relief prayed for, in preference to opening to the parties the 
District Courts of the State, the proof is, in these instances, so 
obscure or insufficient, that they do not feel warranted in re- 
commending it to be granted tofhem. Committee would here 
remark thatthe District Courts ofthe State remained opened 
to all persons having claims of this class, until the 90th day of 
March, 1848, Hartley, 2045, 2200, when it was deemed by the 
Legislature unsafe for the interests of the State longer to extend 
the privilege. Itis hardly necessary for them to state that 
they highly concur in the general necessity of this measure; 
yet there are instances where the rights of minors were not rep- 
resented or cared for during the existence of the law allowing 
stits to be brought in the District Courts, and where ignorant, 
incautious or infirm persons have mnconscionsly slept on their 
rights. To this class of claimants there is due much considera- 
tion, and% is to these, where the evidence is not sufficient to 
justify their claims being recommended to the immediate and 
favorable action of the House, your committee desire to afford 
every proper means for the attainment of theirrights. Deem- 
ing it wholly impolitic to recommend any general bill by which 
parties so situated could obtain relief, your committee have 
concluded to report a bill, giving specially to each of the before 
mentioned petitioners the right to sue the State in the District 
Court’of the county where he may best establish his-rights un- 
der the same, or equally safe provisions of the laws heretofore 
inforee.

family, consisting of a widow and 8 children to the country; 
thathe afterwards died, and his family removed in 1885, to 
the State of Alabama, from whence John Watson, the peti- 
tioner, returned in 1848. It further appears, that an adminis- 
trator in 1838, obtained a certificate for one league and labor in 
favor of Jesse Watson, from the board of land Commissioners 
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of Red River, which was subsequently rejected by the Commis- g 
sioners appointed under the act to detect fraudulent land certi- p 
ficates. The claims of the heirs of Jesse Watson donot come ` 
within the provisions of the Constitution of the Republic òf Î 
Texas. Itis provided in that instrument, section 10th, general 
provisions, that heads of families, citizens of Texas, then living : 
therein, shall be entitled, &c., and orphan children, whose pa- f 
rents were entitled to land under the colonization laws of Mex- 
ico, and who now reside in the Republie, shall be entitled ‘5 
é&e. It appears none of the petitioners resided in Texas upon 3 


the date of the Declaration of Independence, and therefore the 

certificate issued to Jesse Watson, was, in the opinion of your 

committee, very properly rejected by the Commissioners ap- ; 
pointed to investigate the land claims of Texas. Were we to j 
attempt to afford relief, or rather to make donations of land _to 

every person, who upon some ground or other might set up 

claims to land in Texas, our broad domain might prove insaf- ; 1 
ficient to satisfy tbeir demand. Cases of apparent hardship 
may be brought forward, but they must be placed in the same 
category with the other misfortunes to which we are liable., It 
is certainly necessary that some rule should be enforced in re- 
gard to claims of this character, and it is conceived by your 
committee, that none better could be adopted than that already 
established by the constitution of the Republic of Texas. Com- 
mittee therefore recommend that the prayer of the petitioner 
be not granted. Cc. B. STEWART, Chairman.

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testimony of these individuals is entitled tu faith and evedit, as 
of the persons or otlicers and soldiers whom they represent 
themselves to he. 

To entitle a volunteer to the benefit of the provisions of the 
land law of December 14th, 157, it is necessary that he should 
have arrived in Texas before the ist day of August, 1386, and

services to the country. Vide Hartley's Digest, article 1565. 
No honorable discharge having been presented in proof of 
the right of decedent; and his name not appearing on the re- 
cord ot the War Donsrunent, uf the Roprblie ef Texas, your 
committee do not consider the cleimants to have made ont a 
i ease worthy of the velie? prayed tur.

The law of this State does not permit aliens to hold real es- 
tate. Thisfeature of the law is one of the few lineaments of 
the feudal system which yet disfigure the face of our statutes ; 
the reason of the law passed away with that system. > _ 

The undersigned, impressed with this view of the matter, 
would have no hesitation in recommending that our land mar- 
ket should be thrown open to all, indiscriminately—alien as 
well as native. The bill under consigeration, however, does 
not go as far as that. It proposes merely, to authorize aliens 
who are residents in the State, and who have declared, under 
oath, their intentions to become citizens of the United States, 
according to the acts of n in such cases made and pro- 
vided, to hold and enjoy real estate. Another section provides 
that aliens who are temporarily in the State, may lease houses, 
&c., for the purposes of th&r business and residence, The com- 
mittee concur in recommending the passage of the bill.

The committee on State Afairs have examined a bill to 
regulate mustang chases. And I am instructed to return the 
bill without amendment, and recommend its passage. 

ii appears that this matter was deemed of so much impor- 
tance by the Mexicans, as to require its regulation by special 
enactment, and ali the representatives from the extreme west, 
with whom the committee have conferred, agree asto the pro- 
priety and necessity of a law of the kind. The country be 
tween the Nueces and Rio Grande is filled with wild horses, or 
mustana, the capture of which gives employment, and is a 
source of profit to a great many citigens of that country; but 
it is also, we are informed by Mr. Bee, a source of great evil. 
Permanent camps, that gentleman informs the committee, are 
established at the various water holes, forthe purpose of cap- 
turing the wild home, which become the resort of the numerous 
runaway peons from the other side of the river, as well as de- 
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serters from the Mexican army, the most of whom are of thé 
lowest class of robbers and assassins. These camps being per- 
manent, are the homes of these people, from which they sally 
out to chase the mustang or plunder the highway. “I know 
some camps,” he continues, ‘which have been permanent for 
the last four yearsgthe individuals living entirely in camp, and 
sending in occasiormlly to buy coffee and bread.” Mr. Hord 
concurs in the above statements. The proposed law will place 
these camps under the eye of the local authorities, and the chiefs 
of the hunting parties will at least be more responsible than 
they noware. It is bad policy to foster, or allow assemblages 
of suspicious and irresponsible persons. No good, but often 
much evil results from it; and therefore the committee deem 
the passage of the bill caleulated to benefit that section of the. 
State where these mustang chases are so frequent, and not 
likely to be objectionable to the citizens of other sections; alk 
of which is respectfully submitted.

Comsirree Room, January 15, 1852. 
To the Hon. D. C. Dickson, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

A majority of the joint committee on Apportionment, upon 
whom has devolved the difficult and important duty of fram- 
ing and presenting a bill apportioning amongst the several 
counties and districts of the State, the members of the legisla- 
ture for the next eight years, beg leave to present the accom- 
panying bili as the best result they have been able to arrive at, 
and recomn:end it to both branches of the legislature, for their 
consideration. 

It is not deemed improper in justification of the action of the 
committee, to add, that they have had many obstacles to en- 
counter in arriving at the probable just estimate of the total 
amount of population contained in the State; and again, in 
some instances in making partition amongst the cpunties ; first, 
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owing to the incompleteness of the returns; and secondly, on 
d account of the inaccuracy of many that have been made. In 
such instances, when error has been manifest, the committee 
i have deemed it a part of their duty to rectify and correct them; 
in others, again, the returns have proved unsatisfactory, but inno 
! instance where itdias not been plain‘from the returns themselves, 
j havethey been changed or interrupted. For howerer com- 

plaints may, or may not be well founded, they have been re- 
garded as remediless under the law, and therefore beyond the 
control of the committee. After a departare from the returns, 
the wisest and only reliance would be upon merely hearsay tes- 
timony; which to say the least, would be uncertain in its effects, 
and in the end prove alike unsatisiactory and unacceptable; 
confusion alone could follow their disrevard in une instance. Such 
would involve for like causes,the unsettlenient and disturbance of 
every return that has been made, and thus defeat the purpose of 
an apportionment by the present legislature altogether. In all 
eases where the return has not come to hand, the committee 
have proceeded, by the best data at their command, to estimate 
the probable amount of population embraced in such counties, 
and assigned them their due proportion of representation as in 
other cases. That such estimates are entircly free irom error, 
it is impossible to assert; but at the same tin:e, the committee 
feel assured that there are none such, as materially to affect the 
equal distribution of representation in the various sections of 
the State. In point of members, the bill contemplates the full 
measure of the Constitution; ninety for the House of Repre- 
sentatives and thirty-three fur the Senate. ‘There existed great 
doubt in the minds of many of the committee as to the proprie- 
3 ty of so great anincrease. But the action of House has been 
regarded as imperative in favor of that number, and the bill 
has been framed in conformity with its instructions. Notwith- 
standing the most earnest endeavors. it has proved impos- 
sible in every instance to give all of the counties what may be 
considered the entire amount of their rights; but the opinion is 
confidently entertained, that the bill approximates as nearly to 
the principles of equality and justice as any that can be framed 
under a fixed, or perhaps any other basis. Certain it is that 
neither of the grand divisions of the State can have any room 
for serious complaint. The first Congressional District having 
the majority of representative population, has been granted 
the ascendency in the House, and to the second with a small ex- 
cess in the electoral, the preponderance has been yielded inthe 
Senate. The more scrupulous observance has been paid to this, 
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that all cause of sectional strife and contention may be avoided. 
It is not believed that any section can greatly complain of in- 
equality; however, there must be in this, as under every other 


plan that can be proposed, occasional instances wherein there ` 


would seem to be cause for complaint. This has been found to 
be unavoidable, although the attempt has been made in every 
case where it has been found practicable, to give a correspond- 
ing advantage in one branch, where a sacrafice has necessarily 
been imposed in the other, and if at all times this has not been 
afforded, the fault rests not so much with the committee as up- 
on the peculiar position of the counties with which such irregu- 
larity may be alleged to exist.

The Special committee, appointed to examine and report up- 
on the conditiva or the Adjutant General's office, beg leave re- 
spectfully to submit the following, as the result of their investi- 
gation and subsequent deliberation. They representthat they 
have discharged their important duties, as far as practicable, 
and submit herewith a statement, exhibiting the number of 
boundy, donation and headright certificates issued to admvistis- 
trators on deceased soldier's estates. The committee cannot re- 
frain from expressing their regret, that a law had not previous- 
ly been passed, preventing the issuing of certificates to admin- 
istrators, fur, by an examination of the exhibit accompanying 
this report, it will be seen that there are persons within the 
borders of our State, who have made the misfortunes of the de- 
fenders of our soil, a source of speculation, and of pecuniary 

profit to themselves, and to some extent defeated the object of 
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the State’s bounty, by depriving theheirsof the property given < 
for their forefather’s services. ‘That this will meet the reproba- « 
tion of every intelligent and honest citizen, cannot for amoment ` 
be doubted; and that every effort will be made, and every measure 
adopted to defeat such unworthy motives, the past action of 
this legislature, and the manifest views and feelings of its mem- 
bers are a sufficient guarantee. It will be seen from the exhib- 
it, that over four hundred thousand aeres of this species of prop- 
erty have passed into the hands of speculators; and the mevi- 

. table conclusion must be, at the expense of the heirs. The com- 
mittee are compelled to notice the want of sufficient means or 
conveniences to protect and preserve the paperg and books in 
that office, and in view of the great importance to the country 
that the archives of this office should be effectually preserved, 
we reconmend such an appropriation for this purpose as may 
be deemed necessary by the legislature, And they would 
further represent that the books gontainthg, the muster rolls, are 
in a torn and dilapidated condition, and are likely, unless soon 
transcribed, to Le entircly defaced and destroved. We deem 
it almost unnecessary to remind the honorable body of the ab- 
solute neeessity and importance of preserving the muster rolls, 
not only on account of the pecuniary interest involved, but al- 
so as a proud memorial of the patriotism and self sacrificing 
spirit of those who were ever ready to rally around the Lone 
Star, and to yield, if necessary. their lives in defence of Texian 
independence, and Texian soil. The muster rolls of those who 
fell at the Alano, are almost entircly destroyed; and shall we, 
governed by a selfish spirit of economy, permit the only record 
of that “ Spartan Bana” to be lost. who otfered their lives as a 
sacrifice upon the Altar of our Liberties, and wht, in stem- 
ming the tide of Mexican oppression, left as arich inheritance 
to Texas, their memory, andthe record of their heroic achieve- 
ments? We feel thai there can be but one response from every 
Texian heart. It will be neccssary to record some of the oth- 
er rolls which have never as yet been copied into any book. 

Tt was suggested to the committee in the early part of the ses- I 
sion, the propriety af enquiring as to the policy of either abol- 
ishing the Adjutant General’s Office, or of merging it into that 


of the Land Office. In accordance with thege intimations, we . 
have given the subject our mature consideration, and we are p 
induced to believe that it would be both impolitic and inexpe- 

dient at~resent to abolish this office. But they believe that by r 


the next session of the legislature, there will be but little neces- 
sity to continue it, and then it can, without detriment, be trehs- 
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řerred, and made a part of the General Tand] Office. For-all 
other information required under the resolution of the Honse, 
the committee would refer your Honorable body tô the able 
report of the gentlemen who have filled the office of Adjutant 
General, and also to the letter of the present incumbent of that 
office; all of which is respectfully submitted.

The committee on Federal Relations, to whom was referred 
the special message of the Executive, under date of 2Ist inst. 
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with the accompanying statement of the Attorney General, 
having carefully examined the same, beg leave to report: 

From the correspondence in the State Department, submit- 
ted to our inspection, between the diplomatic agents of the Uni- 
ted States and Texas, during the pendency of the measure for 
annexation, it is apparent that the Executive Government of 
the Union did engage to pay the expenses attending the call of 
an extra session of the Congress of the Republic and a Conven- 
tion, both of which were rendered necessary by the terms of the 
joint resolution forming the basis and prescribing the steps for 
the consummation of that measure. But it is not in the power 
of your committee at present, to present an exhibit of these ex- 
penses, nor to go further than to make a very cursory examina- 
tion of the correspondence referred to, leaving and recommend- 
ing the subject to as early legislative consideration and action 
asits importance demands. 

The committee are, also, satisfied that it abundantly appears 
from repeated admissions on the part of the Executive of the Uni- 
ted States, contained in the correspondence, that the right of 
Texas to collect impost duties under the revenue laws of the 
Republic, was fully recognized to exist up to the time of her ac- 
tual incorporation with the Union under her constitution, as ap- 
proved by Congress, and they cannot suppose that the exalted 
tribunal before whom a cause is pending, involving this very 
matter, will decide the same adversely to the rights of Texas — 
Certainly upon no principles of law or justice, can the right set 
up by the District Attorney, in behalf of the United States to 
those duties, be established. 

There is, however, another subject which both the message 
and the letter of the Attorney General calls with great impres- 
siveness to the attention of your committee. These are the 
claims in behalf of Texas, originally growing out-of the forcible 
recaption of er by citizens and officers of the United States 
at Braisley’s landing in the collectoral district of Red River, 
in the Spring of 1848. Those goods had been seized by the col- 
lector as introduced into Texas in violation of her revenue laws, 
and justly forfeited under their provisions. 


The claims thus arising had undergone all requisite investiga- - 


tion by the proper officers of both governments, and had been 
actually admitted, acknowledged, liquidated and established 
by their action more than twelve months prior to the extin- 
guishment of her nationality by Texas. 

On the 16th of February, 1846, the amount of indebtedness 
then established was in this identical case, fifty-four thousand 
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and one hundred dollars. President Tyler, in his last annua, 
message, earnestly recommends to Congress the requisite ap- 
propriation, which recommendation is renewed and enforced in 
the next succeeding annual eae of President Polk, who re- 
marks that“ this was aliquidated debt, ascertained tobe due to 
Texas when an independent State. Her acceptance of the 
terms of annexation proposed by the United States, does not dis- 
charge or invalidate the claim. I recommend that provision be 
made for its payment.” 

By the act of March 3rd, 1847, the sum of thirty thousand 
dollars was appropriated toward this and another claim then 
due Texas, and which had been liqnidated in like manner.— 
This last claim originated in the ran of a body of Texan 
troops under the command of Capt. Snively by a body of U. S. 
Cavalry. After this last claim was satisfied outof the appropri- 
ation, there remained the sum of twenty-eight thonsand and 
twenty-five dollars, to be applied towards the discharge of the 
claim caused by the seizure of the goods, which sum was ap- 
plied accordingly, leaving a balance of twenty-six thousand 
and seventy-five dollars still due on thisaccount from the Uni- 
ted States to this State. 

Your committee cannot doubt that the inadequacy of the 
appropriation originated in mistake, or the want of proper infor- 
mation by Congress touching the amount actnally due, and that 
the discharge of the balance will be promptly provided for by 
Congress whenever the subject, with proper explanations, 18 
brought to the notice of that honorable body. 

Your committee, therefore, recommend the adoption of the 
accompanying joint resolution. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted.

The undersigned. one of the representatives from the county 
of Cherokee, most respecttully submits this his solemn protest 
against the passage tu engrossment of the apportionment Dill 
on this day. The reasons which influenced the anderjp oo m 
opposing the passage of the bill during its progress before en- 
grossment, will continue to influence his action in regard toit 
until its Anal passage or rejection. The increase of representa- 
tion, at this time, in both branches of the Legislature, to the 
highest constitutional limit, the undersigned believes to be im- 
politic, injudicious, uncalled for and oppressive; and to ‘his 
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mind, an encroachment upon the spirit, if not the very letter of 
the constitution, not only as regards the increase of representa- 
tion to its highest constitutional limit, bat in respect to the great 
injustice which will be done to many of the counties by the ap- 
portionment of the representatives,as proposed by the bill— 
The consequent increase of the expenses of the State govern- 
ment, without a corresponding benefit to our citizens, is so ap- 
parent that the undersigned deems if unnecessary to illustrate 
it. When the next apportionment under the constitution, takes 
place, a reduction in the number. now apportioned by the bill 
which has passed to engrossment, to the large counties, or an 
alteration of the constitution, allowing still a further increase of 
representation, will have tobe made. These objections alone, 
in the humble opinion of the undersigned, justify him in his 
opposition to the bill; but he must be permitted to state anoth- 
er which applies more particularly to himself and his immedi- 
ate constituents. The county of Cherokee. which the under- 
signed has the honor, in part, to represent in this, House, with 
a free white population of six thousand eight hundred and eigh- 
ty-five, is allowed but three representatives by the bill, leaving 
an excess of free white population in said county of eleven hun- 
dred and eighty-five not represented according to the basis fix- 
ed by the bill, while many counties in the State, with a free 
white population of several hundred less than the basis fixed, 
are allowed a representative, and others having several hun- 
dred less than the number required for two, according to the ba- 
sis, are allowed two representatives, and so of other counties 
that are allowed three. Inthe Senatorial branch, many coun- 
ties or districts, are allowed a Senator that want several hundred 
electors of the number required as the basis, while Cherokee 
county has, after getting one Senator. four hundred and forty 
electors of an excess unrepresented in the Senate.

The Select committee, raised to,investigate the papers ema- 
nating from the Land Office, touching the claims of the heirs 
of Benjamin R. Milam, together with the proois and papers 
relating to the petition of said heirs, have hadthe same under 
eousideration, and can see no good reason why the joint resolu- 
tion reported by the committee on Public Lands shuuld not be 
adopted, 

Setting aside the claim for lands to which Col. -H ilam might 
have been entitled as an Empresario, and as agent of Arthur 
G. Wavel, he would still be entitled to one-third of a league as 
a citizen of Texas. He would also have been entitled to 1876 
acres as a soldier, in bounty lands, &c., &e. 

Tt also appears that Jfilam’s headricht was augmented te 
eleven leagues, and by the deposition of Frost Thorn, it is shown 
that all the title papers and deeds were made out and confirm- 
edto Milam. This eleven leagues of land he had surveyed 
cultivated and had complied with all the requirements and con- 
ditions incident to a fulfilment of ali that was required on his 
part. These evidences of title were made ont by the Execu- 
tive of Coahuila and Texas, in 1534. Col. Milam lived upon 
this land from 1527 until his death. His heirs tock possession 
and lived npon the same until tbe boundary line was run be 
tween the Governments of the United States and Texas, in the 
year 1842, when it was ascertained that this selection of land, 
together with a large scope of country which was supposed to 
belong to Texas, fell within the limits of the United States. 

rreeable to the colonization laws of Coabnlia and Texas, it 
will be seen that where an error was made in location, the per- 
son was allowed to float his certificate; and according to this 
law, had Milam known the situation of his land, he would have 


- availed himseli of the provisions of this law, and made are- 


survey. 
All bona fide eleven league grants of land, where the same 
were regularly perfected by actual survey, final deed, and po- 
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session thereof, at, and before the Declaration of Independence, 
are fully recognized and confirmed by the Constitution and the 
laws. 

Taking it for granted, that Benjamin R. Milam liy- 
ed, he would have been in possession, notonly of eleven leagues, 
but also would have received the lands and bounties to which 
soldiers of the revolution were entitled.

The Select c venittee. to whom was referred the communica- 
tion of Mr. Frederick Schirmer, im relation to the Geology of 
the State, made the following report: 

Coamorree Roos, February 3, 1852. 
To the Hon. D. C. Dickson, 
Speakcr of the House of Representatives : 

The communication of Mr. Frederick Schirmer, in relation 
to certain discoveries of silver and gold, and other interesting 
facts and inierences, was referred to the undersigned Select 
committee, asalsu in that connection, the recommendation of 
his Excellency- Guvernur Dell, in favor of a complete Gealogi- 
eal survey oc the State. 

Your committee are fully impressed with the importanee of 
the subject; but finding the legisiature so occupied with business 
that must be dispatched, they forbear to present itfully. They 
think it better not to offer a bill atthis late period of the se$- 
sion; but to recommend that three or four thousand dollars, or 
some moderate amount, be put inte the general appropriation 
bill, for Geological and Minerclogical explorations, tọ be made 
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during the ensuing two years, under the direction of Governor 

Judging from the substance and style of Mr. Schirmer’s com- 
munication, and learning that he has had the advantage of a 
thorough scientific education, coupled with the most reliable 
information of his expertness in the analysis and reduction of 
metalic ores, your committee think that if his Excellency could 
not find a more suitable person for a State Geologist, he would 
at least not err in the appointment of this voung gentleman — 
Much, indeed, might be expected from a voung man of sense, 
who is devoted to science, and whose reputation and fortune 
would be dependant upon the manner in which he should dis- 
charge this trust. 

Your committee consider that it is incnmbent on the State 
Government to survey and publish, sceyndem artem, its form, 
structure and substance, for the reason that our social position, 
and the spirit of the age requiresit of us. and for the reason 
that it is an economicai measure, demanded by the bodv of the 
people. It is not such a work as can be dune su economically 
and so well by private enterprise. Indeed. it can hardly be 
Gone in that way at all: and if done in that way. it would be 
deiicient iu this, that it would still want the seal of verity and 
the public confidence. It cannot be doubted that there are some 
disclosures about to be made in regard tu mines. If the State 
hegiects to proceed in this investigation, sume enterprizing citi- 
zens, and expert miners jrum abroad, will. tur themselves, look 
into the facts of the case. It therefore becomes the duty of the 
State to stand by the budy of the people, and to save them from 
loss and injury trom the superior advantages enjuved by indi- 
viduals who have time, means and knowledge. tu discover, and 
os acquire valuable locations, to the injury of the unwary pub- 

ic. 

The committee beg to say. that their chief object in recom- 
mending a Geological survey. is not by any means in the hope 
that any general, or great diffusion of gold or silver may be as- 
certained to existin Texas. As legislators, they must say, that 
at this early period in our history, and so much needing im- 
provement as we do, anv such discoveries would be a serious in- 
jury, so far as they would cause a diversion from agricultural 
and other pursnits. Until the country shall be cultivated and 
improved—auntil the arts abound—auntil our people shall be 
parceled out into all those various avocations which support 


one another, and which alone make a t and independent 
community. Until then the gold would be of no use or value, 
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to us at least; but would flow from us as it is seen to do from 
California, into countries that are improved, and where the arts 
and sciences abound. ' 
Your committee would beg leave to put their advocacy of 
this measure upon the ground of its being the forerunner of 
the useful arts, and the herald of social advancement and of 
public safety. Our natural advantages aresuch as to make it 
certain that very large accessions will be made to our produc- 
tive capital. Indeed, one year almost doubles the population. 
These immigrants, like ourselves, belong chiefiv to the agricultural 
and producing class. In the interior, the only consumers are 
the newcomers, and a few frontier garrisons. As population 
Increases, so agricultural products will accumulate; and it be- 
comes the duty of the legislature to co-operate with the people 
in all economical measures for insuring to capital and labor a 
fair remuneration. It will be found necessary, either to afford 
access to the foreign market, or te build up a market at home. 
No doubt our best interest will be found to consist in giving 
full encouragement to both of these; and unless we do one or 
the other, there is no doubt but we shall see that the prosperity 
of this country is nothing more than the result of aecident.— 
Our importation is very large of the results of science and 
art, as practiced abroad. When shall we see the importation and 


establishment of the arts and sciences themselves? Whether 


we prefer a foreign commerce and free trade, or the home poli- 
cy—such is thesituation and extent of our territory, that we 
shall be forced te invoke the aid of Science. In order to make 
our interior available, we shall be obliged to band the Wichita 
and the Pecos, to the sea coast, with a rod of iron. Our locali- 
ty and our situation will make such a work necessary. The re- 
quiretnents of the age. and of our connections with the enlight- 
ened-world demand this, and more, at our hands. Our past 
achievements, our present inspirations, and all our hopes, con- 
spire into an assurance and certainty of its accomplishment. 
In a State that isnew, and whose great leading interest is in 
agriculture and the raising of stock, it may at first be expected 
that the introduction and cultivation of the sciences an@ the 
useful arts will be very limited. But their chief value being 
seen to consist in the aid which they give to agriculture, they 
are advanced with its adwancement. From the first servile 
labor of sharpening the plow, scienee presumes to offer its aux- 
iliary aid, and suggests new implements. It analyses the soil, 
and the crop points you to the essential remedy to correct every 
deficiency. Presently we find in full operation, all the associa-

ted useful arts, which look te science for their development.— 
The State, instead of delving unprofitably at only, one employ 
ment, is parcelled into diverse but co-operative pursuits; each 
one of which is a constant benefactor, whilst it always remains 
the beneñciary of all the rest. 
In order iv use to advantage the vast territory in our 

sion. to appropriate it to the benevolent uses to which by the will 
of God,it is variuusly adapted, your committee think that it 
would be economical, sensible, and almost necessary tu set on 
foot tue must thorough Geological examination, No matter 
how elavurate aud expensive, su that itwas wel! managed, it 
eonld not iail to ve a prudent outlay of the people’s moneyv-— 
Perhaps cue vt the greatest advantages that wouid result. would 
be this: that there wouid beset on ivot, for the first time in 
this ewmirs, a practically useful science, in which there is ev- 
ry evidenee that the peuple would take an interest. The pro- 
gress ol such à work. and its disclosures would be of general 
interest. Tue people Wold exercise their perceptions more on 
this subiect, Shl they would acquire a tind of intormation in 
regard tu the distinctive qualities and varivus sements of soils. 
There woudl also ue erected, a reliavie standard by which they 
might sately t-t the practicability and proiit or numerous min- 
imraund woes lze speculations. The seientitie persons emplov- 


eu iD 0th 2 vusiness, vy tue State, would be contided’ in, and 


their advice wouid be of great use in giving a right direction’ 


to various inquiries connected with the Ininite and always in- 


terestine ~clences OF Gectlucy and Mineraurzy. The peuple of 
Texas have net ucreiefure bad tueir attention particularly direc- 
ted that wav: Lut they hare nu repugnance to hook-rarming, 
orscleuce y? any kinu, aud would be glad tu receive any light 
on ihe Varions suljecis connected with these sciences. + They 
would like to see the disclusure of clave, maris, gypsum, lime, 
slate, iron and other metals; and to understand how. by certain 
appearances, they might in vther places expect tu tind their re- 
enrrence; aud more than ali, perhaps, they would like to com- 
prehend the whole interesting subject of soils. 

The outlay of twenty thonsand dollars would be well expen 
ded by tlie State. as vour committee think, if the single article 
of stone-coal were to be exposed. and its localities and range 
ascertained. And there is every indication of its existence 
across the State. from the Upper Trinity to the Tio Grande; 
small pieces having been picked up in various places, all over 
the upper country. From the important aid which this miner- 
ai could be brought to give, in this pountry, in the reduction of 
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eres, but more especially in the propelsion of the labor-saving 
contrivances and locomotive engines of the day; every effort 
ought to be made for its disclosure. No mines could be of so 
much service to Texas as that of coal. Itis even questionable 
whether without this aid of science, this food of progress, we 
can make any rapid advances with it. Theeis no manner of 
doubt that we shall witness an amazingincrease given to the 
available means of the State. 

There are some existing evils that we might hope to see cor. 
rected by true science, as applied to Geology and Mineralogy. 
Infinenced by old habits, no doubt we neednessly go tu expense 
in the transportation of lumber for building, when there is ev- 
ery reason to believe, that for much less money, houses might 
be built out of the dirt under foot: which would exclude both 
heat and cold more etfectually. If this may be done so cheap- 
ly, then our rich bug-wallow prairies might be brought more 
into use where fencing is scarce. Nature is all-bountiful, it is 
the business of science to unravel her mysteries. There is ev- 
ery likelihood indeed that the construction of adobe wall, of 
tabby and of cement will one day (and that not distant,) en- 
gage the serious attention of this country, seeing that much 
desease and sulfering result, in some sections, frum buildings 
that do not exclude the wintry norther, nor the heat of a sum- 
merssun. Your committee are almust tempted to recommend 
the appointment of a State Geologist and Mineralogist, for the 
sole purpose of experimenting for the neat year or two, on the 
admixture of earth, sand, and what not, for making a good du- 
rable wall; and to examine and mix for the formation of a ce- 
ment to cover the roofs of buildings, or to be applied as an ex- 
terior prctection to walls; all to be simplified and made easy, 
so that any common laborer could perfurm the work as well, 


There is no question but that much good may be made to fol- 
low from a Geological exploration. The public interest and 
honor would not onlv be advanced, but the private and domes- 
tic interests of the whole people would, in numerous ways, be 
greatly benefitted. 


There are certain peculiar and distinctive features ef the 
State that ought to be scientifically described and published to 
the world. The Cross-timbers is an interesting Geological fact. 
Our ranges of mountains, their formation and character need 
to be stated. Our salines, our red lands, our prairies, our ‘big 


springs demand our observation, as also does that singular strip . 


or stratum extending from the Rio Grand to Austin, &c., and, 
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in which after various small rivulets have disappeared under 
ground they again appear in a few big springs. 

There is work enough on hand for o a corps of en- 
gineers ; but the greatness of the undertaking need not, your 
committee think, occasion any delay in taking the incipient 
steps. Your committee would recommend that the true Geol- 
ogical position, age, order and construction of this part of the 
continent be established by the rules of science; and that so 
far as the time of the men of science, employed, can be spared 
from that work, it be devoted to soils cements and such utili- 
tarian. objects, in preference to a mere search for silver and 

old. 
z Your committee again would suggest that three or four thous- 
and dollars be appropriated by the legislature for a Geological 
and Mineralogical survey, or exploration: to be expended at the 
descretion of his Excellency, Governor Bell.

Ihave, both m my official capacity and as a private citizen, 
expressed my approbation of, and concurrence in the justice of 
the general ‘basis upon which the Auditor and Comptroller have 
classified the public debt of Texas, and the value assigned them; 
but there is no general rule, without its exception, and with 
those officers I do think that there are cases of individual hard- 
ship, to which an application of the general basis upon which 
they felt themselves constrained to act doesnot render justice. 
By reference to the report of the Auditor and Comptroller, it 
will be found that they use the following language in respect to 
such cases: 

“In the average value assigned tothe consolidated fund of 
the 7th June, 1837, there came to our knowledge, a few cases 
of hardship, where the Government had received full consider- 
ation for the original obligation which had been converted into 
this fund. and vet owned by the orininal investor. Had we 
departed from the rate we had assigned to this, or any other 
character of liability in one instance, no matter how justifiable, 
others not possessing the same merit would have claimed 
it, and the consequence would have been, that but few 
claimaints would have been satisfied with any other class- 
ification than that of par. For this reason, we determined, 
in all instances, to adhere to the rate affixed to each class, and 
report such cases or hardship as might arise to the Legislature, 
in order that such relief may be awarded in the premises as 
appears to be just. We therefore accompany this report with 
a statemént, marked *Cy of such cases, and hope the same 
will receive your favorable consideration. in this connection, 
we refer you to the communication of Dr. John W. King, upon 
the subject of his claim, which is enclosed in the statement 
last named.” 

It is apparent from this, that the officers themselves, who 
classified the lial iii ties of Texas, and affixed the general value 
of the same, thought that there were eases to which the rule 
they established ought not to apply, and which the Legislature 
should relieve. 

it is believed by me, that the -passage of the law in ques- 
tion, in the general terms in which it is couched, without any 
reservation or saving of special claims, proseribes the “cages 
of hardship,” mentioned by the Auditor and Comptroller. I 
think it would clearly preclude the present Legislature from re- 
lieving the same, and render it extremely doubtful whether 
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they could be considered by any future Legislature, without an 
absolute repeal of the law. If there are cases in which the 
scale acted upon by the Auditor and Comptroller, and now 
proposed to be adopted by the Legislature without any qualifi- 
cation, wili operate unjustly to certain creditors eminently enti- 
tled to the consideration and protection of the government, it 
would seem proper that though their claims be now postponed, 
that they should at least be left open for examination and equi- 
table adjustment. It is my anxious wish to see the State of 
Texas, at this time attracting universal attention, assume & po- 
sition in reference to her debt which will not only command the 
admiration of her sister States and of Foreign powers, but save 
her also from any just charge of repudiation. So far as lies in 
my power, I desire every creditor of Texas to have what in 
justice and equity is due him. Such, too, I believe, is the sen- 
timent of the people at large, and of the Legislature. I, how- 
ever, well know that men equally patriotic and honest, differ in 
their opinions about all measures of public policy, and in re- 
turning the bill referred fo, to the House in which it originated, 
withont my signature, I have only exercised a constitutional 
privilege, with respectful deference to the Honorable Legisla- 
fore. If contrary to my opinion, both Houses shall think the 
passage of the act in question, will not operate unjustly and 
oppressively in some cases, let it be passed. I will, at least, 
have done what I conceived to be my duty, in withholding my 
assent from it. 

Having thus briefly expressed my reasons for objecting to 
this bill, I now return it to you for your final action.

He also furnished provisions to the Texan army, freely and lib- 
erally, and raised a company of seventy men in the State of 
Tennessee, and paid the expenses of same to the bloody field 
of battle; together whither, with much hard fighting.as Briga- 
dier General, citizen, and, in every respect, the true friend of 
the Republic. And your committee further find, that the 
claims of some of the parties are based npon spoliations which 
63 : 
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occurred by the acts of Gen. Sim Houston, Commanderin- 
Chief of the army of the Republic of Texas, which acts were 
given for the good of the Republic. 

Your committee are brought more readily to recommend this 
relief, from the fact that those applicants believe that they have 
uizable rights, and will, from time to time, continue the same, 
roby costing the government much money and time, and, 
inasinich as ihe government has a large public domain, it is 
thought better to pay off allsnch claims in land in small bodies.

Dr. Shepherd also stated before the committee, that at- the 
time these supplies were furnished by Mr. Sanderson, it was 
difficult to procure them from any other source in consequence 
of the uncértain pay, and that this transaction, (taking ten 
thousand dollars trom his capital) greatly embarrassed Mr. 
Sanderson’s operations and finally broke him up, notwithstand- 
ing he had been doing a flourishing mercantile business. 

Others corroborate this statement; indeed it is shown fo the 
conimittee that the memorialist was so completely prostrated 
by this accommodation to the Government, as to reduce him to 
the most extreme poverty, with which he has been struggling 
ever since. Itis not rightthat any Government shouliso em- 
barrass its citizens, and not reimburse them. The committee

The Judiciary committee respectfully report that they have 
given the bill “ to ascertain what lands may have been forfeit- 
ed,” that deliberate consideration which a subject of so much 
importance requires. 

e committee do not consider the passage of a law of the 
kind now under consideration, as a matter of Legislative dis- 
cretion, but as a constitutional necessity. 

The constitution of the State, (art. 13, sec. 4,) positively re- 
quires that the Legislature shall, by law, ‘provide a method for 
determining what lands may have been forfeited. No such 
law, as that prescribed in this clause of the constitution, has 
yet been passed,—no method has been provided, in conformity 
with the constitution, for determing what lands may have been 
forfeited; and the committee are of the opinion that a longer 
delay to legislate on this subject, would not only be detrimental 
to the best interests of the State, but would be an evasion of a 
plain, imperative duty imposed by the highest law known to 
us—the constitution. The necessity for iegislative action on 
this subject, is more plain and Sele at the present time, 
owing to a recent decision of the Supreme Court, which abso- 
lntely deprives those who have located on lands supposed to 


have been forfeited, since the adoption of the State constitution, 


of all remedy, until the legislature shall provide a method by 
law for determining what lands may have been forfeited. 

The committee consider the bill referred to them for consid- 
eration, as admirably adapted to carry out the requirements of 
the constitution, and promote the interest of alarge class of 
meritorious settlers who are now entirely without remedy, and 
therefore report it back to the House, and recommend its pas- 
sage, with the following amendments : - 

After the word » Texas,” in the last line of Ist section, insert 
“and in all suits between individuals, the party claiming ad- 
versely to the character of titles mentioned in this act, may set 
up all the defects, and make the same defence as is herein con- 
templated to be made and set up by the State, and all judg- 
ments in such cases shall have the same effect as if the suit 
was between the State and the original parties or claimant.”

The committee on Federal Relations, to whom was referred 
the communication of his Excellency, the Governor, with ae- 
companying documents, in response to a resolution of the House 
asking for any information which he had received touching the 
violation of the laws of nations, and indignity offered the state 
sovereignty of the State of Texas, by the introduction and 
landing upon her soil of the troops of a foreign government, 
have had the said communication and documents under con- 
sideration. 

The affidavit of A. G. Porter sets forth, that about the 25th 
of October, 1851, the Mexican steamer “ Neptuno,” arrived off 
the coast, at the mouth of the Rio Grande; that there were 
upon the steamer, a hundred or more troops of the regular army 
of Mexico, commanded by General Garay; there were also two 
pieces of artillery, a nine and a twelve pounder, and generally 
such equipments and munitions of war as are carried with 
armies in active service; che said steamer entered Brazos 
harbor, on Brazos Island, in this State; the United States 
steamer Mentoria, E. M. Anderson master, under order of Capt. 
Phelps, U. 8. A., commanding at Fort Brown, proceeded to 
Brazos harbor, and there took on board the Mexican troops and 
munitions of war. The Mentoria commenced her return up the 
Rio Grande, and, on arriving at the mouth, stopped a short 
time upon the Texas side, whence she returned to the Brazos, 
as Mr. Porter understood, in consequence of orders received 
from Capt. Phelps; upon arriving at Brazos, the troops under 
General Garay, re-embarked upon the Neptuno; the deponent 
appears to have been the pilot of the Mentoria during these 
occurrences. 

The foregoing statement is further corroborated by Mr. Robt. 
H. Hord and Col. P. Nichols, who have appeared before the 
committee and stated the facts above set forth, not to be of their 
own kuowledge, but of public fame in the country where they 
transpired: 

It also appears from the statements of these gentlemen, that in 
the latter part of same month of October, Lieut. Cummings, U. 8. 
A., commanding a company of dragoons, or mounted men, did, 
at the town of È reeport, in Cameron county, forbid a number 
of the citizens of this State to cross the Rio Grande, to Mexico, 
and did order the troops under his command to fire upon the

boat in: which said citizens Were crossing ; but it does not appear 
that they fired, nor does it appear that the citizens had com- 
mitted, or were committing any act justifying an assault upon 
them by the authorities of the United States. 

Upon various occasions; about the same time, the military 
and civil officers of the Federal Government trampled upon the 
rights and liberties of onr citizens ; prohibiting and preventin 
them from crossing the Rio Grande, and depriving them o 
their arms, basing their action upon instructions from Wash- 
ington, to cause the neutrality laws to be observed. If instruc- 
tions K that effect merely were given, they were exceeded and 
abused. 

Bat if the government of the United Statés did authorize 
these officers to act as they have acted, then that government 
itself has violated our sovereignty and our rights, and the mat- 
ter assumes a more imposing and a more alarming aspect. ` 

Your committee cannot believe that the Federal Government 
has assumed any euch position. Be that as it may; it has be- 
come the duty of Texas to express her disapprobation—to cause 
the måtter to be investigated—the wrong-doers to be discovered, 
and the merited punishment visited. 

No stronger case can arise. If foreign armies, without our 
consent obtained, or even asked, can be brought among us, then 
is our State sovereignty at an end; and the agents who intro- 
duce them not only violate the neutrality laws of the United 
States, but make themselves public enemies of the State. If 
the revenue and military officers of the Federal Government 
can, without judicial process, arrest any one whom they deem 
violators of the law—if our citizens can be assaulted and dis- 
armed by the troops, then we have become the sport of*tyrants, 
and our liberties are gone. 

The undersigned, a majority of said committee, pondering 
the facts set forth, and the principles involved, report the 
accompanying joint resolution, and recommend it passage.

To His Excellency, P. H. Berr, 
Governor of the State of Texas: 


Having visited Washington City, in conformity with an act 
of the legislature, approved December 16th, 1851, I beg leave 
to report the result of my mission. , 

I received from the President of the United States the five 
millions of dollars of stock, part of the indemnity due the State 
under the provisions of an act of Congress, approved Sep- 
tember 9th, 1850, which stock I have deposited in the Treasn- 
ry of the State, as required by law. 

These bonds are all of the denomination of one thousand dol- 
lars, with coupons attached. Upon my arrival at Washington, 
I found said bonds in a state of preparation, and of register in 
the Treasury Department, and to have had a change made so 
as to have the bonds issued in less sums, would have been ex- 
tremely difficult and attended with delay. 

The United States are in the habit of issuing two characters 
of bonds, the one a coupon bond, which is transferable on de- 
livery, the other without coupons, and transferable only on the 
books of the Treasury, the former (the kind issued to Texas) is 
much more sought for by capitalists, and actually commands a 
higher price than the latter, hence, had bonds of less denomi- 
nation than $1000 been issued, they would have heen of the 
transferable stock, consequently after due reflection and consult- 
ing with those familiar with such matters, I regarded it more 
the interest of the State to receive the bonds which were being 
prepared, than to insist upon a change of denomination; even 
had there been any probability ef succeeding in effecting it. 
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I also received the sum of two hundred amd fifty thousand 
dollars, being the interest for the first twelve months, commen- 
cing January Ist, 1851, on said stock, which amount I have 
likewise deposited in the State Treasury. 

I sneeeeded in having refunded the amount advanced by the 
State for the support of two companies of troops commanded 
by Capts. Johnson and Blackwell, excepting the sum of $2,- 
739 Ti, which was suspended until additional certificates as re- 
gards the payment could be procured, these will be obtained 
and forwarded to Washington, when a draft for the amount will 
be remitted in favor of the State for the sum so suspended ; the 
amount of $9,375 05 was also deposited in the Treasury on 
this acconnt. 

The expenses attending the transportation of the specie to 
the seat of Government was larger than the amount appropria- 
ted, in consequence of my having to pay a freight on the same 
of one fourth per cent., from New Orleans to Galveston, and 
insurance which I considered prudent to effect; these expenses 
amounting to $1,648 73, I hope the legislature will make pro- 
vision to meet. 

Trusting that the result of my mission may be satisfactory,

Mr. Tarver presented the following protest against the pas- 
sage of the apportionment bill, and asked that it be spread on 
the jouruals: 

e undersigned, a member representing the counties of 
Washington and Burleson in the pure of Beareseniatives of 
the fourth Legislature, respectfully asks leave to present his sol- 
emn protest against the action of the House in passing a Dill 
entitled “an act to apportion the Senators and Representatives 
among the several counties of this State, according to the re- 
quirements of the Constitution.” 

The bill is, without doubt, unconstitutional, and it is unjust 
and unfair in its details. The undersigned objects, first, to the 
great and unnecessary increase of representation. He is assur- 
ed that the present condition of the country does not require 
this increase, and the best interests of the State will be prejudiced 
thereby. The Legislature has gone to the utmost limit allow- 
ed by the Constitution, and have left nothing to meet the pros- 
pective increase of population, but an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, allowing a still further increase of representation.— 
There are many objections to the increase of representation.— 
It entails unnecessary and useless expense upon the people 
without any corresponding benefit. It renders the business of 
legislation more difficult and tedious, while it does not ensure 
any more faithful expression of the popular will. 

The last Legislature was composed of but forty-eight mem- 
bers in the House of Representatives, and nineteen Senators— 
the next will have NINETY Representatives and THIRTY- 
THREE Senators: showing an increase of nearly one hundred 
per cent. in four years. Should we go on increasing our repre- 
sentation in this ratio, when and where are weto stop? No fu- 
ture Legislature will dare to diminish the present number, for - 
power is not so readily surrendered when once obtained. It is 
not to be expected that ninety men can transact business with: 
the same despatch and order that fifty could; and the inevita- 
ble result will be, that the sessions of the Legislature will be 
protracted to an unusual length, while the people must pay an 
additional tax to defray the expenses of increasing representa- 
tion, and longer sessions of the Legislature. The business of 
the State cannot be transacted so readily or so satisfactorily as 
it might be bya less a number. 
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The Congress of the United States, instead of increasing rep- 
resentation to meet the rapidly increasing population of the 
United States, have, in every apportionment, adopted a larger 
basis, so as to prevent any material increase of representation. 

The results have shown this to be a wise policy. Each local 
interest has been as faithfully represented as it could have been 
had the number of representatives been doubled. 

This Legislature had no right, in making an apportionment, 
to base its action upon an assumed state of things which might 
or might not exist eight years hence. 

Section 29th, Article ard of the Constitution, provides “that 
the whole number of representatives shall at the several peri- 
ods of making such enumeration, be fixed by the Legislature, 
and apportioned among the several counties, cities or towns ac- 
cording to the number of free population in each, and shall 
not be less than forty-five nor more than ninety.” 

Section 3ist,same Article, provides “that the number of 
Senators shall be fixed by law, and apportioned among the sey- 
eral districts according to the number of qualified electors, and 
shall not be less than nineteen nor more than thirty-three. 

The language ot the Constitution here points ont the duty of 
the Legislature so clearly that it cannot be mistaken. The ap- 
portionment is to be made according to the last census returns, 
and not in accordance with vague end imaginary speculations 
as to what the population of the State may be five or ten years 
hence. Itis equally clear that the Constitution, requires the 
Senators and Representatives should be apportioned among the 
several counties and districts according to the number of free 
white population and qualified electors, respectively. This bill 
openly violates this provision of the Constitution, and not in a 
few isolated cases, where the localities made it necessary, but 
in many flagrant instances where no reason could be shown, 
other than quixotic sympathy for weak counties, 

It is not contended that any apportionment could be made - 
with exact and mathematical precision in equalizing numbers. 
But a much nearer approximation could be made to equali 
and fairness than the present bill. In some of the States of the 
Union, each county is entitled toa Representative regardless 
of population. ‘This bill seems to have been framed upon that 
principle, for no regard has been paid to population. 5 

The county of Fort Bend, with a population of 1,228, is en- 
titled under this bill to a Representative; whilethe county of 
Washington, with 4428, is entitled to but two Representatives; 
and Milam and Burleson have nearly 2,600 to one Representa- 
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tive; Matagorda and Wharton, with a popuiation of 1,458, have 
a Representative; so has Liberty with 1,310; Tyler with 1,400, 
Victoria with 1,264, Bowie with 1,502, Brazoria with 1,667, and 
many others having about the same strength. The population 
of the State, divided by ninety, gives something over nineteen 
hundred as a basis for a representative. It will be seen, then, 
at a glance, how unjust this bill is to the other portions of the 
State, and how far it fails te comply with the Constitutional re- 
quisitions. These are not cases singled out from the bill for the 
purpose of captious objection being made to them. There are 
many such instances. In the apportionment of Senators, the 
same injustice and inequality is apparent. 
For a Senatorial district, Washington county has 1,296 voters. 
ce (33 Ha 7 6¢ ts 810 (74 
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Walker, Grimes and Montgomery have 1,365 * 
Galveston county has - - - >= - Sif « 
Smith county has ~ - - = - - “48 &

Cherokee has - - - - - - -= 1,590 voters 


to entitle it to a Senator. 

These figures need no illustration to make them understood, 
They prove the bill to be a palpable violation of the Constitu- 
tion. They prove the bill to be anti-republican in its effects, 
for it gives a minority the absolute control of the majority— 
The undersigned can now call to mind but one analagous sys- 
tem to this bill, which is the one so cursed in England—therot- 
ten boroughs. 

Should the policy of this bill gain favor in future Legisla- 
tures, a system as fall of odious abuses may be fastened upon 
us as ever drowned the popular will, or blighted the prosperity 
of England. 

Because this bill violates the Constitution, and is unjust and 
oppresssive in its details to at least one-third of the population 
of the State, including my own constituents, I submit my pro- 
test against its passage, and ask that it may be spread upon the

Execciive DEPARTMENT, STATE or Texas, 
Austin, February 12, 1852. 


Gentlemen of the Legislature: 


The petition from citizens residing on the frontier, transmit- 
ted herewith, represent their distressed condition from the hos- 
tile attitude of several Indian tribes of known skill and brave- 
ry in war. One of the most delightful sections of the State, 
tor several years rapidly increasing in population—the most re- 
sponsible and intelligent—is about to be depopulated, and with- 
out immediate military assistance, must inevitably become so. 
‘The appeal for aid is madeto the Executive, and would at once, 
and most cheerfully be responded to, did he possess any power 
beyond that which is conferred by the 4th section of the 6th 
artitle of the Constitution, to-wit: “the Governor shall have 
power to call forth the militia to execute the laws of the State, 
to suppress insurrection and repel invasion.” 


It is well known to your honorable bodies that there is not in 
the State, even a partial militia organization, and consequently 
the Executive is not at all aided by the power (entirely nomi- 
nal under the circumstances) intended to be given by the sec- 
tion quoted. On three or more occasions, I have had the kon- 
wr to press the subject of our frontier difficulties upon the at- 
tention of the Representatives of the people, with the confident 
and anxious hope that some ability would be extended to the 
Executive branch of the State Government, by which, in great 
emergencies, he might relieve, temporarily at least, the inhabi- 
tants occupying portions of the frontier not fally protected by 
the troops of the United States, I again very respectfully, but 
most earnestly, solict from your honorable bodies such an 
pas en of means as will enable me, in part, at least, to 
save the lives and property of our people, who from fortune or 
necessity are occupying isolated and unprotected positions,— 
Their appeal to your aid and sympathy, it seems to me, are ir- 
resistible, and far beyond the sordid consideration of dollars 
and cents. I might make an elaborate appeal to your justice 
and magnanimity as men and as legislators, but I trust the in- 
telligence and wisdom of your honorable bodies, renders it en- 
tirely unnecessary. It is only necessary to know that the lives 
of worthy men and of helpless women and children are inyoly- 
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ed in the action you may think proper to take upon this serious 
aud important subject. 

The citizens whose interest I now seek to represent, are under 
arms. Many of the individuals whose names are subscribed to 
the petitions transmitted are known to me, and from their ster- 
ling character would not, I am persuaded, sound any false 
alarms. I have every confidence in the representations they 
have made ; nor are they in their situation of excitement and 
distress alone: other portions of our frontier inhabitants are in 
the like position; and similar calls for assistance have been, 
and are now being made to the executive, in consequence of 
recent Indian dutrages. 

Any military operation which the Executive may feel himself 
authorized to make, will be entirely auxiliary to those directed. 
by the officer commanding the 8th United States Military De- 
partment, in whose skill, energy and judgment, there exists the 
greatest confidence. Every exertion has been, and is at this 
time employed by the military stationed upon the frontier of 
the State, but the great celerity of movement possessed hy the 
Indian tribes inhabiting our border, and their known sagacity, 
require the most extraordinary exertion in preventing their ma- 
rauding excursions and repelling their attacks.

a knowledge of the laws by -which they are governed; and, 
whereas, ihe mode hitherto adopted, of printing the laws in 
book form, solely for the use of those in office, depending upon 
the interest, public spirit, or tastes of the journalists of the 
counizy to give in their journals, publicity to the laws, affords 
DW merero, insufficient and delayed means of disseminat- 
ing 4 knowledge of them among the masses of the people; 
therefore, be it 

‘Resolwéd, That it shall be the duty ofthe Secretary of State 
to cause the laws, both of a general and special nature, to be 

rinted in at least eight newspapers having general circulation, 
in different portions of the State, provided esame shall not 
cost more than the price of composition work. 
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Be it further Resolved, That the sum of ————-— dollarg 
appropriated in the general appropriation bill for the ayman 
of the expenses of printing the laws under the provisions of 
this joint resolution.
